Brevities. 

The  Agricultural  Committee  of  the  Devon  County 
Council  have  granted  a  poison-licence  to  Mr.  G.  Lock, 
of  Credit  on. 

A  fire  which  broke  out  on  September  20  in  a  store-room 
at  the  pharmacy  of  Mr.  Wm.  Highley,  chemist  and 
druggist,  54  Drake  Street,  Rochdale,  was  subdued  before 
any  serious  damage  was  done. 

Mr.  J.  A.  J:  Tottens,  chemist  and  druggist,  of  Park 
Road,  Kingston-on-Thames,  was  the  victim  of  an  impudent 
theft  on  September  19,  when  a  cash-box,  containing 
between  7>l.  and  41.,  was  stolen  from  behind  the  counter. 
-  At  Stalybridge  on  September  21,  the  charge  against 
R.  T.  F.  Carey,  Mossley,  of  stealing  fifty-six  sheets  of 
paper  containing  the  secret  instructions  of  the  Kosmo 
Lubric  Oil  Co.,  Ltd.,  by  whom  he  was  employed,  was 
dismissed. 

The  Wrexham  Education  Committee  has  adopted  the 
report  of  the  Medical  Inspection  Sub-committee  which  has 
appointed  an  ophthalmic  surgeon  to  examine  school  chil- 
dren with  defective  eyesight  at  a  fee  of  5s.  per  child,  and 
has  also  invited  tenders  for  supply  of  spectacles. 

Whitby  chemists  announce  that  from  October  1  to  May  31 
they  will  close  their  establishments  on  Mondays,  Tuesdays, 
and  Thursdays  at  7  p.m.,  on  Fridays  at  8  p.m.,  and  on 
Saturdays  at  9.30  p.m.  The  Wednesday  half -holiday  will 
he  observed  from  October  5  until  the  end  of  June  next. 

The  Bradford  Education  Committee  has  appointed  Mr. 
J.  Knowles,  L.D.S.,  West  Town,  Dewsbury,  from  among 
eight  applicants,  as  dental  surgeon  for  reporting  on  and 
treating  (if  necessary)  the  teeth  of  elementary  school- 
children. The  salary  attached  to  the  position  is  300?.  per 
annum. 

At  Horncastle,  Lines,  the  off-licence  attached  to  the 
business  carried  on  at  Coningsby  by  Mr.  Charles  Sanders, 
chemist  and  druggist,  has  been  transferred  to  Florence 
Augusta  Brown,  of  Coningsby.  The  licence  was  trans- 
ferred to  Mr.  Sanders  from  the  late  Mr.  L.  H.  Brown, 
chemist  and  druggist,  in  December  last. 

The  following  chemists  are  taking  part  in  the  window- 
dressing  competitions  in  connection  with  the  Reading 
Shopping  Week  from  October  11  to  15  :  Butler  &  Card- 
well,  195  London  Road;  J.  Cross  &  .Co.,  83  Oxford  Street; 
Mr.  A.  E.  Deed,  41  London  Street;  Mays  &  Mackay,  Ltd., 
5  and  6  Gun  Street ;  Mr.  R.  A.  Norris,  35  King's  Road  ; 
Mr.  G.  B.  Osborne,  118  Broad  Street;  and  Mr.  W.  I. 
Page,  23  Market  Place. 

In  connection  with  a  somewhat  serious  outbreak  locally 
of  scarlet  fever  the  Earby  Urban  District  Council  has 
authorised  the  purchase  of  eucalyptus  oil  and  other  sup- 
plies recommended  by  the  acting  medical  officer.  It  will 
be  remembered  that  the  practice  of  anointing  scarlet-fever 
patients  from  head  to  foot  with  eucalyptus  oil  to  prevent 
further  infection  was  introduced  by  the  Dukinfielcl  health 
authorities  (C.  <b  D.,  1909,  II.,  p.  102). 

A  motor-car  belonging  to  Mr.  Pochin,  of  Messrs.  H.  D. 
Pochin  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  chemical  manufacturers,  Manchester, 
dashed  into  the  gates  of  a  level  crossing  at  Birkdale,  near 
Southport,  on  September  26.  The  car,  which  grazed  the 
last  coach  of  the  passing  train,  was  badly  damaged,  but 
Mr.  Pochin  and  one  of  his  two  companions  were  unhurt, 
while  the  other  escaped  with  slight  injuries.  The  brakes 
not  acting  is  said  to  be  the  cause  of  the  mishap. 

A  deputation  from  the  Hull  Pharmacists'  Association, 
consisting  of  Mr.  J.  F.  Robson  (President),  Messrs. 
Richardson,  Smith,  Stoakes,  W.  Staning  (Hon.  Secretary), 
and  Mr.  Andrew  M.  Jackson  (Solicitor),  waited  upon  the 
Health  Sub-committee  of  the  Hull  Corporation  on  Sep- 
tember 23  to  oppose  the  issue  of  poison-licences  to  certain 
local  seedsmen.  The  case  was  first  put  by  Mr.  Jackson, 
who  was  followed  by  the  members  of  the  deputation. 
After  a  hearing  extending  over  half  an  hour,  the  Chair- 
man of  the  sub-committee  intimated  that  the  arguments 
laid  before  them  should  have  clue  consideration.

Then  follows  a  list  of  well-known  patents,  all  offered  at 
very  cheap  rates,  with  15  per  cent,  discount  if  the  lot  is 
taken,  otherwise  net  cash  on  receipt  of  goods.  This 
"  W.  J.  James"  has  no  authority  from  us  to  use  our 
name  in  any  way  in  his  business  transactions,  and  we  shall 
be  glad  if  chemists  who  receive  letters  of  a  similar  style 
will  communicate  with  us  without  delay. 

University  of  Bristol  Extension. 
Lord  Winterstoke  will  open  on  November  15  the  new 
wing  of  the  Bristol  University,  erected  at  a  cost  of  over 
50,000?. ,  to  provide  suitable  accommodation  for  the 
chemical  and  physiological  sections  of  the  University. 
The  University,  which  obtained  its  charter  in  May,  1909, 
commencing  as  University  College,  Bristol,  in  1876,  will 
thus  take  its  place  as  one  of  the  best-equipped  teaching 
institutions  in  the  country.  The  new  chemical  department 
has  accommodation  for  200  students,  and  consists 
of  a  basement  and  two  floors.  On  the  first-named  the 
metallurgical  laboratory  occupies  most  of  the  space,  with 
additional  small  laboratories  for  food:and-drug  analysis, 
public-health  chemistry,  gas-analysis,  and  photo-chemistry. 
The  lecture-theatre  and  museum  are  on  the  ground  floor, 
as  also  the  senior  chemical  laboratories,  balance-room, 
organic-chemistry  laboratory,  and  physical-chemistry 
laboratory.  The  main  laboratory  is  situated  on  the  first 
floor,  where  there  is  also  a  smaller  laboratory  for  agri- 
cultural chemistry  research  on  natural  dyes  and  tannins, 
etc.  All  the  laboratories  are  electrically  lighted  and  wired 
for  experimental  purposes. 

Midland  Notes. 

The  pharmacy  at  the  corner  of  Mary  Street  and  Edward 
Street,  Balsall  Heath  (Mr.  Barlow's  branch  shop),  has  at 
the  present  time  a  simple  and  effective  window- display 
of  own  proprietaries. 

Mr.  W.  Corbett,  Ph.C,  Bromsgrove,  presided  at  a  meet- 
ing held  there  on  September  26  to  further  the  scheme  for 
growing  sugar-beet.  Mr.  Sigmund  Stein,  who,  with  others, 
is  endeavouring  to  establish  a  sugar-factory  at  Kidder- 
minster, was  present,  and  explained  his  scheme. 

At  the  "Everything  for  the  Home"  Exhibition,  which 
has  been  held  during  the  week  at  Bingley  Hall,  Birming- 
ham, the  exhibitors  included  Horlick's  Malted  Milk  Co., 
Ltd.  ;  Coleman  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  Norwich  (Wincarnis)  ;  Eucryl 
Co.,  Hull  (tooth-powder  and  toilet-soap);  and  Cadbury 
Bros.,  Bournville. 

Nottingham  Notes. 

Mr.  J.  Boyle,  formerly  manager  for  Messrs.  Bass  &  Wil- 
ford,  Milton  Street,  who  recently  opened  a  pharmacy  in 
Burton  Street,  has  removed  to  Parliament  Street. 

On  Tuesday  the  Nottingham  Board  of  Guardians 
appointed  Mr.  James  Brown  Sim  to  be  medical  officer  for 
the  No.  3  District,  in  succession  to  his  father,  the  late  Dr. 
Brown  Sim.  There  were  five  applicants  for  the  appoint- 
ment, which  is  worth  100Z.  a  year. 

The  Nottingham  Thursday  United  Football  Club  has 
quite  a  pharmaceutical  tone  about  it.  Its  president  is  Mr. 
C.  F.  Carr  (Fitzhugh  &  Carr),  three  of  its  vice-presidents 
are  chemists,  the  secretary  an  assistant  pharmacist,  the  cap- 
tain of  the  first  eleven  an  apprentice,  and  many  of  the  rank 
and  file  are  connected  with  the  craft.  The  club  has  made  a 
very  favourable  start  for  the  season  by  winning  the  first 
two  matches. 

Poor-law  Notes. 

Part  I.  of  the  thirty-ninth  annual  report  of  the  Local 
Government  Board,  1909-10,  deals  with  the  administration 
of  the  Poor  Law,  the  Unemployed  Workmen  Act,  and  the 
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Old  Age  Pensions  Act.  However,  there  are  but  few  items 
of  interest  therein  for  chemists,  and  they  are  all  connected 
with  Poor  Law  administration.  The  number  of  paupers 
in  England  and  Wales  diminished  from  850,460  in  Janu- 
ary 1909  (24.1  per  thousand)  to  820,493  (22.9  per  thousand) 
in  the  last  month  of  the  same  year,  the  total  expenditure 
on  the  relief  of  the  poor  for  the  year  ended  Lady-Day 
1909  being  14,717,098/.  This  sum  represents  a  charge  of 
8s.  4c/.  per  head  of  estimated  population,  or  an  average 
rate  of  Is.  lfc/.  per  pound  of  assessable  value. 

Of  the  above  total,  salaries  accounted  for  2,632.120/., 
while  896,711/.  was  spent  in  medical  relief,  which  includes 
fees  of  medical  officers,  dispensers,  nurses,  etc.,  as  well 
as  drugs  and  medical  requisites.  The  Poor  Law  officers 
number  in  all  23,735,  and  include  1,032  medical  officers  and 
73  dispensers  in  institutions,  and  3,749  district  medical 
officers  and  76  dispensers.  Figures  are  available  as  re- 
gards the  cost  of  out-door  medical  relief  in  the  metropolis. 
The  total  orders  for  attendance  in  1909  were  115,623,  an 
average  of  75.6  per  medical  officer,  with  an  average  re- 
muneration (including  fees)  of  3.s.  4^c/.  per  order. 

Municipal  Supply  of  Antitoxin. 

The  Thetford  Guardians  have  decided  to  arrange  with 
chemists  at  Thetford,  Brandon,  and  East  Harling  to  stock 
a  supply  of  diphtheria-antitoxin  for  the  use  of  the  medical 
officers. 

The  Chelsea  Public  Health  Committee  have  adopted  the 
report  of  the  medical  officer  (Dr.  L.  C.  Parkes)  re  the 
supply  of  diphtheria-antitoxin,  and  are  forwarding  a  copy 
of  it  to  the  Local  Government  Board.  Dr.  Parkes  reports 
that  the  gratuitous  supply  of  diphtheria-antitoxin  in 
Chelsea  does  not  appear  to  be  necessary.  He  finds  that 
the  antitoxin  of  the  Lister  Institute  of  Preventive  Medi- 
cine is  stocked  and  supplied  by  their  wholesale  agents, 
Messrs.  Allen  &  Hanburys,  Ltd.,  37  Lombard  Street, 
E.C.,  and  he  says  he  does  not  see  any  advantage  in  a 
municipal  supply.  Even  in  the  exceptional  urgent  cases 
among  the  poor,  where  the  patient  is  too  ill  to  be  moved, 
the  medical  attendent  can  himself  obtain  the  antitoxin 
from  a  local  chemist  or  the  wholesale  druggists. 

Coroner  on  "Cure-all"  Powders. 

The  Hackney  Coroner  (Dr.  W.  Wynn  Westcott),  while 
conducting  an  inquiry  into  the  death  of  the  four-year-old 
daughter  of  a  bookbinder,  asked  the  mother  why  she  sent 
round  to  the  chemist  "for  a  powder  for  a  child  of  five," 
and  what  did  she  say  was  the  matter  with  the  infant  ? 
Witness  :  I  did  not  say  anything  at  all ;  I  only  said  I 
wanted  a  cleansing-powder.  The  Coroner  :  It  is  remark- 
able mothers  send  to  the  chemist  for  a  powder  to  cure  they 
do  not  know  what,  so  it  is  really  a  cure-all  powder.  How 
can  a  chemist  know  what  is  required  unless  he  is  told,  and, 
anyway,  he  is  not  allowed  to  prescribe,  so  that  mothers 
seem  to  have  blind  faith,  which  is  truly  wonderful,  in 
these  cure-all  powders.  They  trust  to  the  chemist  to  put 
something  in  that  will  cure  any  complaint,  imaginary  or 
otherwise.  It  is  very  unwise,  surely. — Further  evidence 
showed  that  death  was  due  to  pneumonia.

In  the  Courts. 

At  the.  Marylebone  Police  Court  on  September  26,  the 
charge  against  Mme.  Henrietta  Bertot  of  sending  a 
noxious  and  deleterious  substance  through  the  post  was 
heard. (C.  <fc  D.,  July  30,  p.  135),  but  the  case  was  again 
adjourned  until  September  30. 

At  the  South-West  London  Police  Court  on  Septem- 
ber 22,  a  charge  against  Alexander  Kemp,  grocer,  Batter- 
sea,  of  selling  lard,  composed  wholly  of  coconut  oil,  to  the 
prejudice  of  the  purchaser,  was  dismissed.  The  package 
was  labelled  "  Prepared  lard,  a  pure  vegetable  product." 
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At  the  Guildhall,  London,  E.C.,  on  September  22,  Henry 
Groose,  of  Whitechapel,  was  charged  with  assaulting  Millie 
Morgenstein,  who  was  stated  to  be  a  druggist  in  business 
at  59  Middlesex  Street,  London,  E.C.  Complainant  had 
recently  dismissed  defendant  from  her  employ.  The 
Magistrate,  in  discharging  the  accused,  said  he  was  not  at 
all  satisfied  with  the  case. 

At  the  Cheltenham  County  Court  last  week,  W.  D. 
Lloyd,  a  chemist's  assistant,  was  the  defendant  in  an  action 
by  a  tailor  for  the  recovery  of  51.  10s.,  being  the  price  of 
two  suits  of  clothes  supplied.  During  the  hearing  of  the 
case  it  transpired  that  the  defendant  is  a  minor,  and  the 
Judge  held  that  the  suits  supplied  were  an  extravagance, 
as  his  father  provided  him  with  sufficient  clothing.  There- 
fore the  plaintiff's  action  failed. 

At  Sheffield  Police  Court  on  September  24,  Charles  Eowe, 
warehouseman,  employed  by  Messrs.  J.  T  Dobb  &  Sons, 
manufacturing  chemists,  Sheffield,  admitted  the  theft  of 
3s.  worth  of  beeswax,  as  well  as  previous  thefts.  Accused, 
who  had  been  in  the  firm's  employ  for  eleven  years,  was 
fined  21. ,  with  the  alternative  of  one  month's  imprison- 
ment. It  was  stated  that  the  losses  sustained  by  Messrs. 
Dobb  &  Sons  in  consequence  of  pilfering  would  probably 
approach  2001. 

At  the  Tower  Bridge  Police  Court  on  September  26, 
the  four  prisoners  charged  with  the  theft  of  saccharin 
from  the  premises  of  the  Saccharin  Corporation,  Ltd., 
(C.  <£•  D.,  September  24,  p.  465),  were  again  remanded. 
An  officer  of  Customs  and  Excise  gave  formal  evidence 
as  to  the  amount  of  saccharin  missing,  and  during  cross- 
examination  stated  that  there  was  no  other  licensed  manu- 
facturer of  saccharin  in  the  country.  If  other  people  made 
it  they  were  doing  so  illegally  and  clandestinely. 

At  the  Thames  Police  Court  on  September  22,  Inspector 
Spadaccini  applied  on  behalf  of  the  Port  of  London 
Authority  for  an  order  for  the  destruction  of  thirty-six 
tons  of  coffee  which  was  unfit  for  human  consumption. 
Mr.  Wootton,  on  behalf  of  the  owners,  Messrs.  Hamlyn 
&  Co.,  said  that  the  coffee  was  never  intended  for  human 
consumption,  and  could  not  therefore  be  condemned. 
There  was  a  trade  for  caffeine  on  the  Continent,  and  it  was 
intended  to  send  the  coffee  there  in  order  to  be  treated. 
The  Magistrate  :  Caffeine  is  a  drug,  is  it  not,  and  used  as 
a  stimulant  ?  Mr.  Wootton  :  That  may  be,  but  it  is  also 
used  as  a  disinfectant.  The  Magistrate  said  he  was  satis- 
fied that  the  coffee  was  not  fit  for  human  consumption,  and 
he  therefore  made  an  order  for  its  destruction. 

The  Stipendiary  Magistrate  at  Middlesbrough  began  the 
hearing  on  Tuesday,  September  27,  of  an  action  by  Mr. 
Ernest  Harper,  mineral-water  manufacturer,  of  Stockton- 
on-Tees,  substantially  to  recover  23,641  aerated-water  bottles 
and  sixty-eight  syphons  from  Stephen  Henderson  Cairns, 
Secretary  to  the  Northumberland  and  Durham  Mineral- 
water  Bottle  Exchange  and  Trade-protection  Society, 
and  Charles  Garnett,  mineral-water  manufacturer.  It 
appeared  from  a  statement  made  by  Mr.  G.  F.  Mortimer 
on  behalf  of  the  prosecutor  that  Mr.  Harper  joined  the 
Bottle  Exchange  in  1907  and,  owing  to  disagreements, 
proposed  to  withdraw  the  year  following,  and  actually  did 
withdraw  on  January  1,  1909.  He  warned  the  trade  by 
circular  that  henceforth  all  syphons  and  aerated-water 
bottles  should,  when  empty,  be  returned  to  him,  as  he 
retained  the  ownership,  and  that  they  should  not  be  sent 
to  the  Bottle  Exchange.  He  found,  however,  in  June 
1909,  that  bottles  were  still  being  taken  by  the  Exchange, 
and  it  was  alleged  that  Garnett  continued  to  take  the 
bottles  in  secret.  A  search  was  made  at  the  premises  of  the 
Bottle  Exchange  and  69^  dozen  of  Harper's  bottles  were 
found.  On  June  13,  1910,  37  dozen  more  were  discovered, 
and  on  July  14  23,641  bottles  and  68  syphons,  besides  many 
more.  The  defendants  claimed  that  the  prosecutor  should 
pay  the  Society's  fees  for  the  return  of  the  bottles,  and 
the  present  action  was  that  the  defendants  unlawfully  and 
maliciously  conspired  to  obtain  from  the  informant  23,641 

bottles  and  68  syphons.    There  was  also  an  alternative 

charge  of  stealing  those  goods  preferred  against  both 
defendants.  The  hearing  was  resumed  on  Wednesday, 
and  both  defendants  were  committed  for  trial  at  the  next 
York  Assizes. 


At  Clerkenwell  Police  Court  on  September  22,  Oliver 
Churley  (36),  marine-store  dealer;  Charles  Smith  (27), 
carman;  and  Arthur  Crook  (31),  labourer,  were  remanded 
on  a  charge  of  stealing  and  receiving  433  syphon-tops, 
value  211.  13s.,  the  property  of  Messrs.  Idris  &  Co., 
Camden  Town,  London,  N. 

At  Ludlow  on  September  20,  the  three  tramps  who  were 
remanded  upon  a  charge  of  breaking  into  the  pharmacy  of 
Mr.  J.  Blower,  chemist,  Craven  Arms  (6'.  <b  D.,  Septem- 
ber 17,  p.  431),  again  appeared.  The  accused  pleaded 
guilty,  and  Booth  was  sent  to  gaol  for  two  months,  and  the 
other  two  for  six  months,  with  hard  labour. 

At  Margate  on  September  19,  Geo.  Bing,  employed  by 
Mr.  A.  C.  J.  Horrell,  Ph.C,  4  Albion  Street,  Broadstairs, 
was  summoned  for  riding  a  cycle  at  night  without  a  light. 
Accused  said  that  he  only  rode  about  50  yards  to  deliver 
some  medicine  which  was  urgently  required.  The  case 
was  dismissed  on  payment  of  4s.  6a!.  costs. 

At  Cardiff  on  September  27,  a  well-dressed  youth  of 
seventeen,  named  Robert  Victor  Jones,  was  charged  with 
stealing  two  dental  forceps,  value  lis.,  the  property  of 
Mr.  Owen  J.  Jenkins,  chemist,  372  Cowbridge  Road,  Cardiff. 
The  Bench  discharged  the  prisoner  in  the  belief  that  he 
took  the  forceps  in  a  fit  of  abstraction  following  upon  the 
suffering  incidental  to  the  extraction  of  a  tooth.

It  is  proposed  to  confer  the  freedom  of  the  City  of 
Dublin  upon  Sir  Charles  Cameron,  who  has  been  chief  of 
its  Public  Health  Department  for  the  past  thirty  years. 

At  Ballymoney  Petty  Sessions  last  week,  Jas.  Campbell 
■was  charged  with  obtaining  goods  by  false  pretences  from 
Messrs.  Baxter  Ltd.,  chemists  and  druggists,  Church 
Street.  Accused  stated  he  was  authorised  to  obtain  the 
.goods  for  a  shop  in  Balnamore.  He  was  committed  to  the 
Quarter  Sessions. 

Mr.  George  Black,  druggist,  109  Cromac  Street,  Belfast, 
has  executed  an  assignment  in  trust  for  the  benefit  of 
•creditors  with  the  covenant  by  debtor  with  the  trustee  to 
pay  a  sum  of  10s.  weekly  until  sufficient  has  been  paid  to 
discharge  his  liabilities,  the  first  payment  to  be  made  on 
October  10.  In  default  in  payments  the  trustee  may  take 
possession  and  realise. 

At  the  Belfast  Recorder's  Court  on  September  27,  Samuel 
■Gibson,  71  and  73  King  Street,  Belfast,  chemist  and 
druggist,  sued  Martin  McDonagh  and  Thomas  McDonagh, 
trading  as  McDonagh  Bros.,  9-11  Clyde  Street,  Belfast,  to 
Tecover  the  sum  of  29?.  16«.  9(7.  for  goods  supplied.  The 
case  turned  upon  a  question  of  partnership,  and,  in  giving 
judgment,  his  Honour  said  that,  in  his  opinion,  Thomas 
was  the  real  partner  and  was  liable  for  the  debts  incurred 
during  the  partnership,  and  he  accordingly  granted  a  decree 
for  the  amount  claimed. 

Chemists'  Assistants'  Association. 

Mr.  J.  Moran,  20  Ranelagh  Avenue,  Ranelagh,  Dublin, 
has  been  appointed  collector  of  subscriptions  in  room  of 
Mr.  E.  J.  Higgins,  who  has  resigned.  The  Committee  of 
Management  met  on  September  27,  and  are  to  meet  again 
next  week,  when  it  is  expected  that  the  programme  for  the 
winter  session  will  be  issued. 

The  Shops  (No.  2)  Bill. 

At  the  last  meeting  of  the  Belfast  Grocers'  Association, 
during  a  discussion  of  the  Government  Shops  Bill,  Mr. 
William  Haslett  (President  of  the  Chemists  and  Druggists' 
Society  of  Ireland)  asked  how  the  shops  selling  drugs  as 
well  as  groceries  would  be  affected.  Mr.  Gayton  said 
druggists  could  keep  open  to  any  hour  for  the  sale  of 
medicines.  Mr.  S.  Gibson,  J. P.  (ex-President  of  the 
Chemists  and  Druggists'  Society),  said  druggists  do  not 
come  under  the  half-holiday  proposal  at  all,  as  they  are 
exempted  by  a  special  section.  A  committee  which  was 
appointed  to  consider  the  Bill  and  make  recommendations 
included  Messrs.  Gibson,  Haslett,  and  Dobbin  (Messrs. 
Wm.  Dobbin  &  Co.). 

Drug-supplies  to  Unions. 

In  the  annual  report  of  the  Local  Government  Board 
for  Ireland,  the  L.G.B.  pharmacist  (Mr.  J.  E.  Brunker) 
states  that  the  quality  of  the  medicines  and  appliances 
■supplied  by  contract  to  Boards  of  Guardians  has  been  still 
more  satisfactory  than  has  obtained  in  recent  years. 
The  samples  submitted  for  analysis  numbered  8,900,  and 
of  these  112  were  adversely  reported  on — a  lower  average 
than  in  the  two  preceding  years.  The  pharmacist  adds 
that  out  of  these  112  samples,  ten  were  from  a  single  defec- 
tive batch  of  decoction  of  aloes  from  ten  different  Unions. 
Five  samples  of  a  defective  liniment  were  in  like  manner 
detected  in  different  contracting  districts.  Notwithstand- 
ing the  increase  in  the  duty  on  spirit,  the  analysts  only 
rejected  thirty-four  samples  on  account  of  a  deficiency  in 
spirit.  The  number  of  firms  competing  for  these  contracts 
has  been  greatly  reduced,  but  there  is  rather  an  increase 
in  the  keenness  of  the  competition.  The  average  discount 
from  the  prescribed  list  was  34.35  per  cent,  for  medicines 
and  37.7  per  cent,  for  appliances,  as  compared  with  33  per 
cent,  and  37.5  per  cent,  respectively  in  the  preceding  year. 
Slackness  in  the  medical  officers  is  referred  to,  which  has 
the  effect  of  neutralising  the  advantages  of  analysis  owing 
to  the  samples  being  sent  long  after  the  drugs  have  been 
received.  The  samples  are,  moreover,  in  some  cases  in- 
accurately labelled  and  too  small  in  quantity  for  a  complete 


examination.  The  cost  of  drugs  and  appliances  supplied 
to  workhouses  and  dispensaries  for  the  year  ending 
September  30,  1909,  was  28,505/!.  2s.  ;  it  was  27,839/.  in 
the  previous  year,  and  extra  spirit-duty  in  the  last  half-year 
accounts  for  546/.  13s.  8c/.  Mr.  Brunker  gives  a  list  of  the. 
tinctures,  liquors,  and  liquid  extracts  examined,  with  par- 
ticulars of  the  alcoholic  strengths  and  extractive  found. 
In  another  part  of  the  report  it  is  shown  that  medical  relief 
for  the  year  ending  March  31,  1910,  ccst  193,826/.,  the 
salaries  of  the  compounders  accounting  for  3,715/.,  and 
medical  officers  118,483/. 


French  News, 

(From  the  "  C.  &  D."  Correspondent.) 

Quinine  in  French  Colonies. — The  "Journal  Officiel 
de  la  Republique  Franchise "  states  that  the  French 
Government  has  authorised  the  Governors  of  the  French 
Tropical  Colonies  to  make  arrangements  for  the  sale  of 
quinine  salts  by  the  local  governments.  It  is  expected 
that  the  quinine  will  be  sold  at  practically  cost-price. 

Assurance  against  Errors. — The  French  Pharmacists' 
Society  for  Mutual  Assurance  against  Dispensing  Errors 
now  numbers  1,106  adherents.  Its  yearly  income  has 
increased  from  18,000f.  to  25,000f.,  and  the  reserve  fund 
from  75,000f.  to  nearly  100,000f.  During  the  past  finan- 
cial year  l,332f.  was  paid  out,  in  addition  to  some  7,400f. 
for  working  expenses.  The  receipts  were  23,000f.  from 
premiums  and  2,000f.  from  interest  on  investments. 

Feeding-bottle  Legislation. — With  regard  to  the 
Customs  circular  mentioned  in  the  C.  <£•  D.  last  week 
concerning  the  prohibition  of  the  sale  in  France  of  tube 
feeding-bottles,  Dr.  Roux,  the  Government  analyst,  has 
issued  a  notice  to  the  French  Prefects  pointing  out  that 
it  would  be  impossible  to  admit  that  the  law  prohibiting 
their  sale  applies  simply  to  the  bottles  when  fitted 
together  and  not  the  articles  composing  them  when  sold 
separately. 

After  the  Congress. — Happening  to  pass  M.  Vaudin's 
pharmacy  this  week,  I  stepped  in  and  had  a  chat  with 
him  about  the  Brussels  Congress.  So  far  as  the  actual 
business  of  the  Congress  went,  he  had  little  to  add  to  the 
very  complete  report  in  the  C.  ,1-  D.  After  the  close  of 
the  Congress  Dr.  A.  Schamelhout  organised  a  little  "  per- 
sonally conducted  "  trip  into  Holland.  Some  twenty  of  the 
French  pharmacists  took  advantage  of  this  unique  oppor- 
tunity of  seeing  something  of  Queen  Wilhelmina's 
kingdom. 

Undesirable  Members. — The  Bouches-du-Rhone  (Mar- 
seilles, etc.)  Pharmacists'  Association  wishes  to  add  a  clause 
to  the  Anti-Adulteration  Act  of  1905,  providing  that  in  case 
of  grave  fraud,  of  second  offence,  etc.,  the  Court  shall  have 
the  right  to  order  the  pharmacy  or  herboristerie  to  be  tem- 
porarily or  permanently  closed.  The  Council  of  the  General 
Association  of  French  Pharmacists,  before  whom  the  pro- 
position was  brought,  suggest  that  the  law  should  provide 
not  only  for  the  closing  of  the  premises,  but  also  for  the 
temporary  suspension  or  total  revocation  of  the  right  of  the 
owner  to  keep  open  shop. 

"  L'Erreur  du  Pharmacien  "  is  the  title  of  a  dramatic 
episode  which  is  being  pictured  just  now  in  Paris  by 
cinematograph.  The  poster  is  somewhat  startling.  The 
drama  begins  with  the  handing  out  of  a  bottle  labelled 
"  Poison  "  in  mistake  for  a  similar  one  labelled  "  Potion." 
The  young  daughter  is  about  to  administer  a  dose  to  her 
sick  mother  when  the  bottle  slips  from  the  child's  grasp 
and  is  broken.  At  this  moment  the  husband  enters,  and 
recognises  the  providential  escape  from  poisoning  of  his 
wife.  The  pharmacist,  when  shown  the  label  of  the  broken 
bottle,  attempts  to  shoot  himself,  but  thinks  better  of  it 
when  told  that  the  bottle  was  smashed  before  a  dose  could 
be  administered. 

Death  of  Mme.  Pasteur. — The  death  occurred  at  Arbois 
on  September  23  of  Mme.  Pasteur,  widow  of  the  great 
scientist,  aged  eighty-four.  She  had  been  in  failing  health 
for  some  time,  and  was  passing  the  summer  at  Arbois, 
Jura,  where  is  situated  the  family  home.  She  was  a 
daughter  of  M.  Henri  Laurent,  Director  of  the  rstrasburg 
Academy,  and  was  married  to  Pasteur  in  1850.    The  body 
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of  Mme.  Pasteur  was  brought  to  Paris,  and  was  deposited 
at  the  Pasteur  Institute,  from  whence  the  body  was  taken 
to  the  church  of  St.  Jean  Baptiste  de  la  Salle,  rue  Dutot, 
near  the  Institute,  for  the  funeral  service.  The  funeral 
took  place  on  the  day  of  the  anniversary  of  the  death  of 
the  great  savant,  who  passed  away  on  September  28,  1895. 
After  the  ceremony  the  body  of  Mme.  Pasteur  was  laid 
in  the  crypt  of  the  Institute,  where  it  will  repose  side  by 
side  with  the  remains  of  her  husband. 

Assistants'  Hours. — After  a  period  of  calm,  the  Paris 
pharmacists'  assistants  recommenced  their  demonstration 
last  week  against  some  of  the  pharmacies  that  still  object 
to  a  uniform  nine  o'clock  closing-hour.  They  attacked 
a  pharmacy  near  the  Place  de  la  Republique  one  evening, 
but  were  dispersed  by  the  police.  Later,  between 
eleven  and  twelve  o'clock,  they  demonstrated  violently 
against  the  well-known  recalcitrant  cutting  pharmacy  in 
the  Place  du  Havre,  near  the  Gare  St.  Lazare,  and  broke 
some  plate-glass  windows  and  carboys.  The  owners  of 
the  pharmacy  had  to  speedily  close  their  shutters.  The 
assistants  propose  organising  a  co-operative  all-night 
pharmacy  for  prescriptions  and  accidents  at  the  same  prices 
that  prevail  during  day. 

Friendly  Societies. — A  National  Pharmaceutico-Mutual- 
ist  Committee  is  to  be  formed  to  study  the  possibility  of 
coming  to  some  arrangement  with  regard  to  the  pharmaceu- 
tical services  of  friendly  societies  by  which  the  interests 
of  members  and  retail  pharmacists  would  be  equally 
respected.  The  committee  will  consist  of  seven  pharma- 
cists and  seven  mutualists.  The  pharmacists  have  selected 
as  their  representatives  MM.  Vaudin,  Crinon,  and  Collard 
(the  President,  Secretary,  and  Assistant-Secretary  of  the 
General  Association),  Henri  Martin,  Mazade,  Mouliets,  and 
Villette.  These  seven  names  have  been  given  in  to 
M.  Mabilleau,  President  of  the  National  Federation  of 
Mutual  Societies,  who  will  in  his  turn  submit  to  the  phar- 
macists the  names  of  seven  mutualists.  M.  Loubet,  ex- 
President  of  the  French  Republic,  will  act  as  Chairman  of 
this  committee  of  fourteen. 


Australasian  News.

The  Commonwealth. 

Smuggled  Opium  is  to  be  destroyed  when  it  is  seized. 
The  Federal  analyst  reports  that  owing  to  the  morphine 
content  of  smoking-opium  and  the  inclusion  of  flavouring 
and  other  substances  its  use  for  medicinal  purposes  in 
hospitals  and  elsewhere  would  be  neither  economical  to 
the  hospital  nor  beneficial  to  the  patients. 

Fiji. 

A  Poisons  Ordinance  is  published  in  the  Fiji 
"Gazette"  of  August  5,  to  be  presented  at  the  next 
meeting  of  the  Legislative  Council.  It  repeals  Sections  5 
and  6  of  the  Medical  Practitioners'  and  Apothecaries' 
Registration  Ordinance  of  1881,  which  was  the  only  legis- 
lation concerning  the  sale  of  poisons.  It  provides  that  it 
shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  person  who  is  not  a  duly  regis- 
tered pharmaceutist  or  apothecary,  or  the  holder  of  a 
permit  granted  under  Section  4  of  the  Medical  Practi- 
tioners Ordinance  of  1881,  to  sell  or  deal  in  poisons,  subject 
to  a  penalty  not  exceeding  507.  The  permit  referred  to  is 
granted  by  the  chief  medical  officer  to  the  holder  of  any 
store-licence  residing  in  the  country,  giving  permission 
to  retail  such  articles  as  the  chief  medical  officer  may  think 
fit.  The  permission  is  for  not  more  than  six  months,  but 
may  be  renewed.  The  article  sold  under  the  permit  must 
be  in  the  form  in  which  it  is  ordinarily  prepared  for 
medical  uses.  Provision  is  made  for  the  registration  of 
sales  of  poison  in  the  ordinary  way,  and  sales  by  corre- 
spondence are  also  provided  for.  No  article  is  to  be  sold 
to  any  person  under  the  age  of  eighteen  or  unknown  to 
the  vendor  except  in  the  presence  of  a  witness.  Provision 
is  made  that  the  books  required  to  be  kept  under  the 
Ordinance  shall  at  any  time  be  open  to  inspection  by  a 
Government  medical  officer  or  on  the  order  of  a  stipendiary 
magistrate  by  a  constable  or  officer  of  the  police,  under  a 


penalty  of  17.  The  purchaser  of  a  poison  in  the  first  part 
of  the  schedule  who  gives  false  information  is  to  be  liable 
to  a  penalty.  The  usual  exemptions  are  provided — medi- 
cine made  up  according  to  the  prescription  of  a  medical! 
practitioner,  patent  medicines  (not  proprietary),  photo- 
graphic materials,  veterinary  medicines  dispensed  by- 
veterinary  surgeons  for  animals  under  their  treatment,, 
fly-poison  papers,  and  wholesale  transactions.  The  poisons 
schedule  is  as  follows  : 

First  Part. 

Arsenic,  prussic  acid,  strychnine,  savin  and  its  oil,  ergot  of 
rye  and  its  preparations,  chloral  hydrate,  laudanum. 

Second  Part. 

Cyanides  of  potassium  and  all  metallic  cyanides,  alE 
poisonous  vegetable  alkaloids  and  their  salts,  aconite  and 
its  preparations,  tartar  emetic,  corrosive  sublimate,  can- 
tharides,  oxalic  acid,  chloroform,  belladonna  and  its  pre- 
parations, opium  and  all  preparations  of  opium  or  of  poppies, 
other  than  laudanum,  and  arsenical  preparations  except 
green  and  other  coloured  paints. 
New  South  Wales. 

Drug-employes'  Wages  Board. — A  further  meeting  of 
the  Board  was  held  on  August  12,  when  Mr.  Cyril  Claude 
Murray  gave  evidence.  He  said  that  his  firm  (Parke,. 
Davis  &  Co.)  had  no  objection  to  the  employes  joining  a 
union,  but  desired  always  to  train  their  own  men  into  an 
organised  staff,  and  to  give  a  specific  preference  to  the 
members  of  a  union  when  taking  on  new  hands  would, 
he  believed,  interfere  with  the  plan  of  training  and  pro- 
motion adopted  by  the  firm. 

New  Zealand. 

Registration  of  Herbalists. — A  Bill  was  read  a  first 
time  in  the  House  of  Representatives  on  August  4,  intro- 
duced by  Mr.  T.  M.  Wilford,  member  for  The  Hutt,  to. 
provide  for  the  registration  of  herbalists.  It  is  on  the 
general  principle  of  existing  Pharmacy  Acts,  but,  instead 
of  a  Board,  the  Governor-in-Council  is  to  have  power  to 
appoint  a  person  or  persons  to  conduct  examinations  and^ 
to  make  regulations  prescribing  the  subject-matter  and 
method  of  carrying  out  such  examinations.  The  register 
is  to  be  kept  by  the  Registrar-General.  From  the 
"passing"  of  the  Act,  which  is  not  to  "come  into* 
operation"  until  the  first  day  of  December  1911,  no  person 
shall  be  entitled  to  use  the  name  or  carry  on  business 
under  the  title  of  "  herbalist,"  either  alone  or  in  combination) 
with  other  words,  unless  he  is  registered  under  the  Act- 
The  penalty  is  a  fine  not  exceeding  207.  Persons  entitled! 
to  be  registered  are  all  who  for  five  years  prior  to  the- 
commencement  of  the  Act  have  kept  open  shop  in  New 
Zealand  as  herbalists  or  dispensers  of  herbal  or  botanical 
medicines;  also  all  persons  who  have  for  five  years  prior 
to  application  for  registration  kept  such  open  shop  in  any 
part  of  the  British  Dominions  other  than  New  Zealand ; 
and  then  all  who  have  served  at  least  three  years'  appren- 
ticeship to  a  person  registered  or  entitled  to  be  registered! 
under  the  Act  and  has  passed  the  examination  provided. 

Queensland. 

Reciprocity. — The  following  paragraph  appeared  in  the- 
Australian  papers  in  mid-August  : 

"  The  protest  by  the  Pharmacy  Board  of  Queensland 
against  delay  in  reciprocity  by  the  United  Kingdom  in  the- 
matter  of  recognition  of  diplomas  has  been  referred  to  a  com- 
mittee of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great  Britain. 
Several  members  of  the  committee  are  in  sympathy  with  the- 
protest,  and  press  for  a  speedy  settlement." 
The  Brisbane  "Daily  Mail"  affixes  to  this  a  statement 
of  the  case  for  reciprocity  from  the  Queensland  point  of 
view,  in  the  course  of  which  it  is  stated  that  "since  the- 
passing  of  the  British  Pharmacy  Act  of  1908  no  attempt 
has  been  made  to  frame  the  regulations  permitted  by  the 
Act  of  Parliament.  No  reasonable  explanation  has  been 
made  by  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great  Britain  for 
the  delay  in  making  regulations." 

South  Australia. 

Olive-growing.— While  South  Australia  can  produce  all! 
kinds  of  fruit  and  grain,  the  cultivation  of  the  olive,, 
which  has  lately  been  pursued  with  vigour  and  success,, 
may  also  become  an  important  agricultural  industry.  This- 
is  a  matter  in  which  Sir  John  Cockburn,  formerly  Premier- 
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.and  Agent-General  of  that  State,  is  greatly  interested,  as 
ihe  has  made  it  a  subject  of  special  study.  It  is  expected 
.that  the  production  of  olive  oil  this  season  will  exceed 
:20,000  gals.  The  price  per  ton  for  an  average  sample  of 
■olives  ranges  from  87.  to  91.,  and  up  to  101.  for  best-quality 
fruit. 

Food  and  Drugs  Standards. — The  first  section  of  regu- 
lations under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1908,  has  now  been 
gazetted.  It  deals  principally  with  milk,  dairy  products, 
meat,  and  some  other  grocery  articles  of  food.  Regula- 
tion 16  thus  defines  infants'  food  : 

"  Infants'  food  shall  be  any  food  described  or  sold  as  an 
.article  of  food  specially  suitable  for  infants  of  or  under  twelve 
months  of  age.  It  shall  contain  no  woody  fibre,  nor  any 
■mineral  substance  which  is  insoluble  in  acid.  Unless  de- 
scribed or  sold  specifically  as  food  suitable  only  for  infants 
•of  or  above  the  age  of  six  months,  infants'  food  shall,  when 
prepared  as  directed  by  any  accompanying  statement  or 
label,  contain  no  starch,  and  shall  contain  the  essential  con- 
stituents of,  and  conform  approximately  in  proportional 
■composition  to,  human  milk." 

Tasmania. 

The  Food  and  Drugs  Bill  passed  the  Legislative  Council 
•oi  August  10,  and  was  transmitted  to  the  House  of  Assembly 
for  its  concurrence. 

The  Pharmacy  Act  Amendment  Bill  brought  in  by  the 
Attorney-General  contains  ten  clauses.  Clause  2  provides 
that  "registered  pharmaceutical  chemist"  shall  mean  a 
pharmaceutical  chemist  who  is  the  holder  of  a  certificate 
M  force  under  Section  23  of  the  principal  Act — that  is  to 
■say,  he  has  paid  up  his  annual  licence-fee.  This,  taken  in 
■connection  with  another  clause  amending  Section  30, 
would  give  to  those  who  have  an  existing  licence  the  sole 
right  to  vend  medicines  or  drugs.  Clause  4  provides  that 
if  any  pharmaceutical  chemist  is  placed  on  the  register  after 
the  month  of  February  and  it  is  necessary  that  his  name 
■should  be  gazetted,  the  chemist  shall  on  demand  pay  to  the 
Board  the  cost  of  such  publication.  The  effect  of  this  will 
be  that  if  a  pharmacist  does  not  pay  up  his  annual  licence 
and  his  name  is  omitted  from  the  annual  list,  he  will  have 
to  pay  the  expense  of  advertising  in  the  "  Gazette  "  the  fact 
that  he  is  entitled  to  carry  on  business  during  the  year. 
Clause  5  amends  Section  19  of  the  Act,  so  that  the  annual 
list  in  the  "  Gazette  "  shall  include  only  those  who  have  paid 
their  _  licence-fee.  Clause  6  amends  Section  21  of  the 
principal  Act,  and  allows  apprenticeship  to  a  registered 
pharmaceutical ,  chemist  in  actual  charge  of  a  friendly 
societies'  dispensary.    Clause  10  is  as  follows  : 

Every  pharmaceutical  chemist  commits  an  offence  who— 

"  t-  Keeps  or  maintains  any  place  of  business  for  the  vend- 
ing of  medicines  or  drugs,  or  the  compounding  or  dispensing 
•oi  prescriptions,  unless  he  or  another  registered  pharma- 
ceutical chemist  is  and  continues  in  charge  of  and  constantly 
and  personally  superintends  the  business; 

"2.  Permits  any  person  other  than  another  registered 
■pharmaceutical  chemist,  or  other  than  an  assistant,  whom  he 
•  or  such  other  registered  pharmaceutical  chemist  employs, 
-and  constantly  and  personally  superintends  and  controls,  to 
vend  medicines  or  drugs  or  compound  or  dispense  prescrip- 
tions." 

Victoria. 

Wages  Boards. — An  amending  Bill  has  been  introduced 
into  the  Legislative  Assembly  which  will  give  wages  boards 
the  power  to  determine  the  number  or  proportionate  number 
-of  apprentices  and  improvers  within  any  shop,  and  the  rates 
to  be  paid  for  them. 

A  Pill  Transaction.— On  August  24,  at  the  Melbourne 
'City  Court,  a  young  man  named  James  Cook  was  charged 
with  having  obtained  by  false  pretences  a  cheque  for 
131Z.  8.*.  from  the  Wholesale  Co-operative  Agency  Co. 
Proprietary,  Ltd.,  by  having  sold  21  gross  of  boxes  of  pills 
which  were  falsely  represented  to  be  Beecham's  pills  (see 
•C  <£•  D.,  September  24,  p.  467).— Mr.  Dethridge,  for  the 
prosecution,  said  that  it  would  be  shown  that  a  very  clever 
and  well-designed  fraud  had  been  perpetrated.  On  July  12 
■accused  called  on  Mr.  James  Younger,  buyer  for  the  Whole- 
■sale  Agency  Co.,  and  represented  himself  as  Mr.  J.  L. 
Francis,  son  of  the  junior  partner  in  Messrs.  Hearon, 
'Squire  &  Francis,  wholesale  druggists,  London.  He 
said  that  he  was  representing  the  firm  in  Australia,  and 
offered  to  sell  at  a  cheaper  rate  than  usual  a  quantity  of 


Beecham's  pills  which  a  Tasmanian  customer  had  not  been 
able  to  purchase.  The  usual  rate  was  Us.  6d.  a  dozen  boxes, 
and  accused  offered  them  for  lis.  a  dozen,  with  a  discount 
for  prompt  cash.  Mr.  Younger  gave  him  an  order,  and 
the  pills  were  delivered  on  July  14.  The  next  day  accused 
presented  an  invoice  for  138/.  6s.,  less  discount  61.  18s., 
and  received  a  cheque  for  131/.  8s.  It  was  discovered 
later  that  the  pills  supplied  were  not  Beecham's  at  all, 
although  they  were  made  up  in  boxes  and  wrappers 
almost  similar. — Mr.  Charles  A.  Price,  deputy  Govern- 
ment analyst,  gave  evidence  of  the  results  of  his  analysis 
of  boxes  of  Beecham's  pills  and  the  pills  supplied  by  the 
accused.  The  Beecham's  pills  contained  aloes  and  pow- 
dered ginger,  possibly  in  equal  parts.  There  were  traces 
of  soap  powder  and  powdered  liquorice.  The  other  pills 
were  of  a  different  colour  and  texture,  and  he  could  not 
give  their  constituents. — The  hearing  was  adjourned. 


Canadian  News. 

(From  the  "C.  &  D."  Correspondent.) 


British  Columbia. — A  Bill  is  to  be  introduced  in  the 
Legislature  to  prohibit  the  sale  of  habit-forming  drugs. 
The  Bill  will  be  on  the  lines  suggested  by  the  British 
Columbia  Pharmaceutical  Association. 

Cocaine  Sale. — According  to  the  Montreal  "Daily 
Star  "  the  police  have  secured  strong  evidence  in  a  charge 
which  is  to  be  brought  against  a  druggist  for  the  sale  of 
cocaine.  The  drug  is  stated  to  have  been  supplied  to  two 
boys,  who  resold  it  to  others.  The  boys  who  were  arrested 
gave  the  name  of  the  druggist  from  whom  the  cocaine 
was  obtained,  and  detectives  have  since  purchased  it  from 
the  same  source. 

North-West  Territory.— At  the  annual  meeting  of 
the  North-West  Territory  Pharmaceutical  Association  at 
Banff,  on  July  19,  the  question  of  new  legislation  involv- 
ing the  separation  of  the  two  provinces  was  considered. 
It  was  decided  to  instruct  the  Council  of  the  Association 
to  frame  separate  Pharmacy  Bills  for  Saskatchewan  and 
Alberta.  These  will  be  submitted  for  approval  to  the 
members  of  the  Association  before  being  placed  before 
the  Provincial  Legislatures. 


Japanese  Jottings, 

(From  the  "C.  &  D."  Correspondent.) 


Professor  Keisho  Shibata,  D.Sc,  the  pioneer  of 
modern  pharmaceutical  science  in  Japan,  died  on  August  2 
at  the  age  of  sixty. 

Camphor. — The  official  return  of  the  Japanese  Depart- 
ment of  Finance  gives  the  export  of  camphor  from 
January  to  July  as  1,593,901  yen. 

An  Act  to  regulate  the  sale  of  poisonous  and  dangerous 
drugs  and  chemicals  in  Japan  is  under  consideration  by 
the  Home  Department,  and  it  is  expected  to  be  issued 
next  year. 

Examinations. — The  first  pharmacist  qualifying  ex- 
amination, held  recently,  has  resulted  as  follows  :  Candi- 
dates, 1,688;  passed,  191;  failed,  1.299;  non-atten- 
dants, 198. 

Sale  of  Poisons. — At  the  Osaka  Local  Court  during 
August,  Sotojiro  Koshida,  druggist,  Osaka,  was  fined 
30  yen  and  suspended  from  business  for  a  year  for  selling 
poisons  in  an  irregular  manner. 

Pharmaceutical  Honours. — The  Emperor  of  Jaftan 
presided  at  the  graduation  ceremony  of  the  Tokyo  Imperial 
University,  when  his  Majesty  awarded  Mr.  Shiisaku 
Yamashina,  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Section,  with  a  gold 
witch  for  special  excellence. 

Japanese  Turpentine. — Messrs.  Takata,  Ishisaka,  and 
Professor  Hitta,  of  the  Karafuto  (Saghalien)  Turpentine 
Manufacturing  Bureau,  produced  between  July  11  and  20 
45  kwan  of  turpentine  from  material  collected  in  the 
territory  under  the  Bureau's  supervision.  The  oil  is  stated 
to  surpass  the  foreign  product. 
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Our  German  Letter. 

(From  a  Special  Correspondent.) 


Professor  Hermann  Thorns,  Ph.D.,  F.C.S.,  Director 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Institute  of  the  Berlin  University,  has 
had  conferred  upon  him  by  the  Emperor  William  the  Order  of 
the  Red  Eagle  (Class  IV.)- 

Nicotine-manufacture  in  German  East  Africa.— 
According  to  "  De  Indische  Mercuur  "  of  August  23,  a 
nicotine-factory  has  been  erected  in  German  East  Africa  on 
the  model  of  two  recently  installed  in  North  America.  It 
is  further  stated  that  nicotine  is  now  largely  used  as  a  sheep- 
dip  in  such  countries  as  South  Africa  and  Australia,  and 
that  East  African  tobacco  is  very  rich  in  nicotine,  so  that 
after  its  removal  the  tobacco  will  be  rendered  light  and  more 
suited  to  European  taste. 

German  Apothekers'  loan  Association.— The  report 
for  1909-1910  of  the  Association  of  German  Apothekers  shows 
a  net  profit  of  m.  10,759  for  the  business  year.  A  dividend 
of  4  per  cent,  has  been  declared.  The  demands  on  the  Asso- 
ciation have  so  much  increased,  and  such  large  loans  have 
been  required,  that  it  has  been  found  necessary  to  limit  the 
loans  to  any  one  member  to  m.  10,000  (500?.),  unless  in  excep- 
tional cases.  The  membership  is  now  496,  and  the  total 
guaranteed  capital  is  m. 522, 000. 

The  Reichstag:  Commission  has  postponed  the  second 
reading  of  the  sick-club  clauses  of  the  Imperial  Insurance  Bill. 
The  wording  of  the  clause  re  accidents  as  accepted  by  the  Com- 
mission does  not  throw  any  light,  on  the  question  of  what  phar- 
macies are  obliged  to  insure  and  what  accidents  have  to  be 
insured  against.  The  clause  states  that  "  all  business  for  the 
conveyance  of  persons  and  wares  or  for  the  handling  of  wares, 
where  such  businesses  are  on  a  commercial  basis  beyond  the 
limits  of  small  trading,"  shall  be  subject  to  the  obligatory 
insurance  regulations.  The  difficulty  lies  in  deciding  what 
pharmacies  exceed  "  the  limits  of  small  trading." 

Antidote  to  Nicotine-poisoning-.  —  A  recent  number  of 
"  De  Indische  Mercuur  "  states  that  some  months  ago  the 
Export  Union  of  German  Druggists  and  Manufacturing 
Pharmacists  offered  a  prize  for  a  tablet-medicine  which  could 
be  used  to  neutralise  the  supposed  harmful  effects  of  smoking. 
It  was  stipulated  that  the  remedy  should  be  tasteless.  The 
prize,  m.2,500,  has  now  been  awarded  to  Dr.  A.  Herbrand,  of 
Glienecke,  Belgium.  The  active  ingredient  is  described  as 
being  related  to  "  magnesium  tannicum  peroxydatum,"  and 
is  said  to  act  by  converting  the  baneful  alkaloid  into  "  oxani- 
cotine."  Experiments  made  with  this  remedy  on  heavy 
smokers  have  shown  that  its  beneficial  effects  are  as  marked 
as  those  Dr.  Herbrand  obtained  in  experiments  on  animals 
intoxicated  with  nicotine. 

The  Spirit  Central  ani  Denatured  Spirit.  — A  decree 
of  the  German  Imperial  Chancellor  introduced  last  March 
regulating  sales  of  fully  denatured  spirit  (i.e.,  spirit  for  burn- 
ing purposes)  comes  into  force  on  October  1,  from  which  date 
fully  denatured  spirit  can  only  be  retailed  in  containers  of 
50,  20,  10,  5,  and  1  litre  capacity.  The  flasks  and  containers 
must  bear  an  indication  of  the  alcoholic  content  of  the  spirit. 
The  Spirit  Central  is  endeavouring  to  turn  to  account  the 
regulations  for  the  furtherance  of  its  policy  of  extension.  This, 
says  the  "Frankfurter  Zeitung,"  is  clearly  indicated  by  the 
contract-forms  now  issued  by  the  Central  to  wholesale  and  re- 
tail traders.  Wholesale  dealers  will  be  granted  a  rebate  of 
1  pfg.  per  litre  on  contracts  for  litre  flasks  and  containers,  but 
must  agree  to  buy  every  kind  of  spirit,  "  including  corn 
brandy,  spirit  of  all  kinds,  alcohol,  unrefined  spirit,  and 
denatured  spirit,"  from  the  Central  alone  during  the  period 
of  contract.  Non-observance  of  this  condition  lays  the  whole- 
sale dealer  open  to  a  fine  of  m.5  per  hectolitre,  while  the 
same  penalty  is  imposed  if  he  sell  to  a  third  party  convicted 
of  breach  of  contract  with  the  Spirit  Central.  These  con- 
ditions are  introduced  with  a  view  to  preventing  competitors 
of  the  Central  from  buying  from  its  customers  through 
middlemen,  and  it  defends  its  policy  by  saying  that  no  one 
is  obliged  to  purchase  from  the  ring  if  they  do  not  like  its 
terms.  The  "  Frankfurter  Zeitung  "  derides  this  apology, 
and  points  out  that  the  ring  has  92  per  cent,  of  the  total 
production  of  spirit  in  Germany.  It  is  also  stated  that 
retailers  who  make  contracts  with  the  ring  have  to  buy  all 
denatured  spirit  entirely  from  the  Central,  and  they  must 
sell  the  spirit  in  the  original  containers,  labelled  and  sealed, 
and  observe  the  sales-price  fixed  at  any  time  by  the  Central. 
For  this  the  retailer  receives  a  commission  of  4  pfg. 
(about  a  halfpenny)  per  litre  on  the  selling-price.  Breach  of 
the  contract  conditions  lays  the  retailer  open  to  a  penalty  of 
m.l  per  litre.  The  contracts  are  made  out  for  one  year  up 
to -September  30,  1911,  and  during  the  entire  contract  period 
the  dealer  is  obliged  to  cover  all  his  requirements  in  spirit  of 
all  kinds  from  firms  indicated  by  the  Central.    The  "  Frank- 


furter Zeitung  "  remarks  :  "  The  prediction  made  at  the 
time  of  the  Reichstag  debates  on  the  spirit-duties,  that  an. 
alteration  of  the  existing  spirit  laws  would  increase  the  power 
of  the  syndicate,  has  been  confirmed.  The  object  of  the 
ring  is  becoming  clearly  perceptible :  it  is  private- 
monopoly." 


Our  American  Letter. 

From  an  Ethical  Pharmacist. 

Modern  Justice.— A  unique  method  of  antagonising  the- 
cocaine  fiend  has  been  adopted  by  a  southern  judge.  When 
drug  habituis  are  brought  before  him  he  does  not  sentence 
them  to  gaol  for  their  petty  thefts  or  other  violations  of  the 
law,  but  tells  them  to  haunt  the  drug-stores  where  they 
secured  their  "  dope  "  and  to  stay  there  all  day  long.  Sen- 
tence is  suspended  so  long  as  they  observe  this  mandate.  The 
plan  has  worked  well,  and  it  is  reported  that  some  of  the 
druggists  are  finding  themselves  rapidly  acquiring  an  un- 
desirable reputation. 

The  Curriculum  Movement.— State  after  State  is 
taking  up  the  graduation  prerequisite  movement — the  enact- 
ment of  laws  enforcing  a  curriculum  on  future  proprietors 
of  pharmacies.  Several  of  the  State  pharmaceutical  associa- 
tions have  been  discussing  this  subject  during  the  present 
convention  season.  The  Minnesota  Association  and  the  New 
Jersey  Association  have  decided  to  have  bills  introduced  into 
the  State  legislature  during  the  coming  winter.  The  Georgia 
Association  has  contented  itself  with  simply  debating  the 
issue.  In  Michigan  a  vote  is  to  be  taken  to  obtain  the 
opinion  of  the  pharmacists  of  the  State.  In  many  other  in- 
stances the  subject  has  been  vigorously  discussed,  and  it 
seems  clear  that  the  prerequisite  movement  is  bound  to 
progress. 

The  Coupon  System.  -  When  the  United  Cigar  Stores 
Company  was  formed  in  the  United  States,  it  struck 
terror  into  the  hearts  of  the  retail  druggists,  for  cigars 
form  one  of  the  leading  side  lines  in  nearly  every  pharmacy. 
Now  there  are  over  800  cigar-stores  in  the  United  combina- 
tion. One  of  the  cut-rate  methods  used  by  the  combination 
is  to  issue  redeemable  coupons  to  customers,  and  druggists 
have  frequently  considered  whether  they  ought  not  to  meet 
the  competition  by  using  similar  coupons.  The  proposition 
has  been  discussed  for  several  months  in  Chicago,  but  the 
local  pharmaceutical  association  seems  to  be  against  taking 
the  step.  The  officers  argue  that  the  best  way  to  meet  com- 
petition is  by  giving  superior  service  instead  of  by  giving 
away  one's  profits  in  a  scramble  after  business. 

A  Standard  Syllabus. -Reference  has  been  made  already 
to  the  so-called  Syllabus  Movement  in  the  United  States— to 
the  publication  of  a  book  intended  to  guide  both  the  pharma- 
ceutical colleges  and  the  State  examining  boards,  and  to 
bring  the  two  into  harmony  with  one  another.  This  work 
emanated  from,  and  is  carried  on  by,  the  American  Pharma- 
ceutical Association  and  its  auxiliary  organisations.  Re- 
cently the  State  Examining  Board  and  the  colleges  of  the 
State  of  Indiana  have  officially  adopted  the  syllabus,  and  it 
is  only  a  question  of  time  when  the  same  step  will  be  taken 
in  other  States.  Ultimately  this  movement  is  bound  to  bring 
about  a  commendable  degree  of  unity  between  the  State 
boards  and  the  colleges  throughout  the  country.  Heretofore 
candidates  for  the  licence  have  been  confronted  by  a  somewhat 
chaotic  condition  of  things,  and  the  colleges  and  boards  have 
been  working  more  or  less  at  loggerheads. 

W.A.R.SJ.-The  twelfth  annual  meeting  of  the  National 
Association  of  Retail  Druggists  was  held  at  Pittsburgh, 
Pennsylvania,  during  the  week  ended  September  17,  when 
there  was  a  marked  absence  of  internal  strife.  The  receipts 
for  the  year  amounted  to  $88,823,  of  which  the  "  N.A.R.D. 
Notes  "  brought  in  $56,913.  The  Association  again  recorded 
itself  as  in  favour  of  patent-law  reform  and  better  conditions 
for  Government  pharmacists  and  pharmacist-postmasters ; 
also  in  favour  of  price-protection  and  the  co-operation  of 
retail  druggists  in  commercial  and  manufacturing  business 
apart  from  affiliation  with  any  co-operative  body ;  but  it  is 
against  parcel-post  schemes.  It  deprecates  the  sale  of  habit- 
forming  drugs  and  the  dispensing  of  medicines  by  physicians 
seeking  to  correct  the  latter  evil  by  co-operation  with  medical 
men  rather  than  by  legislation.  The  value  of  a  Government 
Public  Health  Department  was  recognised,  such  a  bureau  to 
include  a  division  of  pharmacy.  A  proposition  to  require 
officers  of  the  Association  to  be  free  from  prominent  connec- 
tion with  commercial  bodies  supplying  retailers  in  the  drug- 
trade  met  with  strenuous  and  successful  opposition,  a  decision 
which  is  expected  to  bring  about  the  withdrawal  of  several 
affiliated  organisations.  Only  one  of  the  retiring  members 
of  the  Executive  Committee  (Mr.  Mann)  was  re-elected,  and 
only  one-third  of  the  new  Executive  held  office  last  year. 
Mr.  H.  B.  Guilford,  Rochester,  N.Y.,  is  the  new  President. 
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Legal  Reports. 

Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts. 

Is  Copper  Injurious  to  Health  ? 

At  the  Colwyn  Bay  Police  Court  on  September  24, 
Wm.  Arundale,  fruiterer,  was  charged  with  selling  bottled 
peas  adulterated  with  sulphate  of  copper.  The  county 
analyst  (Mr.  W.  F.  Lowe,  F.I.C.)  certified  that  the  peas 
contained  0.007  per  cent,  of  copper,  equivalent  to  1.9  grain 
of  crystallised  copper  sulphate  per  lb.,  a  quantity  sufficient 
to  make  the  peas  injurious  to  the  health  of  children  and 
weak  persons.  Mr.  Beck,  who  appeared  for  the  defence, 
said  that  the  inspector  asked  for  a  bottle  of  preserved  peas. 
Also  that  the  amount  of  preservative  was  so  small  as  almost 
to  be  beyond  the  analytical  detection,  and,  further,  that  the 
directions  on  the  bottle  stated  that  the  liquid  was  to  be 
drained  off,  the  peas  allowed  to  stand  in  warm  water,  and 
then  washed  before  being  cooked.  Therefore,  Mr.  Beck 
contended,  the  analyst  should  have  carried  out  these  direc- 
tions before  he  made  his  test.  Mr.  Lowe,  in  reply  to  the 
Bench,  said  he  had  not  analysed  any  peas  after  the  direc- 
tions on  the  bottle  had  been  complied  with.  The  Bench 
dismissed  the  case,  and  allowed  defendant  a  guinea 
towards  his  costs. 

Medicine  Stamp  Acts. 

"Princess  Head  and  Nerve  Powders." 
At  Merthyr  Police  Court,  before  Sir  T.  Marchant 
Williams  (Stipendiary  Magistrate)  on  September  27,  Wm. 
John  Bartlett,  15  Treharne  Road,  Cardiff,  was  summoned 
for  eelling  medicine  liable  to  stamp-duty  without  an  Excise 
licence. — Mr.  C.  Simpson,  of  the  Solicitors'  Department, 
Somerset  House,  prosecuted  on  behalf  of  the  Revenue 
authorities.  He  said  that  the  defendant  sold  dandelion 
under  the  name  of  "Princess  Head  and  Nerve  Powders," 
said  to  be  prepared  only  by  Professor  Bartlett.  He  ex- 
plained that  the  powders  could  only  be  sold  by  persons 
holding  an  Excise  licence.  The  medicine  now  before  the 
Court  was  sold  under  a  fancy  name,  and  was  good  for  head 
and  nerves. 

The  Stipendiary  :  That's  everything.  (Laughter.) 

Mr.  Simpson  said  that  defendant  had  been  in  corre- 
spondence with  the  Revenue  authorities  for  some  time, 
and  had  been  told  over  and  over  again  that  the  powders 
were  liable  to  6tamp-duty.  Forty  or  fifty- persons  were 
liable  to  be  prosecuted  for  selling  the  powders.  But 
Professor  Bartlett  had  told  tradespeople  that  no  licence 
was  necessary,  and  so  the  Revenue  authorities  were  dis- 
posed to  treat  them  leniently,  and  they  preferred  to  deal 
with  Professor  Bartlett  himself  . 

Mrs.  Rachel  Francis,  wife  of  Thomas  Francis,  grocer, 
Treharne  Road,  Edwardsville,  Treharris,  said  she  had  pur- 
chased "  Princess  "  powders  from  Professor  Bartlett,  and 
she  had  sold  them,  one  to  an  Excise  officer. 

Mr.  Simpson  :  You  take  one  of  the  powders,  your 
Worship. 

The  Stipendiary  :  You  don't  expect  me  to  do  that,  do 
you?  (Laughter.) 

Mr.  Simpeon  :  No,  sir.  I  mean,  take  one  in  your  hand, 
and  examine  the  label. 

The  Stipendiary  :  Oh,  that's  different.  (Renewed  laugh- 
ter.) 

Mr.  Simpson  then  pointed  out  that  the  label  contained  a 
letter  from  a  customer,  testifying  to  the  good  the  powders 
had  done  her  after  months  of  suffering. 

Albert  W.  J.  Artis,  Excise  officer,  deposed  to  purchasing 
a  powder  at  Mr.  Francis's  shop. 

The  defendant  said  he  did  not  claim  the  proprietary 
rights  to  the  "  Princess  "  powders,  neither  did  he  claim 
that  they  were  a  cure  for  any  "  complaint,  malady,  or 
disease,"  and  the  powders  were  not  a  compound  which  con- 
stituted a  patent  medicine.  He  had  written  to  Somerset 
House  for  their  opinion,  and  only  on  the  previous  Thurs- 
day did  he  learn  that  that  testimonial  was  the  only  offand- 
ing  part  of  the  label.  He  promised  to  withdraw  the  testi- 
monial, call  in  all  powders,  and  issue  fresh  labels  without 
the  testimonial. 

The  Stipendiary  :  That  is  no  defence.  Pay  the  full 
penalty,  201.  and  costs.

It 
is  fitted  internally  with  a  loose  zinc  tray  to  catch  sand 
and  a  wire  back  in  two  pieces,  which  allows  a  portion  or 
the  whole  of  the  contents  to  be  easily  removed. 

Shop-warming. — The  importance  of  maintaining  the 
temperature  of  the  pharmacy  at  a  comfortable  degree  is 
no  longer  questioned  by  business-men.  Formerly  the  diffi- 
culty of  meeting  the  situation  was  a  proper  excuse  for  not 
heating  a  shop,  but  much  loss  was  undoubtedly  caused  by 
the  fact  that  assistants  cannot  work  so  well  when  the 
hands  are  cold.  Customers  have  also  to  be  considered,  and 
frequently  the  difference  between  a  comfortably  heated 
shop  and  a  cold  one  means  that  the  customer  feels  an 
inducement  to  linger  and  not  to  cut  short  a  shopping  visit. 
A  C.  &  D.  representative  has  this  week  inspected  the 
Richmond  "Monarch"  gas-steam  radiators  made  by  the 
Richmond  Gas  Stove  and  Meter  Co.,  Ltd.,  132  Queen 
Victoria  Street,  London,  E.C,  and  has  had  pointed  out  the 
advantages  of  these  radiators.  The  principle  is  that 
steam  is  produced  from  a  small  quantity  of  water  by 
means  of  gas,  the  steam  fills  the  inside  iron  "loops," 
which,  becoming  heated,  diffuse  their  warmth  by  radia- 
tion. The  supply  of  gas  to  the  radiator  is  automatically 
regulated  according  to  the  pressure,  and  consequently  the 
temperature  of  the  steam,  so  that,  once  lighted,  there  is  no 
occasion  to  alter  the  gas-tap.  The  air  in  the  loops  of  the 
radiator  is  removed  by  means  of  a  valve,  and  a  release  tap 
is  also  fitted  if  it  should  be  found  that  there  is  an  air 
"lock  "  in  any  part  of  the  radiator.  A  gas  connection  is 
alone  needed  for  these  radiators.  The  company  issue  an 
illustrated  list,  for  which  chemists  .who  contemplate 
revising  their  heating  arrangements  should  apply. 

National  Cash-registers. — In  our  issue  of  July  9  we 
referred  to  the  reorganisation  of  the  business  of  the 
National  Cash-register  Co.,  Ltd.,  225  Tottenham  Court 
Road,  London,  W.  Mr.  H.  C.  Banwell  was  at  that  time 
appointed  manager  for  the  United  Kingdom,  and  the 
former  sale-agents  of  the  company  were  re-engaged,  the 
prices  of  the  register  being  at  the  same  time  restored  to 
approximately  the  same  figure  at  which  they  stood  before 
the  temporary  reductions.  Mr.  Banwell,  who  has  been 
with  the  company  in  the  United  States  for  many  years, 
was  born  in  Somersetshire,  and  had  commercial  experience 
in  this  country  before  he  went  to  America.  This  places 
him  in  a  good  position  to  appreciate  the  business  condi- 
tions of  the  United  Kingdom.  Mr.  Banwell  informed  our 
representative  last  week  that  the  reorganisation  of  the 
business  has  been  attended  with  success  as  judged  by  the 
sale  figures  and  by  the  way  customers  express  their  satis- 
faction in  their  dealings  with  the  company.  The  fact  that 
the  reappointed  sale-agents  were  specially  trained  for  the 
work  probably  accounts  for  the  last-named  factor.  While, 
in  the  showroom  at  Tottenham  Court  Road  we  inspected 
a  new  pattern  of  the  National  cash-register,  which 
separately  records  the  sales  made  by  each  assistant,  the 
totals  being  available  only  to  the  proprietor.  This  enables 
errors  in  changing  to  be  traced  to  the  offender,  and  gives 
other  information  which  proprietors  of  large  businesses 
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find  useful.  The  kind  of  machine  to  use  in  any  particular 
business  depends  upon  certain  factors,  and  it  is  to  advise 
in  the  selection  that  the  company  invite  correspondence 
from  chemists.

THE  September  issue  of  the  "  Perfumery  and  Essential 
Oil  Record,"  edited  by  Mr.  John  C.  Umney,  F.C.S., 
is  an  enlarged  number,  partly  on  account  of  a  report  of 
the  Chamber  of  Commerce  meeting  on  September  24,  but 
chiefly  owing  to  several  special  and  exceptionally  interesting 
articles.  One  of  the  latter  is  on  otto  of  rose,  and  is 
nicely  illustrated.  Another  is  by  the  Earl  of  Denbigh  on 
the  cultivation  of  beet-sugar  in  England.  His  Lordship 
notes  that  the  inhabitants  of  the  British  Isles  consume 
20,000,01)0/.  worth  of  eugar  annually — all  imported — and 
he  suggests  that  come  of  our  4,000,000  acres  of  la'nd  under 
grass  should  be  devoted  to  beet.  The  most  important 
article  in  the  issue  (from  the  pharmaceutical  point  of  view) 
is  a  reply  by  Meesrs.  Chas.  A.  Hill  and  John  C.  Umney 
to  the  criticism  on  their  suggested  monographs  for  essential 
oils  of  the  British  Pharmacopoeia.  In  the  course  of  this 
the  authors  say  : 

"  The  Committee  of  Reference  for  the  new  British  Pharma- 
copoeia will  shortly  be  taking  into  consideration  the  mono- 
graphs that  we  put  forward  at  an  evening  meeting  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  on  February  8,  1910,  and  the  many 
criticisms  that  have  been  published  on  them  in  the  pharma- 
ceutical and  allied  Press.  Before,  therefore,  this  committee 
takes  into  consideration  all  these  opinions,  we  feel  that  we 
should  like  to  put  forward  our  own  views  as  to  where  the 
monographs  might  be  modified  as  a  result  of  the  criticisms, 
and  of  further  consideration  by  us  of  the  factors  advanced  and 
the  reasons  for  them. 

The  modifications  suggested  are  comparatively  very  few, 
and,  speaking  broadly,  it  is  evident  that  this  method  of  com- 
pilation of  a  Pharmacopoeia  will  succeed  in  getting  the  needed 
criticisms  before  publication  instead  of  after,  and  the  arrange- 
ment must  be  one  that  will  be  of  mutual  advantage  to  those 
who  distil  essential  oils,  or  to  those  who  may  be  called  upon 
as  analytical  experts  to  examine  them,  as  pharmacists  to 
dispense  them,  and  finally  as  judges  under  the  Sale  of  Food 
and  Drugs  Acts  to  administer  the  law  where  the  purity  of  the 
oils  is  called  into  question. 

Refhactive  Index. — Exception  has  been  taken  to  the  in- 
clusion of  refractive  indices  in  a  new  B.P.  by  several  critics, 
and  mainly  on  three  grounds  : 

(1)  The  refractometer  is  not  an  instrument  in  the  posses- 
sion of  those  for  whom  a  Pharmacopoeia  is  primarily 
intended:  viz.,  dispensers  of  physicians'  prescriptions — i.e., 
pharmacists. 

(2)  That  insufficient  data  have  been  published  to  justify 
any  generalisation  from  same. 

(3)  That  available  information  does  not  seem  to  indicate 
that  this  physical  character  has  any  particular  distinctive 
value. 

To  these  objections  we  reply  : 

(1)  That  the  fact  that  a  refractometer  is  not  possessed  by 
the  average  pharmacist  is  unfortunately  only  a  shortcoming 
in  common  with  mjch  of  the  apparatus  (such  as  polari- 
meter,  etc.)  necessary  for  testing,  other  than  superficially, 
essential  oils.  The  characters  and  tests  are  intended  to 
be  guides  generally  to  the  producer,  analyst,  and  consumer. 

(2)  It  is  true  that  no  very  wide  publication  has  been  made 
of  this  constant  for  essential — or  for  the  matter  of  that 
fixed — oils,  but  that  such  data  do  exist  in  the  laboratories 
of  the  distiller  and  analyst  is  certain,  and  would  be  readily 
made  available.  Moreover,  many  Continental  chemists 
have  included  the  refractive  indices  of  oils  and  their  con- 
stituents in  their  publications  for  years  past. 

(3)  That  the  character  has  in  all  cases  distinctive  value  is 
not  contended:  but  what  physical  constant  has?  What  a 
host  of  essential  oils  have  a  specific  gravity  between  .900  and 
.920,  and  how  many  have  similar  optical  rotations  !  But 
are  there  many,  or  any.  that  have  both  characters  in 
common,  and  how  many  less  that  have  the  three  physical 
constants  of  specific  gravity,  optical  rotation,  and  refractive 
index  in  common? 

Our  recent  publications  on  cinnamon-bark  oil,  otto  of  rose, 
and  ionones,  and  Parry's  and  Bennett's  on  peppermint  oil, 
clearly  show  that  in  some  cases  the  figure  has  great  import- 
ance, and  we  firmly  believe  that  other  well-defined  limits 
will  be  fixed  for  many  other  essential  oils. 

It  is  true  that  no  hitherto  published  Pharmacopoeia  has 
included  refractive  indices,  but  there  is  no  reason  why  a 
British  Pharmacopoeia  should  not  lead  the  wav.  We  hope 
that  between  this  time  and  the  completion  of  the  work  for 
publication  move  work  will  be  done  on  this  important  subject, 
and  results  published,  so  that  refractive  indices  mav  be  in- 
cluded for  all  essential  and  fixed  oils  and  other  substances 
where  they  have  distinctive  value." 


The  authors  proceed  to  deal  with  the  criticisms  and 
remarks  which  have  been  passed  on  their  suggested 
standards  for  individual  oils,  the  following  being  the  prin- 
cipal points  : 

Anethi. — The  authors  now  suggest  sp.  gr.  0.900  to  0.915,  and 
rotation  +70°  to  +80°. 

Anisi.— Opt.  rot.  might  be  -2°  to  +1°. 
Anthemidis. — Opt.  rot.  might  be  - 1°  to  +3°. 
Atjhantii.— Evans's  ranges  [sp.  gr.  0.847  to  0.854  (not  0.853), 
and  opt.  rot.  +92°  to  +99°  (not  92°  to  98°)]  seem  unobjection- 
able. 

Cajtjptjti. — Opt.  rot.  might  be  extended  to  -4°. 
Gartji. — No  reason  for  lowering  sp.  gr.   Opt.  rot.  minimum 
+75°  accords  with  maximum  specific  gravity  0.920. 

Cakyophylli. — Sp.  gr.  1.070  is  high  for  85  per  cent,  (mini- 
mum) of  eugenol. 

Cinnamomi. — The  following  characters  now  suggested : 
Sp.  gr.,  1.000  to  1.040;  ref.  ind.,  1.572  to  1  582. 

Copadxe. — The  lower  sp.  gr.  to  be  0.896  and  Cocking's  test 
added,  viz.  :  If  distilled  in  vacuo  the  first  10  per  cent,  should 
have  a  less  rotation  than  that  of  the  original  oil  (absence  of 
African  copaiba). 

Jtjniperi. — The  optical  rotation  might  be  increased  to  -15° 
(not  -12°). 

Mybistkle. — 5  per  cent,  would  be  satisfactory  for  a  limit  of 
residue. 

Pimento.— Sp.  gr.  1.030  to  1.050  is  a  suitable  range,  and 
60  per  cent,  of  eugenol  as  a  minimum  is  high  enough. 
Ros/E. — Lower  limit  of  sp.  gr.    Might  be  0.854. 
Rosmahini. — The  lower  limit  of  sp.  gr.  might  be  0.895. 
Sinapis. — The  synthetic  oil  might  be  made  official. 
Acetylation  Peocess. — Should  be  carried  out  for  two  hours 
with  2  grm.  of  sodium  acetate  (anhydrous)  to  each  10  c.c.  of  oil. 

Other  oils  are  dealt  with,  but  merely  in  confirmation  of  the 
authors'  original  recommendations.  For  full  details  we 
must  refer  those  interested  to  the  "Record"  itself,  which 
is  published  at  8  Serle  Street,  London,  W.C.,  price  Is.

The  Question  of  Prices 

is  really  the  greatest  difficulty  the 
retail  pharmacist  has  to  deal  with,  and  Mr.  Lee's  article 
ought  to  be  warmly  welcomed  and  deeply  pondered. 
Though  no  "  cutter,"  I  have  long  been  of  the  opinion  that 
unreasonably  high  prices  account  largely  for  the  ' '  shal- 
lows and  miseries  "  in  which  the  pharmacist's  voyage  is 
too  often  bound  ;  and  surely  nobody  can  fail  to  see  that 
'such  anomalies  as  those  revealed  in  Mr.  Lee's  list  must  in- 
evitably beget  in  the  public  mind  a  profound  distrust  of 
pharmacists  in  general.  These  anomalies  are  no  doubt 
^mainly  due  to  the  fact  that  while  some  of  us  have  moved 
with  the  times,  others  still  cling  to  the  old  notion  that  to 
be  a  "chemist"  is  to  be  something  other  than  a  mere 
tradesman,  and  entitles  a  man  to  a  larger  profit  than  if  he 
were,  for  instance,  a  grocer.  There  is  a  good  deal  to  be 
said  for  this  view,  but  I  am  afraid  it  is  now  outside  the 
range  of  "practical  politics."  Whether  we  will  or  not, 
we  are  forced  to  compete  in  some  measure  with  the  grocer 
and  others,  and  in  so  far  as  this  is  the  case  we  can  claim 
no  superiority  over  them  in 
The  Matter  of  Profits. 

Quality  is,  as  Mr.  Lee  well  says,  our 
sheet  anchor,  but  an  anchor  is  not  the  only  thing  we  need ; 
a  good  spread  of  canvas  and  a  competent  man  at  the  helm 
are  equally  necessary  to  a  successful  voyage.  For  a  better 
article  we  are  entitled  to  a  better  price,  but  not  necessarily 
to  a  greater  profit.  Profit,  however,  is  not  reckoned  upon 
capital  alone.  The  evil  we  are  considering  is  twofold  :  we 
lose  both  trade  and  public  confidence.  Twofold  also  is 
the  difficulty  of  coping  with  it ;  we  may  lose  both  by 
charging  less  than  our  neighbour  and  by  charging  more ; 
in  the  one  case  the  purchaser  suspects  inferiority  in  the 
goods,  in  the  other  he  goes  to  a  cheaper  market.  Nor  does 
the  "personal  element"  on  which  we  are  sometimes  told 
to  rely  help  us  much ;  in  any  case,  indeed,  it  is  a  poor  sub- 
stitute for  sound  business  methods;  and,  moreover,  the 
individual  who  puts  a  premium  upon  his  own  character 
and  reputation  condemns  to  some  extent  the  body  to  which 
he  belongs.  Character  and  reputation  ought  scarcely  to 
be  regarded  as  business  assets ;  certainly  they  do  not 
entitle  us  to  preferential  treatment.  Of  course,  condi- 
tions vary,  and  prices  must  more  or  less  vary  with  them; 
but  it  is  much  to  be  desired  that  something  like  uniformity 
of  price  should  be  secured  as  regards  articles  in  daily  de- 
mand, such  as  those  in  the  list  printed  last  week. 

What  is  Yellow  Wax? 

Thirty  years  ago  no  one  would  have 
thought  of  asking  this  question.  In  those  days  yellow 
wax  was  simply  unbleached  beeswax.  But  in  these  days 
things  are  very  different ;  and  even  if  you  get  wax  from 
which  honey  has  been  run,  you  are  not  at  all  sure  that  you 
have  the  genuine  product  of  the  bee.  Labour-saving 
appliances  extend  even  to  that  hard-working  member  of 
the  community,  and  out  of  gratitude  for  his  self-denying 
labours  we  provide  him  with  an  artificial  foundation  for 
the  comb,  all  of  paraffin  wax.  Added  to  this  more  or  less 
legitimate  source  of  dubious  beeswax,  there  are  innumerable 
and  much  less  reputable  methods  by  which  a  smart 
"faker"  can  produce  very  purpose-like  imitations  of 
yellow  beeswax  at  any  desired  price.  Ceresin  and  Japan 
wax  are  mentioned  by  your  correspondent,  and  there  are 
stearin  and  paraffin  wax,  coloured  with  a  few  drops  of 
Danish  butter-colour  or  oily  solution  of  annatto.  Mix- 
tures can  be  made  from  these  that  would  defy  even  the 
most  expert  of  housewives  to  detect  from  the  genuine 
article.  For  most  purposes  for  which  beeswax  is  used  a 
paraffin  wax  of  high  melting-point  is  equally  satisfactory  ; 
but  at  the  same  time  my  personal  preference  is  to  supply 
genuine  beeswax  when  yellow  wax  is  asked  for. 


The  Shop  Hours  Bill, 

and  the  opposition  with  which  it  is 
meeting  from  the  trades  affected  by  it,  will  amuse  any 
cynical  Martian  who  may  be  observing  this  particular 
corner  of  our  small  planet.  "  These  people,"  he  may  well 
say,  "  are  mighty  anxious  to  relieve  the  hardship  of  over- 
work and  insufficient  leisure,  when  they  can  do  so  without 
lessening  their  own.  convenience  !  This  admirably  English 
middle-class,  consisting  largely  of  shopkeepers,  have 
passed  their  Factory  Acts  and  Eight  Hours  Mining- Act, 
and  what  not,  with  much  self-applause  and  general  satis- 
faction, but  now  that  their  own  particular  industries  are 
being  interfered  with,  heavens  !  what  an  outcry.  And  the 
larger  public,  too,  how  careful  are  they,  while  cutting 
down  the  earnings  of  those  upon  whose  continuous  toil 
their  own  comfort  does  not  directly  depend,  to  ensure  that 
never  during  waking  hours  shall  the  thirsty  traveller  be 
deprived  of  his  beer,  ox  the  poor  smoker  of  his  tobacco  !  " 
Seriously,  it  seems  to  me  that  if  there  were  any  very 
earnest  and  widespread  desire  to  improve  the  lot  of  the 
workers  the  public  would  be  willing  to  sacrifice  a  little 
more  of  their  own  convenience.  Until  they  do  this,  par- 
ticular trades  may  be  excused  for  trying  to  get  themselves 
exempted  from  legislation  which  must"  necessarily  press 
unfairly  upon  them  at  one  point  or  another.  Under  a 
strictly  competitive  system,  and  while  the  various  trades 
are  so  complex  and  intervolved  as  they  now  are,  no  mea- 
sure of  the  kind  could  be  framed  that  would  not  be  open 
to  objection  from  some  quarter.  We  pharmacists  cer- 
tainly have  peculiar  reason  to  object  to  the  present  one; 
but  our  supposed  Martian  might  find  some  element  of 
comicality  in  the  attitude  of  those  who  have  for  thirty  or 
forty  years  been  agitating  among  themselves  for  shorter 
hours  and  half -holidays,  and  yet  are  thrown  into  a  state 
bordering  on  hysteria  when  the  State  essays 1  to  do  for 
them  what  they  have  been  unable  to  do  for  themselves. 

The  Tooth-brush, 

the  use  of  which  is  now  being  made  com- 
pulsory in  primary  schools,  is  of  comparatively  recent 
invention,  and  although  we  do  not  know  certainly  the 
date  of  its  introduction  into  England,  it  was  clearly  a 
novelty  here  in  the  early  years  of  the  seventeenth  century. 
Not,  of  course,  that  before  then  the  better  sort  of  people 
were  disregardfui  of  their  teeth,  but  it  is  very  doubtful 
whether  even  the  dainty  lady  to  whose  "double  row" 
of  "orient  pearl"  Campion  pays  his  splendid  com- 
pliment— 

Which  when  her  lovely  laujyhter  shows 
They  look  like  rosebuds  filled  with  snow 

— had  anything  better  than  a  bit  of  rag,  or  a  coral  stick,  or 
at  most  a  dyed  liquorice-root  minutely  split  at  each  end 
into  a  sort  of  brush,  to  clean  her  teeth  with.  So  late  as- 
1779  these  are  all  recommended  in  "  The  Toilet  of  Flora," 
a  well-known  collection  of  recipes  "  for  the  use  of  the 
Ladies,"  as  in  some  respects  preferable  to  brushes,  which 
the  author  thinks  too  hard.  Probably  they  were  not  so 
various  in  kind  then  as  now.  Tooth-brushes  are  men- 
tioned once  only  in  the  English  translation  of  Lemery's 
"Arcana  Curiosa " ;  as  a  rule,  the  author  recommends; 
that  the  teeth  be  simply  "  rubbed  "  with  the  powder  pre- 
scribed. This  was  in  1711.  The  first  mention  of  a  tooth- 
brush recorded  in  "  Notes  and  Queries  "  (in  which  a  cor- 
respondence on  the  subject  has  been  carried  on  fitfully 
for  many  years)  is,  however,  a  good  deal  earlier  than 
this  It  is  from  a  manuscript  account-book  of  1629. 
quoted  at  7th  S.,  vii.  (Jan.  12,  '89)— "  Oct.  9.  Disbursed 
at  London,  a  tooth-brush,  4tf."  (say,  eighteenpence  of  our 
present  money).  But  that  these  brushes  were  rarities 
for  a  long  time  after  this  is  proved  by  the  fact  that  in  the 
"Verney  Memoirs"  (vol.  ii.  pp.  234,  235)  it  is  recorded 
that  in  1649  an  English  friend  asks  Sir  Ralph  A  erney  to 
inquire  for  him  in  Paris  for  "the  little  brushes  for 
making  cleane  of  the  teeth";  and,  again,  in  vol.  iii.,  Sir 
Ralph  himself  thanks  Dr.  Kirton  for  a  gift  of  "teeth- 
brushes."  Among  the  "  utensils  "  mentioned  in  a  London 
list  of  1656  is  a  "Turkish  tooth-brush,"  but  one  of  the 
correspondents  of  "  N.  and  Q."  conjectures  this  to  have 
been  a  stick  of  dragon-root,  or  other  fibrous  wood,  such 
as  is  still  used  in  the  East.

Editorial  Articles. 


Spirituous  Preparations. 

The  movement  which  Mr.  John  C.  Umney  inaugurated 
at  the  beginning  of  this  year  for  the  manufacture  of 
spirituous  medicinal  preparations  in  bond  reached  what 
we  hope  is  merely  the  penultimate  stage  last  Friday,  when 
the  Chemical  Section  of  the  London  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce appointed  a  committee  to  negotiate  with  the  Revenue 
authorities  in  regard  to  the  production  and  storage  of 
spirituous  medicines,  perfumes,  flavouring-essences,  and 
allied  preparations  in  bond.  The  movement  was  induced 
by  the  increased  price  of  duty-paid  spirit  consequent  upon 
the  enhanced  duty  imposed  by  the  1909-10  Budget.  The 
increase  was  30  per  cent.,  and  this  means  a  corresponding 
increase  in  the  loss  incurred  in  manufacturing  preparations 
with  spirit,  while  a  larger  amount  of  capital  is  locked  up 
in  stock  of  the  preparations.  It  is  estimated  that  whole- 
sale druggists  alone  in  this  country  use  from  700,000Z.  to 
1,000,000Z.  worth  of  rectified  spirit  yearly,  and  nine-tenths 
of  this  is  duty.  The  loss  of  spirit  incidental  to  the  manu- 
facture of  tinctures  and  similar  medicinal  preparations  is 
in  consequence  multiplied  in  value  tenfold,  and  even  the 
Revenue  authorities  recognise  that  pharmaceutical  manu- 
facturers have  in  this  matter  a  grievance  which  should  be 
remedied.  Duty  was  originally  imposed  on  spirit  because 
it  is  a  luxury.  In  the  progress  of  the  tax  the  principle  of 
its  imposition  has  changed,  for  the  duty  has  become  a 
professed  deterrent  on  the  consumption  of  the  article — 
an  enemy  to  intemperance.  This  is  utterly  foreign  to  the 
statutory  principle  established  in  the  reign  of  George  II. 
as  regards  the  use  of  spirits  in  the  preparation  of  medi- 
cines for  the  sick.  The  makers  and  vendors  of  spirituous 
medicines  were  at  that  time  relieved  of  the  strictures 
then  imposed  upon  vendors  of  spirits  bearing  a  compara- 
tively trivial  duty,  and  this  still  holds  good;  but  the 
enormously  increased  duty  is  itself  an  incubus  at  variance 
with  the  eighteenth-century  statutory  principle,  as  it  is 
with  twentieth-century  solicitude  for  the  eradication  of 
disease.  The  latter  consideration  was  not  discussed  at 
last  week's  meeting— perhaps  because  business  men  regard 
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it  as  Utopian ;  they  do  not  ask  that  spirit  used  for  medi- 
cines should  escape  duty,  but  merely  that  they  should  be 
recompensed  in  some  manner  for  the  loss  which  naturally 
occurs  in  processes  of  manufacture,  and  that  some  means 
may  be  provided  whereby  capital  will  not  be  locked  up  as 
duty  in  spirituous  preparations  until  these  are  required  for 
sale.  The  first  of  the  remedies  which  may  be  considered 
is  drawback,  such  as  is  provided  in  the  Orange  Fres 
State  and  the  Transvaal,  where  substantially  90  per 
cent,  of  the  duty  is  refunded  to  druggists  (retail  and 
wholesale)  on  evidence  that  duty-paid  spirit  has  been  used 
in  making  medicines.  In  this  connection  we  may  recall 
the  fact  that  when  the  increased  duty  on  spirits  was 
proposed  last  year,  the  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  was 
approached,  and  he  considered  that  a  sufficient  case  in 
regard  to  medicines  was  made  out  to  authorise  the  dis- 
cussion of  the  subject  with  his  advisers.  The  suggestion 
that  a  drawback  should  be  paid  on  spirits  used  in  the 
production  of  medicines  was  brought  forward  then,  the 
additional  3.s.  9rl.  being  in  question.  The  matter  was 
thoroughly  and  sympathetically  discussed,  but  it  was  con- 
cluded that  the  difficulties  and  dangers  were  insurmount- 
able. A  second  remedy  probably  lies  in  the  principle 
recognised  in  the  payment  of  drawback  upon  the  exporta- 
tion of  such  preparations  as  are  here  referred  to.  In 
this  case  the  Revenue  authorities  allow  exporters  the 
equivalent  of  3  per  cent,  of  the  spirit-duty,  being  the 
average  loss  in  manufacture.  Why  should  not  the  Revenue 
authorities  give  a  similar  allowance  for  internal  trade  ? 
We  have  a  precedent  to  go  upon.  A  third  remedy  is  to 
manufacture  the  preparations  in  bond  from  duty-free  spirit 
and  when  completed  to  store  them  in  bond  and  pay 
the  duty  as  the  preparations  are  taken  out  for  sale  or 
distribution.  Mr.  E.  A.  Webb  informed  the  meeting  that 
there  is  precedent  for  this,  not  only  as  regards  the  pro- 
duction of  perfumes  in  bond,  but  also  in  respect  to  tinc- 
ture of  orange  which  his  firm  have  made  in  bond  from 
duty-free  spirit.  Mr.  Umney  informed  the  meeting  that 
the  Revenue  authorities  are  not  averse  to  manufacturing 
in  bond,  but  the  difficulty  is  to  get  permission  for  private 
laboratories  such  as  those  attached  to  each  wholesale 
manufacturing  house  throughout  the  United  Kingdom. 
In  this  connection  a  good  deal  was  said  at  the  meeting 
regarding  the  statement  which  we  published  on  April  2 
as  to  the  official  attitude  in  regard  to  manufacturing  in 
bond.  That  statement  was  a  fair  expression  of  present 
practice  : 

"  A  bonded  warehouse  must  be  for  the  general  service  of 
the  public.  .  .  .  To  manufacture  medicinal  and  toilet  pre- 
parations in  bond  is  to  undo  what  the  Revenue  authorities 
have  been  trying  to  do  for  many  years  past.  .  .  .  The  esta- 
blishment of  private  bonded  warehouses  on  the  factory 
premises  would  necessarily  place  the  bigger  manufacturer 
at  an  advantage  as  compared  with  the  smaller  manufac- 
turer, and  the  question  would  arise  of  the  equitability  of 
making  the  bonded  competitor  pay  more  in  order  to  main- 
tain equality  with  the  little  man's  products.  ...  In  itself 
the  proposal  would  cause  a  great  increase  in  the  number  of 
officials,  for  other  trades  would  want  the  privilege,  and 
some  special  warehouse  charge  would  have  to  be  made  to 
defray  the  increased  administrative  cost." 
The  cogency  of  these  observations  was  recognised  by  the 
Chamber   of    Commerce    meeting — indeed,    the  speakers 
addressed  themselves  largely  to  these  recognised  diffi- 
culties.     It    is    well    known    that    when    the  Depart- 
mental Committee  on  Industrial  Alcohol  was  sitting,  the 
Revenue  authorities  indicated  quite  clearly  that  they  were 
not  averse  to  authorising  the  establishment  in  London  or 
any  other  manufacturing  centre  or  centres  of  a  public 
bonded   laboratory    and    warehouse,    wherein  duty-free 
alcohol,  either  pure  or  suitably  denatured,  could  be  em- 
ployed in  the  production  of  chemical  and  pharmaceutical 


preparations.  This  would  necessarily  have  involved  a 
scheme  of  co-operation  among  manufacturers,  and  considera- 
tion of  the  matter  had  advanced  so  far  that  a  well-known 
pharmacist  was  suggested  as  the  superintendent  of  the 
laboratory.  Difficulties  were  then  put  forward  and  the  pro- 
posal came  to  nothing.  The  difficulties  still  exist,  and  they 
are  solely  among  manufacturers  themselves,  for  Mr. 
Umney  was  informed  by  the  Excise  representative  last  week 
that  the  offer  is  still  open  for  acceptance.  The  manufac- 
turers want  to  go  further,  however — viz.,  to  manufacture 
and  store  in  their  own  private  bonded  premises — and  the 
decision  of  the  meeting  was  to  try  to  get  the  Revenue  autho- 
rities to  agree  to  this.  It  seems  a  forlorn  hope,  but  so  was 
the  proposal  for  drawback  on  exportation  five-and-twenty 
years  ago,  and  that  meant  much  greater  loss  to  the 
revenue.  The  new  proposal  means  little  actual  loss  of 
revenue,  but  very  much  greater  freedom  of  operation  to 
manufacturers  as  well  as  freeing  of  capital,  and  these 
considerations  justify  the  effort  to  secure  what  may  seem 
at  present  to  be  the  impossible. 

Buchu  Substitutes. 

A  Parcel  of  a  false  buchu  apparently  possessing  new 
characters  was  included  in  a  lot  of  buchu  which  arrived  in 
this  country  from  the  Cape  recently.  In  appearance  it 
resembles  Barosma  crenulata,  L.,  but  the  leaves  are,  on. 
the  whole,  larger  in  size  (attaining  |  in.  in  length  and  5  in. 
in  width)  and  are  greener  in  colour,  while  the  serrations 
are  even  less  conspicuous  than  they  usually  are  in 
B.  crenulata,  being  in  some  leaves  practically  absent.  The 
new  leaf  also  agrees  with  B.  crenulata  in  corresponding 
in  odour  and  taste  with  the  official  buchu.  On  com- 
parison with  herbarium  material  it  becomes  apparent  that 
the  new  buchu  is  simply  a  form  of  the  above-mentioned 
variable  species,  B.  crenulata,  with  oblong  sub-sessile 
leaves  and  margins  less  markedly  serrate  than  in  the 
leaves  usually  met  with  in  commerce.  Leaves  of  B.  betu- 
lina  and  B.  serrati  folia  were  also  present  in  the  parcel. 
The  appended  illustration  shows  the  characters  of  the  new 
variety  : 


Reverting  to  the  "buchu"  described  in  The  Chemist 
and  Druggist  of  July  2,  p.  17,  which  Dr.  W.  Froembling 
[C.  &•  D.,  August  13,  p.  293)  pointed  out  belongs  to  the 
leguminous  genus  Psoralea,  citing  P.  bracteata,  L.,  as 
corresponding  nearly  with  our  description,  we  may  add 
that  further  notes  from  the  Cape  are  now  available.  Mr. 
N.  S.  Pillans,  of  the  Agricultural  Research  Branch,  De- 
partment of  Agriculture,  to  whom  a  sample  was  sub- 
mitted, finds  that  it  apparently  consists  of  the  leaflets  of 
Psoralea  polysticta,  Benth.,  but  in  the  absence  of  flowers 
he  would  not  care  to  definitely  name  the  species. 
From  the  fact  that  Mr.  E.  M.  Holmes  found  that  the 
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leaflets  agree  well  with  those  of  Psoralea  obliqua,  E.  Mey., 
it  is  obvious  that  the  exact  identity  of  the  leaflet  is  a 
matter  of  some  difficulty.  Mr.  Pillans  finds  that  his 
examination  of  the  leaf  confirms  the  description  given  in 
The  Chemist  and  Druggist.  The  genus  Psoralea  is  a 
large  one,  comprising  herbs  and  shrubs.  The  leaves  are 
almost  always  copiously  sprinkled  with  resinous,  black  or 
pellucid  dots,  and  are  strongly  scented.  They  have,  as  far 
as  is  known,  no  economic  use.  It  is  interesting  to  note 
that  Mr.  Pillans  agrees  with  the  importer  who  attributed 
the  .presence  of  Psoralea  leaflets  to  the  ignorance  of  the 
native  collectors,  the  latter  being  misled  by  their  appear- 
ance and  odour,  having  introduced  the  Psoralea  leaflets  while 
collecting  the  official  buchu.  We  also  note  that  "  buchu  "  is 
a  term  applied  by  South  African  natives  to  many  leaves 
which  are  not  buchu,  but  resemble  it,  as  in  the  present 
case.  While  this  is  in  all  probability  the  true  explana- 
tion, it  is  to  be  regretted  that,  with  the  high  prices  ruling 
for  the  official  leaves,  more  discrimination  is  not  shown 
by  exporters  and  importers  of  buchu-leaves.  As  it  is, 
official  and  unofficial  leaves  are  catalogued  together,  and, 
with  the  keen  demand  bringing  forward  unusual  types  of 
leaves,  extreme  care  is  entailed  in  supervising  and  judging 
the  samples  in  the  brokers'  show-room.  Possibly  the 
lumping  together  of  parcels  of  true  and  false  buchu  is 
not  so  much  the  fault  of  the  broker  as  the  Cape  shipper  ; 
but  a  separation  in  the  catalogues  of  the  official  short 
buchu  from  the  unofficial  "ovals"  and  "longs"  would 
mean  a  considerable  saving  of  the  time  and  temper  of  the 
prospective  bidder  at  the  subsequent  auction. 


Anise-oil  Dispute. 

The  paragraph  re  star-anise  oil  in  our  issue  of  Septem- 
ber 24  (p.  492)  can  now  be  amplified.  On  further  inquiries 
being  made  it  appears  that  a  hundred  and  fifty  cases  are  in- 
volved, these  being  of  a  well-known  brand  selling  usually 
at  Id.  per  lb.  higher  than  others.  Samples  from  the 
parcels  in  question  are  being  investigated  by  several 
analysts,  both  here  and  on  the  Continent,  and  it  is  sus- 
pected that  the  oil  is  deficient  in  anethol-content  owing  to 
abstraction.  In  consequence,  the  price  of  genuine  oil  of 
authenticated  origin  and  purity  has  advanced  to  5s.,  or 
more,  per  lb.  It  is  to  be  regretted  that  such  malpractices 
are  apparently  being  resorted  to,  since  confidence  in  the 
article  has  been  rudely  shaken.  We  understand  that  the 
transactions  are  to  be  submitted  to  arbitration,  as  some 
brokers,  relying  upon  figures  given  by  Continental 
analysts,  are  inclined  to  dispute  the  results  of  the  London 
analysts,  who  do  not  consider  the  oil  as  of  the  standard 
required  under  the  contracts.  The  latter  are  generally 
made  through  brokers  "  to  arrive,"  on  the  understanding 
that  they  relate  to  oil  of  the  "  usual  fair  average  quality  " 
•of  the  season.  It  is  not  suggested  that  Europeans  handling 
the  article  are  the  offenders,  but  that  the  abstraction  re- 
ferred to  has  taken  place  in  China.  Episodes  of  a  similar 
character  occurred  about  thirteen  years  ago,  when  the 
arbitrator  told  buyers  of  parcels  of  adulterated  star-anise 
oil  to  reject  them,  and  "  invoice  them  back  "  to  the  sellers 
at  the  current  market  price,  c.i.f.  terms.  At  that  time, 
as  now,  the  defective  oil  began  to  arrive  at  the  commence- 
ment of  the  anise-oil  season ;  but  the  new  more  scientific 
style  of  sophistication  by  abstraction  has  replaced  that 
of  crude  adulteration  by  adding  petroleum  products. 
Seeing  that  certain  contracts  have  been  made  containing 
the  clause  "London  analysis,"  the  dispute  over  the  oil 
will  probably  tend  to  drive  the  large  buyers  to  purchase 
.  direct  without  seeking  the  intermediary  of  the  broker. 
It  would  appear  that  i  while  those  buyers  who  were  clear- 


sighted enough  to  stipulate  "London  analysis"  in  their 
contracts  are  safe,  there  is  a  risk  attached  to  those  under- 
takings in  which  no  analysis  is  mentioned,  and  the  sellers- 
put  in  analyses  made  on  the  Continent. 


Cocaine,  Morphine,  and  Opium. 

We  understand  that,  although  the  British  Foreign  Office- 
has  accepted  in  principle  the  invitation  of  the  United 
States  Government  to  take  part  in  The  Hague  Conference 
of  next  year  to  consider  the  regulation  of  the  traffic  irs 
opium,  cocaine,  and  morphine  (see  C.  <£■  D.,  September-  24  r 
p.  463),  negotiations  are  still  in  progress  between  the  two 
Governments  in  regard  to  various  questions  arising  ira 
connection  with  the  proposed  deliberations.  For  instance, 
the  British  Government  has  suggested  that  prior  to  the 
sittings  of  the  Conference  proper  the  Governments  in- 
terested in  the  manufacture  and  sale  of  morphine  and 
cocaine  should  first  investigate  the  trade  for  themselves, 
in  order  that  they  may  be  in  a  better  position  to  discuss- 
the  subject  when  the  Conference  meets.  It  may  be  re- 
called that  the  International  Commission  at  Shanghai- 
found  that  the  unrestricted  manufacture,  sale,  and  distribu- 
tion of  morphine  constitute  a  grave  danger,  and  that  the- 
habit  shows  every  sign  of  spreading  still  more,  and,  as  a 
consequence,  they  strongly  urged  upon  all  the  Governments- 
who  were  parties  to  the  Conference  the  necessity  of  taking, 
drastic  measures  in  their  own  territories  and  possessions  to> 
control  the  drug  as  well  as  such  other  derivatives  of  opium 
as  might  appear  as  the  result  of  scientific  inquiry  to  be 
liable  to  similar  abuse  and  productive  of  similarly  evil 
effects. 

Shop  Hours  Bill  and  the  Railway  Bookstalls. 

We  understand  that,  as  already  hinted  in  the  C.  &  D.r 
when  the  Government  Shop  Hours  Bill  comes  up  for  dis- 
cussion in  Parliament  a  not  unimportant  point  of  attack 
will  have  reference  to  the  immunity  enjoyed  by  the  railway 
bookstalls,  which  more  perhaps  than  ever  before  are  sup- 
plying the  wants  of  the  general  public  in  a  multitude  of 
directions  not  hitherto  thought  of.  For  instance,  an 
examination  of  some  of  the  principal  bookstalls  at  the 
great  London  termini  reveals  the  fact  that  among  the 
articles  of  an  extraneous  character  which  are  not  in  any 
way  associated  with  the  sale  of  newspapers  and  periodicals 
are  tobacco  and  cigars,  rugs,  scents,  stamps,  straps,  paper 
and  envelopes,  knives,  combs,  reading  lamps,  matches,, 
purses,  paper  knives,  fountain  pens,  pens  and  pencils,, 
pocket-books,  and  playing  cards,  apart  from  all  kinds  of 
printing,  such,  for  instance,  as  address  cards  and  Christ- 
mas cards.  It  is  obvious  that  in  this  direction  the  book- 
stalls will  more  than  ever  enter  into  competition  with  the 
tradesmen  whose  shops  are  compelled  to  be  closed  by  Act 
of  Parliament,  and  as  soon  as  Parliament  reassembles  this 
aspect  of  the  question  will  be  fully  ventilated  by  those 
qualified  to  deal  with  it. 

Chemists'  Dental  Society. 

According  to  a  letter  from  Mr.  W.  Meakin,  the  Hon. 
Secretary  of  this  Society,  which  appears  in  another  column, 
progress  is  being  made  in  collecting  members,  although,  as- 
a  good  Secretary,  Mr.  Meakin  thinks  the  pace  might  very- 
well  be  quickened.  We  have  received  a  suggestion  that 
the  Society  should  be  available  to  unqualified  men  who 
practise  dentistry,  but  there  does  not  seem  much  reason 
why  this  should  be  acted  on.  The  original  idea  was  to 
defend  the  interests  of  chemists  who  do  dental  work,  other- 
societies  being  already  in  existence  whose  membership  is, 
we  believe,  open  to  drug-store  proprietors.  In  a  different- 
category  is  the  complaint  that  there  is  a  danger  of  making 
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the  Society  too  exclusive.  The  membership  application 
form,  which  was  drawn  up  in  accordance  with  the  wishes 
of  the.  majority  at  the  meeting  held  in  the  0.  <Ss  D.  Offices, 
■contains  wording  which  seems  to  foreshadow  the  exclusion 
of  those  chemists  who  merely  extract  teeth  and  do  not 
undertake  other  dental  operations.  We  believe  the  Society 
•should  defend  the  dental  interests  of  all  chemists,  and  as 
the  constitution  of  the  Society  is  not  yet  definitely  settled, 
it  is  to  be  hoped  that  this  broader  view  of  the  matter  will 
be  considered  by  those  responsible  for  drawing  up  the 
objects  and  rules.  When  the  Society  is  finally  formed  and 
si  large  membership  has  been  secured  will  be  the  time  to 
•consider  whether  there  should  be  imposed  any  restrictions 
in  the  shape  of  entrance-fees,  a  definite  number  of  years' 
•experience,  or  experience  in  every  branch  of  dentistry. 
Chemists  who  do  not  undertake  the  adaptation  of  dentures 
;should,  in  sending  in  their  applications  for  membership, 
•draw  the  pen  through  the  words  to  which  they  cannot  sub- 
scribe. The  question  might  also  be  definitely  brought 
forward  by  an  amendment  to  the  draft  rules,  and  any 
proposition  to  this  effect  should  be  made  to  Mr.  Meakin, 
Mansfield  Road,  Nottingham. 

Arsenical  Fly=papers. 
The  makers  of  a  well-known  arsenical  fly-paper  have 
•circularised  chemists  to  the  effect  that  they  think  their 
papers  can  scarcely  be  reckoned  as  preparations  of  arsenic 
within  the  meaning  of  Section  6  of  the  Arsenic  Act,  and 
they  advise  that  the  sale  of  these  papers  is  to  be  carried 
on  under  the  regulations  which  apply  to  Part  2  of  the 
Poisons  Schedule.  Mr.  Johnston,  Secretary  of  the 
Chemists'  Defence  Association,  Ltd.,  has  taken  the 
opinion  of  the  Solicitors  of  the  Association  on  the  subject, 
find  they  say  : 

"  It  is  quite  true  that  as  regard  the  Schedule  to  the 
Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Act  of  1908,  arsenical  fly-papers  are 
now  in  Part  2,  but  that  Act  does  not  affect  the  Arsenic  Act; 
moreover,  we  do  not  think  that  Messrs.  Mather,  Ltd.,  are 
right  in  excluding  from  consideration  the  question  of 
whether  arsenical  fly-papers  are  not  affected  by  the  words 
arsenious  acid  and  the  arsenites,  arsenic  acid  and  the 
■arsenates.'  As  Mr.  Blank  will  be  aware,  it  has  been  held 
under  the  Pharmacy  Acts  that  the  sale  of  a  compound  con- 
Taining  a  poison  is  a  sale  of  the  poison,  and  it  might  well 
be  held  that  the  same  principle  applied  to  arsenical  fly- 
papers." 

Mr.  Johnston  comments  at  some  length  upon  the  matter, 
"but  somewhat  inconclusively.  It  appears  to  us  that  there 
Is  no  getting  away  from  the  fact  that  arsenic,  within  the 
meaning  of  the  Arsenic  Act,  is  arsenious  acid,  arsenites, 
rrsenic  acid,  arseniates,  and  "colourless"  preparations  of 
■arsenic  capable  of  being  mixed  with  soot  or  indigo,  as 
mentioned  in  Section  3  of  the  Act.  Arsenical  fly-papers 
are  not  of  a  nature  ejusdem  generis  with  the  articles 
-described  in  the  Arsenic  Act.  If  they  were,  and  had  to 
be  signed  for,  the  sellers  would  alio  have  to  mix  them 
with  soot  or  indigo,  which  is  a  physical  impossibility,  and 
unnecessary  according  to  Section  6,  seeing  that  the  papers 
are  coloured.  It  follows  from  this  that  the  papers  have 
to  be  treated  under  the  Pharmacy  Act,  and  since  they  are 
a  preparation  of  arsenic  that  is  not  a  medicine,  they  come 
within  Part  2  of  the  Schedule. 

Cold-cure,  P.F.  II.  5. 

A  correspondent  of  the  "  Daily  Chronicle"  has  had  a  sad 
and  unusual  experience.    He  writes  : 

"  As  one  who  has  benefited  from  pharmaceutical 
formulas  made  up,  numbered,  and  sold  for  specific  com- 
plaints at  only  too  few  chemists,  I  should  be  grateful  if  I 
«ould  be  informed  whether  there  is  any  special  class  of 
.  -shops  where  one  could  purchase  these  formulae  as  the  occa- 
sion for  them  arose.  My  experience  has  been  that  when  you 
ask,  say,  for  '  Pharmaceutical  Formula  No.  5 — Cold-cure,' 
the  chemist  blandly  tells  you  that  you  will  have  a  difficulty 


in  getting  it,  and  asks  you  to  try  his  patent  remedy.  Others 
almost  refuse  to  hear  you  out.    Why?  " 

The  cold-cure  to  which  the  correspondent  refers  is  the  well- 
known  cold-tablet,  compounded  as  follows  :

The  tablet  is  a  stock  one — an  excellent  cold-cure — and  it  is 
surprising  to  learn  that  any  chemist  has  raised  any  diffi- 
culty about  supplying  the  preparation. 

Arms  for  Victoria. 

King  George  V.  has  approved  a  coat-of-arms  for  the* 
State  of  Victoria.  We  reproduce  from  ' '  The  Times  ' '  an 
outline  sketch  of  the  arms,  as  to  which  the  "London 
Gazette  "  notice  says  : 

Whereas  for  the  greater  honour  and  distinction  of  Our 
State  of  Victoria  We  are  desirous  that  Armorial  Ensigns  and 
Supporters    should    be  as- 
signed for  that  State. 

Know  Ye  therefore  that 
We  of  Our  Princely  Grace 
and  Special  Favour  have 
granted  and  assigned  and 
by  these  Presents  do  grant 
and  assign  the  following 
Armorial  Ensigns  and  Sup- 
porters for  the  said  State  of 
Victoria,  that  is  to  say,  for 
Arms  "  Azure  Five  Stars 
Argent  Representing  the 
Constellation  of  the 
Southern  Cross  "  and  for 
the  Crest  on  a  Wreath  of 
the  Colours  "  A  Demi 
Kangaroo  proper  holding  in 

the  paws  an  Imperial  Crown  Or."  And  for  the  Supporters 
On  the  dexter  side  "  A  Female  Figure  (representing  Peace) 
proper  vested  Argent,  cloaked  Azure,  wreathed  round  the 
temples  with  a  Chaplet  and  holding  in  the  exterior  hand  a 
branch  of  Olive  also  proper."  And  on  the  sinister  side  "  A 
like  Figure  (representing  Prosperity)  vested  Argent,  cloaked 
Gules  wreathed  round  the  temples  with  a  Chaplet  of  Corn 
and  supporting  with  the  exterior  hand  a  Cornucopia  proper  " 
together  withHhis  Motto  "Peace  and  Prosperity"  as  the 
same  are  in  the  painting  hereunto  annexed  more  plainly 
depicted  to  be  borne  for  the  said  State  on  Seals,  Shields, 
Banners,  Flags  or  otherwise  according  to  the  Laws  of  Arms. 

This  will  make  a  useful  addition  to  the  stationery  and 
labels  of  our  subscribers  in  Victoria.  Anyone  out  there 
can  get  the. appended  sketch  reproduced  somewhat  smaller. 

Bael-fruit. — In  the  Inquiry  Section  of  the  last  Bulletin  of 
the  Colonial  Museum  at  Haarlem,  the  Director  states  that  he 
has  been  asked  for  information  as  to  the  origin  of  bael-fruit  and 
its  use  in  medicine.  The  information  supplied  consisted  of 
an  abstract  from  Watt's  "  Dictionary  of  Economic  Products 
of  India,"  and  a  note  on  the  authority  of  De  Clercq  that  the 
wood  is  used  for  the  sheaths  of  knives  in  the  Dutch  East 
Indies,  but  that  the  tree  is  usually  spared  on  account  of  its 
edible  fruit,  known  as  "  slijmappels,"  which  has  a  sweet 
glutinous  flavour,  and  the  iuice  of  which  can  be  used  as  a 
substitute  for  mucilage.  The  Museum  authorities  recom- 
mend that  seed  should  be  obtained  from  Calcutta  or  Rangoon, 
and  plantations  of  the  tree  started  in  Java. 

The  Value  of  Beef-extracts. — Speaking  at  the  dinner  of 
the  Institute  of  Certificated  Grocers  on  September  21, 
Sir  Jam.es  ■  Crichton  Browne  remarked  that  a  know- 
ledge of  the  chemical  composition  of  any  kind  of  food  is 
not  a  sure  guide  to  its  nutritive  value.  A  remarkable  illus- 
tration had  been  given  in  a  paper  read  by  Professor  W.  H. 
Thompson,  of  Dublin,  at  the  British  Association  meeting  at 
Sheffield.  Professor  Thompson  was  directed  by  the  Medical 
Commissioner  of  the  Local  Government  Board  of  Ireland  to 
investigate  the  nutritive  value  of  Bovril.  He  arrived  de- 
finitely at  the  conclusion,  contrary  to  his  previous  conviction, 
that  Bovril  had  both  a  direct  and  indirect  effect  upon  nutri- 
tion. His  feeding  experiments  upon  dogs  showed  that  Bovril 
given  to  them  together  with  other  food  produced  an  increase 
of  weight  far  in  excess  of  the  quantity,  in  one  case  to  the 
extent  of  twenty  times,  in  another  ten  times,  and  when  the 
Bovril  was  stopped  the  dogs  soon  reverted  to  their  original 
weight.

This  ;  is  Part  II.  of  the  "  Handbuch  der  Drogisten- 
Praxis,  '  the  ninth  edition  of  which  was  reviewed  in  our 
pages  September  18,  1909,  p.  478.  It  is  a  recipe-book 
for  the  use  of  druggists,  and  contains  a  good  selection  of 
formulas  compiled  from  various  sources.  It  begins  with  a 
selection  of  medical  recipes  for  such  things  as  vinegars, 
waters,  baths,  plasters,  etc.  ;  then  follow  sections  devoted 
to  veterinary  medicines,  foods  and  beverages,  spirits 
(liqueurs,  fruit-essences),  toilet-articles,  perfumery,  var- 
nishes, inks,  wood-stains,  metal-plating,  alloys,  metal- 
cleaning  pastes,  cleaning  preparations,  washing-creams, 
fire-proofing  preparations,  disinfectants,  preservatives, 
dairy  preparations,  colourings,  dyes,  boot-dressings, 
cements,  sealing-waxes,  insect,  etc.,  poisons,  fireworks, 
photographic  formulae,  and  miscellaneous  formulas.  The 
recipes  are  in  German,  and  we  translate  a  few,  taken  at 
random,  to  show  the  scope  of  these  :

Die  dtherischen  Oele.  By  E.  Gildemeister  and  Fr 
Hoffmann.  Second  edition,  Vol.  I.  By  E  Gilde- 
meister 9  in.  by  6  in.  Pp.  viii+697.  (Leipzig: 
Schimmel  &  Co.J 

The  appearance  of  the  first  volume  of  the  revised  edition 
of  this  work  on  essential  oils  is  exceedingly  welcome  to 
all  who  are  interested  in  the  subject,  either  from  a  prac- 
tical or  an  academic  point  of  view.    The  present  volume 
deals  as  did  the  old  edition,  with  an  historical  and  geo- 
graphical account  of  the  spice  and  allied  trading  in  the 
early  and  middle  ages,  followed  by  a  general  history  of 
essential  oils,  principally  as  developed  by  old  and  modem 
literature,  full  details  of  every    important  publication 
(apart  from  contributions  to  periodicals)   dealing  with 
essential  oils  being  given.    This  chapter,  especially  when 
we  are  taken  back  well  into  the  fifteenth  century  forms 
very  interesting  reading.    A  chapter  which  did  not  ap- 
pear in  the  older  edition  is  that  dealing  with  the  history 
of  those  essential  oils  which  can  be  said  to  possess  a  his- 
tory^   For  example,  the  oil  of  Lebanon-cedar  wood  is 
identified   with   the   aromatic   substance   mentioned  by 
Herodotus  and  Pliny,  and  referred  to  frequently  in  the 
Old  Testament.    Calamus-root  is  shown  to  be  the  ancient 
drug  referred  to  in  old  religious  works,  including  the 
Ayur-Vedas  and  the  Old  Testament.     Sandalwood  was 
used  as  a  perfume  in  ancient  times,   it  having  been 
well  known  to  the  Egyptians  at  least  3,600  years  ago. 
The  distillation  of  the  oil  appears  to  have  been  mentioned 
by  Saladin  in  1488,  and  it  is  recorded  that  even  as  early 
as  the  ninth  century  the  distilled  oil  was  used  in  Ceylon  for 
embalming  the  bodies  of  princes.    Otto  of  rcee,  the  oils  of 
the  Agrumen  fruits,  lavender,  spike  and  rosemary,  are  all 
oils  of  which  one  would  expect  interesting  histories;  and 
in  turning  over  the  pages  of  this  chapter  we  find  that  each 
history  is  full  of  interest  and  as  complete  as  it  could  pos- 
sibly be.    After  the  chapter  on  distillation,  which  does 
not  differ  very  materially  from  the  same  chapter  in  the 
previous  edition,  we  are  taken  to  an  entirely  new  chapter 
on  extraction,  enfleurage,  and  maceration,  as  means  of 
obtaining  perfumes  from  the  more  delicate  flowers.  The 
subjects  are  well  and  adequately  discussed.     From  the 
point  of  view  of  the  analytical  chemist  the  main  interest 
in  the  work  centres  in  the  chapters  commencing  on  p.  285, 
where  an  exhaustive  treatment  of  the  principal  consti- 
tuents of  essential  oils  and  natural  and  artificial  perfumes 
is  given  to  us.    It  is  sufficient  to  say  in  regard  to  this 
section  that  it  embraces  all  that  has  been  known  up  to  the 
last  few  months  of  the  recorded  constituents  of  essential 
oils.  _  The  most  intricate  relationships  of  the  terpenes  and 
sesquiterpenes  are  fully  described,  and  terpenes  of  which 
the.  average  chemist  hardly  knows  are  dealt  with  at  length. 
We  are  so  accustomed  to  speak  of  the  terpene  "pinene" 
that  many  are  not  aware  that,  as  in  the  case  of  so  many 
of  the  constituents  of  essential  oils,  pinene  exists  in  at 
least  four  different  modifications  :  a-pinene,  which  may 
be  either  dextro-  or  laevo-rotatory,  is  the  principal  con- 
stituent of  turpentine  oil;  but  ^-pinene  differs  in  actual 
constitution  from  its  isomer,  and  itself  exists  in  the  two 
stereoisomeric  forms.    This  pinene  exists  in  turpentine  oil 
also,  and  in  lemon  oil,  cumin  oil,  and  nutmeg  oil.    To  the 
intricate  chemical  relationships  of  the  hydrocarbons  a  con- 
siderable amount  of  space  is  devoted  in  the  volume.  When 
we  come  to  the  oxygenated  constituents  of  essential  oils, 
we  are  brought  into  touch  with  the  more  generally  known 
portion  of  essential-oil  chemistry.       The  whole  of  this 
section  is  exceedingly  well  done.    The  concluding  chapter 
of  this  work  is  devoted  to  the  general  principles  of  the 
analysis  of  essential  oils.    In  dealing  with  the  physical 
methods  of  examination,  while  the  author  discusses  the 
refractive  index,  he  is  frank  in  stating  that  it  is  not  as 
good  a  criterion  of  purity  as  are  other  constants  (nicht  so 
gut  geeignet  wie  andere  Konstanten).    This  is  well  known 
to  be  the  view  generally  held  in  Leipzig ;  but  the  author 
is  fully  alive  to  the  fact  that  there  are  a  number  of  cases 
where  the  use  of  the  refractometer  may  be  of  great  service 
in  essential-oil  analysis.    The  use  of  the  Pulfrich  refracto- 
meter is  recommended,  but  with  this  most  analysts  will 
hardly  agree,  since  the  Zeiss-Abbe  is  far  more  convenient, 
pnd  gives  results  of  quite  sufficient  accuracy  for  all  prac- 
tical" purposes.     The  tables   for  calculating  results  of 
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saponification  and  aoetylisation  are  fuller  and  more  con- 
venient than  in  the  previous  edition,  and  a  duplicate  of 
them  has  been  bound  separately  for  laboratory  use  and 
inserted  in  a  pocket  in  the  back  cover.  The  second 
volume,  which  is  now  in  course  of  preparation,  will  be 
devoted  to  monographs  on  the  individual  essential  oils, 
and  its  appearance  will  be  anticipated  with  a  great  deal  of 
interest,  for  it  is  not  stating  too  much  to  say  that  all 
who  are  identified  with  the  essential-oil  industry — distillers, 
dealers,  and  recearchers — recognise  that  the  publishers  of 
this  work  have  done  a  great  service  to  science  and  techno- 
logy by  its  publication.  The  book  is  well  done  from  the 
point  of  view  of  authorship,  but  it  could  not  be  possible 
to  prepare  and  publish  it  as  a  commercial  venture — it 
simply  would  not  pay.  Hence  our  expression  of  the 
indebtedness  of  all  chemists  to  those  identified  with  its 
production. 

Elements  of  Pharmacy,  Materia  Medica,  and  Therapeutics. 
By  Sir  William  Whitla,  M.A.,  M.D.  Ninth  edition. 
Crown  8vo.  Pp.  xiv  +  672.  9s.  net.  (London  : 
Bailliere,  Tindall  &  Cox.  1910.) 

It  is  not  quite  thirty  years  since  "Whitla's  "  Materia 
Medica  "  first  appeared,  and  the  facts  that  during  that 
time  eight  editions  have  been  exhausted,  and  that  the 
book  has  sold  at  the  rate  of  a  thousand  copies  a  year,  are 
pretty  good  evidence  that  the  work  is  appreciated.  This 
new  edition  is  issued  by  a  fresh  publisher,  but  little  altera- 
tion has  been  made  in  the  style  of  printing  and  the  get-up 
of  the  book.    It  is  more  closely  printed,  and  fifty-four 
pages  have  been  added,  so  that  it  contains  a  considerable 
amount  of  new  matter.    The  claim  is  made  that  it  is 
practically  a  new  volume,  much  of  it  having  been  rewritten 
and  all  of  it  brought  up  to  date.    A  careful  inspection  has 
satisfied  us  that  this  claim  is  not  without  justification,  for 
there  are  throughout  the  book  frequent  evidences  of  the 
reviser's  hand.    In  Part  I.,  devoted  to  pharmacy,  there 
are  new  chapters  on  tablet-making  and  capsule-making, 
both  of  which  are  quite  practical.    In  Part  II.,  "The 
Administration  of  Medicines,"  new  paragraphs  are  devoted 
to  hypodermic  and  intravenous  injection,  and  absorption 
from  the  various  internal  organs.      Comparatively  little 
alteration  has  been  made  in  Parts  III.  and  IV.,  which  are 
devoted  to  the  materia  medica  and  therapeutics  of  official 
drugs  ;  but  here,  too,  are  evidences  that  an  attempt  has  been 
made  to  bring  the  information  up  to  date.  Considerable 
additions  have  been  made  to  the  monograph  on  digitalis, 
the  use  of  sulphate  of  magnesia  intraspinally  as  an  anaes- 
thetic is  spoken  of,  and  the  pages  on  mix  vomica  have  been 
rewritten  and  added  to.    The  bulk  of  the  new  matter  is 
found  in  Part  V.,  which  is  devoted  to  unofficial  remedies. 
A  very  excellent  account  is  given  of  the  serum  and  vaccine 
treatment,  and  medical  men  who  have  this  book  at  hand 
need  never  be  in  doubt  as  to  the  difference  between  a 
serum  and  a  vaccine.    A  useful  account  is  also  given  of  the 
lactic-acid  treatment.    We  do  not  find  much  to  criticise ; 
but  we  may  note  that  cataphoresis  is  still  called,  as  in 
1903,  "  a  new  method,"  and  ionisation  is  not  mentioned  in 
the  index,  and,  we  presume,  not  referred  to  in  the  book. 
The  proof-reading  has  been  well  done,  though  we  observe 
that  the  Lister  Institute  is  still  called  several  times  the 
Jenner  Institute,  that  "sugar-cane"  appears  in  place  of 
"cane-sugar"  (p.  38),  and  that  "  galenical"  is  sometimes 
spelled  with  a  capital.    Also  in  several  instances  the  author 
appears  to  have  gained  his  information  from  second-hand 
sources,  the  names  of  two  well-known  compilers  appearing 
with  unnecessary  frequency,  and  occasionally  an  advertise- 
ment is  given  to  a  proprietary  preparation  and  once  at 
least  to  a  secret  remedy. 


A  New  Seed-oil.— The  oil  from  the  seeds  of  the  rubber- 
tree  bids  fair  to  be  a  product  of  great  importance  in  the  near 
future.  The  U.S.  Consul  at  Singapore  reports  that  investi- 
gations show  the  seeds  vield  an  oil  of  the  linseed-oil  type,  and 
commensurate  in  value  with  cottonseed  oil.  When  the 
present  demand  for  seed  for  planting  begins  to  fall,  and  the 
new  plantations  begin  to  yield  supplies  of  seed,  there  is 
evidence  of  another  profitable  source  of  income  for  rubber- 
planters,  and  yet,  another  source  of  oil  to  relieve  the 
threatened  shortage  in  that  commodity,  with  which  the  supply 
of  soya-bean  oil  cannot  cope.

Sheffield  Pharmaceutical  Society. 

On  the  ground  that  the  Council  of  this  Society  had  voted 
away  illegally  the  greater  part  of  the  Society's  funds,  the 
members  at  the  annual  meeting,  held  on  Wednesday  even- 
ing, September  28,  declined  to  adopt  the  financial  statement, 
which  showed  a  balance  in  hand  of  over  15/.,  when  in  reality 
it  was  only  a,  pound  or  two.  Mr.  Percy  Carr  (President) 
was  in  the  chair. 

The  Balance-sheet 
showed  an  income  of  33/.  18s.  9d.  and  an  expenditure  of 
17/.  19s.  4f/.,  leaving  a  balance  in  the  treasurer's  hands  of 
15/.  19s.  bd.  Last  year's  balance  was  18/.  8s.  9d. — A  dis- 
cussion arose  on  the  action  of  the  Council  in  voting 
12  guineas  to  the  Benevolent  Fund  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  after  the  balance-sheet  had  been  drawn  up  and 
before  it  had  been  approved  by  the  general  meeting.  The 
Treasurer  (Mr.  J.  T.  Apgleton)  said  it  was  not  a  matter 
which  concerned  the  general  meeting ;  the  Council  had  full 
power. — Mr.  G.  T.  W.  Neweholme  argued  that  according 
to  rule  the  Council  had  no  such  power.  Their  action  was 
absolutely  ultra  vires,  and  its  effect  was  that  the  balance 
sheet  did  not  accurately  represent  the  present  financial 
position. — It  was  decided  that  the  balance-sheet  be  not 
adopted  on  the  motion  of  Mr.  Newsholme,  seconded  by 
Mr.  J.  B.  Pater.    According  to 

The  Retort  of  the  Council 
the  membership  was  forty,  with  four  associates,  a  decrease 
of  seven.  The  Society's  finances  were  in  a  sound  condition. 
The  payment  of  old  and  unrendered  accounts,  which  ought 
to  have  come  in  a  previous  balance-sheet,  were  responsible 
for  the  smaller  balance  than  last  year.  Papers  had  been 
given  during  the  session  by  Messrs.  Bernard  Ellis,  J.  T. 
Appleton,  E.  W.  Keer,  Glass,  and  S.  Bernard  Brook,  and 
the  Council  expressed  its  indebtedness  and  thanks  to  these 
gentlemen.    The  following 

Members  of  the  Council 
were  elected  :  Messrs.  R.  D.  Douglas,  J.  F.  Eardley,  A.  H. 
Culverhouse,  J.  Evans,  J.  B.  Pater,  and  G.  Squire. — A  vote 
of  condolence  with  the  widow  of  the  late  Mr.  Charles 
Saville  Bentley  was  passed,  and  the  Secretary  was  in- 
structed to  write.  In  a  letter  of  resignation  Mr.  J.  E. 
Alcock  stated  that  he  did  not  consider  the  society  was  carry- 
ing on  the  objects  for  which  it  was  formed.  He  also  took 
exception  to  incidents  at  some  of  the  meetings. 

Exeter  Association  of  Pharmacists. 

A  Meeting  of  this  Association  was  held  on  September  26, 
the  President,  Mr.  Frank  Sloman,  in  the  (hair.  There 
were  also  present  Messrs.  Courtenav  Sloman.  Erie  Lemmon, 
J.  W.  Lake,  J.  Harris,  T.  C.  Milton,  F.  W.  Vinden, 
H.  Wippell  Gadd,  and  D.  Reid. 

It  was  unanimously  resolved  to  recommend  the  re- 
appointment of  Mr.  Reid  as  Divisional  Secretary  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society. 

Shops  (No.  2)  Bill. — Mr.  Vinden  introduced  the  ques- 
tion of  shop-hours  legislation,  and  read  some  communi- 
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cations  from  the  Liverpool  Association  of  Pharmacists  re- 
lating thereto.  Mr.  H.  Wippell  Gadd  briefly  explained 
the  Shops  (No.  2)  Bill  introduced  last  July  into  the  House 
■of  Commons  by  the  Home  Secretary.  After  discussion,  the 
following  resolution  was  carried  : 

That  this  meeting  of  the  Exeter  Association  of  Pharmacists 
is  in  favour  of  a  compulsory  closing  for  one  half-day  a  week, 
hut  wishes  to  emphasise  the  necessity  of  the  same  day  being 
selected  for  all  allied  trades. 

The  Title  "  Pharmacist."— Mr.  H.  Wippell  Gadd 
called  attention  to  the  indiscriminate  manner  in  which  the 
title  "  pharmacist  "  is  apparently  being  used  in  connection 
with  voluntary  military  organisations,  and  gave  a  specific 
■case  in  which  a  person  holding  only  the  assistant's  qualifi- 
cation of  the  Apothecaries'  Society  is  described  as  a 
''pharmacist."  Mr.  David  Reid  promised  to  bring  this 
case  before  the  notice  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  with 
a  view  to  a  protest  being  sent  to  the  military  authorities.

A  Cupboard  Dispensary. 

In  St.  Mary's  Hospital  for  Women  and  Children,  Plaistow, 
London,  E.,  which  is  situated  in  one  of  the  poorest  and  most 
populous  districts  of  "  London-over-the-Border,"  there  are 
two  departments  which  stand  very  much  in  need  of  reform. 
They  are  the  dispensary  and  the  sleeping  accommodation  for 
-the  nursing  staff.  A  spacious  new_  building  for  in-patients  is 
nearing  completion  on  a  site  adjoining  the  present  hospital, 
and  the  Matron,  Miss  Kate  L.  Ray,  has  inaugurated  a 
•"'  Million  Pennies  "  Fund,  so  that  the  out-patients'  depart- 
ment, the  dispensary,  and  nurses'  home  (which  are  comfort- 


less and  absolutely  inadequate)  may  be  rebuilt.  The  "  Daily 
Mirror  "  of  September  l7  printed  a  series  of  pictures  showing 
the  ".Dormitory  or  CuDicles"  where  the  nurses  sleep, 
which,  Miss  Ray  says,  "compares  unfavourably  with  the 
average  stable  of  horse-boxes  of  any  modern  country  house." 
There  was  also  an  illustration  showing  the  lady  dispenser, 
Miss  Rose  Dutch,  at  work  in  what  is  rather  -  a  medicine- 
cupboard  than  a  hospital  dispensary.  The  waiting-room  of 
the  "  dispensary  "  seats  about  a  dozen  persons,  and  often, 
Miss  Dutch  told  a  representative  of  the  V.  &  D.  who  visited, 
the  hospital  on  Wednesday,  there  are  a  hundred  women 
waiting,  mostly  with  children,  and  the  majority  of  these  have 
to  stand  outside  in  all  weathers  until  their  turn  comes  to 
have  their  prescriptions  dispensed.  "  Dispensing  under  diffi- 
culties "  is  a  mild  description  of  what  Miss  Dutch  has  had  to 
endure  for  eleven  years.  The  dispensary  is  merely  a  slip  of  a 
room  partitioned  off  from  a  mission-hall,  where  a  soup- 
kitchen,  jumble-sales,  etc.,  are  often  in  full  swing,  with  much 
attendant  noise  and  .disorder.  There  is  no  cupboard-room, 
and  very  few  shelves.  Empties  and  cases  of  supplies  have 
to  be  stacked  up  anywhere.  A  small  sink  and  one  table 
complete  the  furnishing  of  the  department,  where  the  average 
prescriptions  per  day  number  considerably  over  100.  The 
nursing  staff  consists  of  twelve  nurses  and  three  sisters,  and 
they  are  all  housed  in  one  corridor  of  tiny  cubicles,  where 
there  is  just  room  for  a  bedstead  and  nothing  else. 


Poisoning  Cases. 


Twelve  fatalities  with  poisons,  including  two  misadventures, 
have  been  recorded  since  our  last  issue  as  the  result  of 
coroners'  inquests : 

Carbolic  Acid  was  used  for  suicidal  purposes  at  Stoke-on- 
Trent  by  Rachel  Charlotte  Nichols  (34),  certified  nurse,  who 
was  addicted  to  alcohol. — Annie  Murray  (18)  ended  her  life 
at  Ballymoney  by  taking  the  same  poison.— Carbolic  acid  was 
also  responsible  for  the  suicidal  death  of  Thomas  Wood  (51), 
stud-groom,  Burton  Hall,  who  was  in  fear  of  being  dismissed 
from  his  situation.— At  Hull,  Inez  Green  intentionally  ended 
her  life  by  taking  this  poisonous  fluid. 

Hyoscine. — At  the  conclusion  of  the  inquiry  held  upon  the 
remains  found  in  the  cellar  at  Hilldrop  Crescent,  London, 
N.,  the  jury  found  a  verdict  of  wilful  murder  against  H.  H. 
Crippen.  The  Coroner :  And  are  you  of  opinion  that  the 
human  remains  found  are  those  of  Mrs.  Crippen,  otherwise 
Belle  Elmore?  The  Foreman  of  the  Jury  :  We  are.  Can  you 
say  by  what  means  she  died  ? — Poison.  And  what  poison  '! — 
Hyoscine.  During  the  last  day  of  inquiry  Mr.  Harold 
Kirby,  assistant  with  Messrs.  Lewis  &  Burrows,  108  New 
Oxford  Street,  London,  W.C.,  restated  his  evidence  regarding 
the  purchase  of  hyoscine.  Mr.  Travers  Humphreys  :  Do  you 
keep  hyoscine  hydrobromide  in  stock  ? — Not  in  that  quantity. 
Could  you  say  how  much  you  had  in  stock  on  January  19? — ■ 
I  could  not.  You  do  not  think  you  would  have  as  much  as 
5  grains? — No;  it  is  rarely  used.  Did  you  see  Crippen  when, 
he  called  and  gave  the  order? — No.  Has  the  same  person 
ordered  poisons  from  time  to  time  ? — Yes.  Can  you  tell  the 
jury  whether  Crippen  had  ever  bought  hyoscine  hydro- 
bromide  before  ? — We  have  never  obtained  it  for  him  before. 

Laudanum. — An  open  verdict  was  returned  at  the  inquest 
held  at  Lambeth  upon  Private  Albert  J.  Mayman  (26),  of  the 
R.A.M.C.,  and  stationed  at  Dover,  who  died  from  an  overdose 
of  laudanum.  Deceased  apparently  took  about  2  oz.  of  the 
opiate. — At  Goole,  Annie  Buskill  Appleyard  (46),  dock- 
labourer's  wife,  also  committed  suicide  by  taking  the  same 
narcotic.  At  the  inquest  Mr.  E.  Timm,  pharmacist,  Aire 
Street,  Goole,  deposed  that  he  supplied  deceased  with  1  oz. 
of  laudanum,  which  she  had  purchased  on  previous  occasions. 

Nitric  Acid.— -The  death  of  Mrs.  M.  E.  Taylor,  wife  of  a 
drug-store  proprietor  at  Bournebrook,  was,  the  jury  found, 
due  to  misadventure.  It  was  stated  that  the  woman  looked 
after  the  shop  while  her  husband  was  away  at  work,  and  the 
jury  added  a  rider  to  their  verdict  expressing  disapproval  of 
this  way  of  carrying  on  a  drug-store.  ■ 

Potassium  Cyanide  caused  the  suicidal  death  of  an  Eastney 
photographer  named  Joseph  Henry  Wileman  (42).  Deceased 
had  kept  a  supply  of  the  poison  for  photographic  purposes. 

Prussic  Acid  was  taken  with  suicidal  intent  by  Rudolf 
Kann  (34),  copper-plate  manufacturer,  Brondesbury. — At 
Sheffield  on  September  23.  Mr.  Charles  Seville  Bentley, 
chemist  and  druggist,  136  Upper  Hanover  Street,  Sheffield, 
poisoned  himself  with  prussic  acid.  It  transpired  at  the  in- 
quiry that  Mr.  Bentley,  who  took  over  the  business  from  his 
father  about  five  years  ago,  was  in  monetary  difficulties,  and 
had  on  the  morning  of  his  death  received  a  letter  threatening 
legal  proceedings  if  he  failed  to  settle  an  account.  The  jury 
returned  a  verdict  of  "  suicide  during  temporary  insanity." 

Spirit  of  Salt,  taken  in  mistake  for  quinine,  caused  the 
death  of  James  Pullen  (58).  of  Acton,  who  died  from  starva- 
tion a  week  after  the  accident; 
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London  Chamber  of  Commerce. 

Chemical  Trade  Section. 


A MEETING  was  held  at  the  offices  of  the  Chamber, 
Oxford  Court,  Cannon  Street,  E.C.,  on  September  23, 
Mr.  John  C.  Umney,  F.C.S.,  Chairman  of  the  Section,  pre- 
siding.   Other  members  present  were  :

After  the  usual  preliminaries  the  Chairman  explained  that 
the  first  item  on  the  agenda  related  to  the 

Spirit=licences. 

"Since  we  last  met  here,"  he  said,  "the  difficulty  with 
regard  to  the  retail  spirit-licence  has  not  been  entirely  re- 
moved. I  had  an  interview  yesterday  with  Sir  Alfred 
Tedder,  and  he  informed  me  that  the  matter  was  still  under 
consideration  by  the  Board,  that  their  consideration  of  it 
was  very  sympathetic,  and  that  I  was  to  state  to  this 
meeting  that  he  had  every  belief  that  it  would  be  favour- 
able to  the  wholesale  druggist  and  manufacturing  chemist. 
This  means  that  those  who  have  paid  the  retail  spirit- 
licence  on  the  value  of  their  premises  will  have  their  money 
returned  to  them.  That  statement  might  imply  a  differentia- 
tion, but  it  is  as  it  was  made.  He  also  informed  me  that 
they  have  been  busy  in  connection  with  other  Excise  and 
Revenue  matters,  and  that  that  really  is  the  reason  that 
this  matter  has  not  been  dealt  with." 

Mr.  Umney,  continuing,  said  the  next  subject  on  the 
agenda  was  the  manufacture  and  storage  of 

Spirituous  Preparations  in  Bond. 

Mr.  Umney  remarked  :  For  the  convenience  of  members 
of  this  Section  and  others  I  have  had  distributed  a  little 
pamphlet  containing  articles  extracted  from  various  pub- 
lications dealing  with  this  subject.  There  can  be  no 
question  that  it  is  a  pronounced  hardship  that  the  manu- 
facturers of  spirituous  liquors  should  be  placed  in  the 
doubly  difficult  position  of  having  to  waste  a  considerable 
amount  of  interest  on  capital  and  incur  risks  which  a 
failure  to  maintain  the  spirit-duty  at  a  regular  level  in- 
volves. Of  course,  as  to  the  first  point — the  heavy  interest 
on  capital — there  can  be  no  two  opinions,  for  if  we  have 
10,000?.  worth  of  spirituous  preparations  on  which  duty  has 
been  paid,  it  means,  as  against  the  same  amount  stored  in 
bond,  a  loss  of  interest  amounting  to  450L  a  year'.  That  is  a 
very  heavy  tax  indeed,  and  10,000?.  worth  of  duty-paid 
spirituous  preparations  is  not  a  very  large  stock  for  the 
manufacturing  chemist,  the  essence-maker,  or  the  wholesale 
druggist.  Now,  coming  to  the  maintenance  of  the  duty  at 
the  present  level,  that  is  rather  a  political  problem.  There 
is  no  doubt  about  it  that  with  a  different  Chancellor  of  the 
Exchequer,  and  a  different  party  in  office,  and  for  various 
political  reasons,  one  may  get  a  greatly  reduced  spirit-duty, 
and  all  of  us  run  a  considerable  risk  when  such  a  change 
comes  about.  There  is  no  doubt,  of  course,  that  alcohol  is 
absolutely  necessary  for  manufacturing  purposes.  It  is 
necessary  as  a  solvent  of  the  active  constituents  of  the  drugs 
we  may  use ;  it  is  absolutely  essential  to  the  essence-maker, 
and,  as  far  as  one  can  ascertain  at  present,  the  efforts  that 
have  been  made  for  the  production  of  perfumes  without  it 
have  not  shown  much  progress.    We  have  to  consider  here 


that  we  have  a  distinct  grievance,  and  we  want  to  consider 
what  is  the  best  way  to  deal  with  it.  Now,  first  of  all,  I 
thought  we  might  divide  it  into  a  series  of  questions  : 

1.  Do  we  want  alcohol  free  of  duty  for  the  whole  of  our 
preparations  ? 

Though  we  are  not  in  the  least  likely  to  get  it,  we  probably 
don't  want  alcohol  free  of  duty.  Of  course,  one  would 
not  like  to  make  too  much  point  of  that  matter  in  an  open, 
meeting.  It  is  obvious,  however,  that  if  alcoholic  prepara- 
tions were  free  from  duty  the  turnover  would  be  very- 
small  indeed,  the  profit  would  be  very  small,  or  at  any  rate 
the  volume  of  profit  would  be  very  small,  although  the 
percentage  of  profit  might  remain  as  good  as  at  the  present 
time.  There  is,  however,  one  consideration,  that  in  times, 
past  chemists  have  been  exempt  from  payment  of  the  spirit- 
duty.  I  am  speaking  of  those  who  deal  with  and  prescribe 
for  the  ailments  of  men.  Chemists  have  in  times  past,  I 
say,  been  exempt  from  payment  of  the  duty,' and  there  is  a 
section  of  the  Act  of  1742  which  actually  reads  : 

"  Provided  always  .  .  .  that  this  Act  .  .  .  shall  not 
extend    to    any    physicians,    apothecaries,    surgeons,  or 
chemists  as  to  any  spirits  or  spirituous  liquors  which  they 
may  use  in  the  preparation  or  making  up  of  medicines  for 
sick,  lame,  or  distempered  persons  only." 
In  other  words,  there  was  exemption  of  spirit-duty  for 
the  professed  pharmacist.    I  think,  therefore,  that  we,  and 
probably  all,  would  come  to  the  conclusion  that  we  don't 
want  duty-free  spirit.    Then  we  arrive  at  the  next  stage  - 

2.  As  to  whether  it  would  not  be  possible  to  have  a 
reduced  duty? 

In  the  paper  I  have  distributed  to  you  there  is  an  extract 
or  report  which  has  been  communicated  by  one  of  our 
colonial  friends.  It  is  the  last  paper  in  the  pamphlet  and 
is  entitled  "Industrial  Alcohol  in  South  Africa."  There- 
is  set  out  the  scheme  by  which  pharmacists  work  in  the 
Orange  Free  State  and  which  appears  to  work  very  well 
indeed.  There  is  no  particular  reason  why  such  a  scheme- 
could  not  be  worked  in  this  country.  The  duty  being, 
deposited  in  the  first  instance,  a  rebate  is  afterwards- 
granted  on  manufactures  of  different  kinds.  It  may  even  be 
graduated.  A  rebate  may  be  made  to  the  medicine-maker 
of ,  say,  50  per  cent,  of  the  duty  ;  to  the  essence-nfkker  a 
lower  rebate  may  be  allowed — say,  of  33g  ;  and  to  the- 
perfume-maker  possibly  a  rebate  of  25  per  cent, 
may  be  allowed.  That  it  could  be  worked  quite 
easily  there  is  no  question  whatever,  and  possibly 
the  increased  sale  of  perfumes  would  make  up  for 
the  apparent — in  the  first  instance — deficit  in  revenue. 
Now,  these  are  the  first  two  alternatives,  if  I  may  say  so, 
but  these  might  or  might  not  be  viewed  with  favour.  The- 
first  would  not  be  acceptable  to  ourselves,  the  second  might 
involve  rather  awkward  work  for  the  Revenue  authorities, 
although  they  would  give  it  fair  consideration,  since  they 
have  such  a  clear  lead  from  the  Colonies.  But  the  third 
proposition — which  is  really  the  point  on  the  agenda — is  : 

3.  The  possibility  of  manufacturing,  or,  at  any  rate., 
of  storage  of  spirituous  preparations  in  bond. 

Now,  I  do  not  think  there  would  be  any  very  great 
difficulty  in  the  question  of  the  storage  of  spirituous  prepara- 
tions in  bond.  I  have  discussed  this  problem — for  it  is  a 
problem — with  some  of  the  chief  officials  of  the  Board  of 
Customs  and  Excise,  and  there  is  no  question  whatever 
that  they  are  averse  to  private  bonded  warehouses.  Their 
idea  is  that  it  is  better  to  have  public  bonded  warehouses  in 
which  it  would  be  quite  easy  to  store  our  preparations  after 
we  have  made  them.  The  outline  I  had  suggested  was  a 
workable  scheme — if  they  would  not  allow  us  to  manufac- 
ture in  bond — by  which  we  would  simply  carry  out  the 
process  that  we  do  in  shipment  under  drawback — to  receive 
the  spirit  and  pay  the  duty  on  it,  then  make  our  prepara- 
tions from  it  and' store  these,  after  making  them,  in  bond. 
In  the  same  way  as  we  simply  call  upon  the  Revenue  officer 
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to  attend  when  we  are  shipping,  say,  tinctures  or  essences, 
we  would  under  his  surveillance  put  these  away  in  bond, 
and  when  we  take  them  out  we  would  call  upon  him  to 
authorise  us  as  we  do  now  under  the  conditions  I  have 
referred  to.  In  that  way  wc  should  have  a  great  part  of  our 
spirituous  preparations  under  bonded  conditions,  and  we 
should  not  lose  our  interest.  Of  course,  that  does  not  deal 
with  manufacture  in  bond,  but  we  should  very  much  like 
to  hear  the  views  of  all  here  on  that  phase  of  the  subject.  I 
believe  the  principle  that  has  guided  us  in  the  past  is  to 
ask  for  more  than  we  think  we  shall  get,  and  therefore  it  is 
advisable  that  the  question  should  be  considered  as  to 
whether  we  should  ask  for  leave  to  manufacture  in  bond  as 
well  as  store.  Now,  all  of  those  who  took  part  in  the 
movement  to  get  drawback  on  shipment  are  still  with  us. 
Mr.  Tyrer,  Mr.  Howard,  and  Mr.  Millard  are  still  active 
workers  in  the  field,  and  I  think  we  can  rely  on  their  help 
and  co-operation  to  carry  forward  this  scheme,  which,  I 
believe,  would  be  fairly  and  conscientiously  considered  by 
the  Treasury.  We  have  also  in  this  pamphlet  which  has 
been  sent  to  you — as  you  will  see  set  out — the  regulations 
that  are  enforced  in  Germany  and  Austria,  where,  under 
certain  conditions,  there  is  deferred  payment  of  duty  for  a 
period  of  from  four  to  two  years.  Of  course,  that  is  a  little 
thing  to  ask  for,  but  still  we  might  even  have  to  come  down 
to  that  if  we  cannot  get  more.  I  shall  be  glad  to  hear  the 
views  of  all  here.  If  we  are  perfectly  unanimous  it  would 
be  quite  feasible  to  appoint  a  committee  consisting  of  the 
representatives  of  the  wholesale  drug-trade,  of  the  chemical 
manufacturing  trade,  of  the  essence-manufacturers,  and  of 
the  perfumers,  to  see  what  could  be  done.  That  is  the 
position  as  we  find  it.  I  shall  be  glad,  gentlemen,  to  hear 
any  remarks. 

Difficulty  of  Warehousing. 
Mr.  E.  J.  Millard,  F.C.S.,  remarked  that  there  was  no 
doubt  about  the  grievance,  and  opinion  was  fairly  unanimous 
that  something  ought  to  be  done  to  relieve  it.  "  The  only 
difficulty  that  occurs  to  me,"  he  proceeded,  "is  whether 
there  is  any  likelihood  of  the  Revenue  authorities  giving 
us  permission  to  warehouse  those  spirituous  preparations  on 
our  own  premises,  which,  I  take  it,  is  what  you  intend  to 
ask  for.  Most  probably  the  wai'ehouse,  in  a  case  like  that, 
would  have  to  be  almost  adjacent  premises.  Of  course 
these  are  details  that  could  be  considered  later  on. 
Presently  we  are  all  suffering  from  a  very  grave  difficulty, 
as  Mr.  Umney  has  mentioned,  from  our  having  a  large 
amount  of  capital  locked  up,  and  the  risk  we  run  at  times 
of  a  reduction  of  the  spirit-duty  affecting  those  preparations. 
In  these  respects  we  incur  losses  for  which  we  are  in  no  way 
to  blame.  In  the  export  of  these  preparations — especially 
such  articles  as  tincture  of  orange — we  are  hit.  We  are 
bound  to  manufacture  in  a  certain  period  of  the  year  when 
we  can  get  the  orange-peel.  We  would  have  to  draw  the 
tinctures  out  of  bond  again,  and  there  would  be  some 
trouble  in  the  arrangement  there.  What  we  ought  to  aim 
at  is  to  manufacture  in  bond,  for  we  get  the  benefit  of  free 
alcohol.  That  is  what  we  started  for  in  connection  with 
the  use  of  alcohol  for  industrial  purposes.  The  only 
suggestion  is  to  manufacture  entirely  in  bond,  and  the 
other  things  we  must  take  if  we  cannot  get  the  greater 
advantage.  That,  it  seems  to  me,  is  the  obvious  thing  we 
should  do.  The  question  of  the  essences  is  a  very  large 
one,  and  there  are  one  or  two  essence-manufacturers  here 
whom  we  woald  be  glad  to  hear.  Medicinal  tinctures 
have,  so  far,  had  fairly  good  assistance  from  the  Revenue 
people.  Whether  they  will  treat  potable  preparations  from 
the  same  point  of  view  is  a  different  thing.  I  notice  that 
in  the  South  African  trade  they  are  treated  in  a  different 
light." 

The  Chairman  :  The  preparations  have  to  be  submitted 
to  a  pharmaceutical  board. 

Mr.  Millard  :  And  they  will  have  it  that  they  are 
medicinal  preparations. 

Mr.  E.  A.  Webb  expressed  the  opinion  that  what  mem- 
bers of  the  Section  wanted  was  permission  to  manufacture 
in  bond.  He  did  not  think  that  warehousing  in  bond  would 
be  such  a  very  great  advantage,  because  it  would  simply  be 
the  question  of  the  saving  of  interest.  If  they  could 
manufacture  in  bond,  then  pay  duty  on  the  manufactured 
article  as  taken  out  for  sals,  that  would  be  a  great  advan- 


tage to  wholesale  druggists  and  manufacturers  of  chemi- 
cals who  require  pure  alcohol. 

Chemical  Manufacturers'  Views. 

Mr.  David  Howard,  F.I.C.,  F.C.S.,  remarked  that  it 
would  be  well  if  they  bore  in  mind  the  enormous  duties 
that  were  involved.  "Imagine  now,"  he  said,  "that 
pharmaceutical  preparations  were  allowed  to  be  free — what 
would  be  the  demand  for  tincture  of  gentian,  tincture  of 
orange,  and '  a  few  other  things  of  that  sort  ?  I  have 
suspicion  there  are  cases  where  people  take  sal  volatile 
more  for  the  sake  of  the  spirit  than  for  the  ammonia  it 
contains.  There  are  things  with  no  ammonia  to  speak  of 
in  them  which  are  extremely  popular  among  some  people 
because  they  take  so  much  of  it.  That  is  one  point.  The 
greater  the  duty  the  greater  danger  of  misuse  and  the 
greater  the  tax  on  us.  There  is  another  point  which  has 
not  been  alluded  to  in  relation  to  storage  in  bond.  I 
refer  to  the  hopeless  answer  to-day  of  what  the  duty  is 
going  to  be.  One  never  knows  definitely  what  to  do  ;  and 
I  speak  as  an  unfortunate  manufacturer.  We  would  not 
have  a  gallon  of  pure  spirit  in  our  place  if  we  dared.  It 
is  not  an  easy  matter.  Someone  has  to  carry  stocks,  and 
someone  loses  on  it.  The  question  of  manufacturing  in 
bond  is  very  much  connected  with  that  phase  of  the 
subject.  That  manufacturing  in  bond  is  the  only  practi- 
cal arrangement  seems  to  me  very  evident,  but  we  must 
not  imagine  that  we  can  be  allowed  an  easy  arrangement 
for  manufacturing  in  bond.  The  bonded  premises  would 
have  to  be  rigorously  cut  off  from  the  rest  of  the  world 
as  the  bonded  warehouses  are,  and  more  so.  Every  pro- 
cess would  have  to  be  inspected,  every  gallon  of  spirit 
would  have  to  be  accounted  for.  This  process  of  super- 
vision will  be  a  very  extensive  one,  and  the  real  question 
is  how  far  the  added  expenses  would  become  compensated 
by  the  added  advantages  ?  Of  course,  the  duty  paid  would 
be  on  the  finished  article,  and  not  on  the  spirit  used  ;  and 
in  many  manufacturing  processes  we  know  what  the  differ- 
ence is  between  the  two.  It  is  quite  true  that  to  the 
manufacturing  chemist,  where  no  spirit  remains  under  the 
arrangement  for 

Industrial  Alcohol, 
the  matter  is  so  important  that  one  can  do  a  great  deal. 
But  there  are  things  that  we  cannot  make  (for  example, 
caustic  potash  alcoholic,  or  whatever  the  Germans  call 
it)  without  pure  alcohol,  unless  it  be  done  electrolytically, 
as  all  of  it  is  made  now.  In  the  majority  of  cases  the 
use  of  industrial  alcohol  for  manufacturing  purposes  has 
had  a  most  marvellous  advantage,  so  much  so  that  I  am 
afraid  that  rather  stands  in  the  way  of  going  further. 
We  have  done  so  much  that  manufacturing  in  bond  is  the 
only  thing  that  would  be  of  any  satisfaction  whatever. 
I  am  afraid  that  under  storage  in  bond  a  good  part  of 
the  interest  would  vanish  in  getting  the  preparations  in 
and  out.  The  only  advantage  which  that  offers  is  the 
question  of  the  risk  as  to  the  amount  of  the  duty.  But 
anything  that  can  be  done  to  find  out  really  what  'it 
would  cost  to  manufacture  in  bond  would  be  important. 
I  do  not  know  that  it  has  ever  been  allowed  in  pharmacy, 
but  it  is  well  that  we  should  consider  how  far  the  added 
expenses  may  be  nearly  equal  the  advantage  we  would 
gain.    That  is  really  the  problem  before  us. 

The  Chairman  :  We  will  be  glad  to  hear  further  the 
views  of  any  manufacturer  or  wholesale  druggist  or 
essence-maker.  There  seems  to  be  an  idea  that  we  must 
go  for  the  whole  hog,  and  try  to  get  the  manufacture  and 
storage  in  bond. 

Mr.  William  Stevenson,  F.C.S.  (Messrs.  Stevenson  & 
Howell)  :  I  quite  agree  with  you.  Better  start  with  a  de- 
mand for  the  whole  hog  in  the  hope  of  getting  part  of  it, 
or  most  of  it. 

Mr.  T.  Tyrer,  F.I.C.,  F.C.S. ,  said  that  according  to 
the  information  before  them  relative  to  the  use  of 
industrial  alcohol  in  South  Africa,  it  appeared  to  him 
that  any  real  advantage  based  on  that  system  would  soon 
disappear,  partly  because  of  the  position  which  alcohol, 
for  some  reason  or  other,  had  obtained  in  this  country. 
Such  a  scheme  might  be  possible  to  work  in  the  midst  of 
a  comparatively  sparse  population.  That  was  being  done, 
according  to  the  observations  of  Mr.  Millard,  in  South 
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Africa,  but  he  did  not  think  that  the  Chairman  or  Mr. 
Millard  had  directed  attention  to  a  little  surprise  in  that 
case.  In  South  Africa  the  man  had  to  use  duty-paid 
spirit.  It  was  only  when  it  was  got  out  and  used  for 
approved  purposes  that  the  rebate  was  made,  and  then 
there  was  a  reduction  to  Is.,  or  10  per  cent.  "  Now,  from 
that  point  of  view,"  said  Mr.  Tyrer,  "there  is  very  little 
to  be  gained.  Of  course,  that  lO.s.  is  not  20.s.,  and  there- 
fore there  would  be  an  advantage  on  the  question  of  a 
duty-value ;  but  the  principle  is  there,  and  that  principle 
is  carried  out  practically  here  in  an  arrangement  which, 
under  the  auspices  of  this  Chamber,  was  obtained  many 
years  ago,  when  the  drawback  on  tinctures  and  medicinal 
preparations  and  perfumes  in  a  gradually  extended  list — 
not  a  very  extensive  one,  but  quite  extensive  enough  from 
the  Revenue  point  of  view — was  granted.  I  need  not  go 
into  this.  Nobody  has  complained  of  this,  and  complaints 
which  were  somewhat  frequent  only  a  few  years  ago  have 
subsided  in  face  of  the  practicality  of  the  scheme  sug- 
gested, in  the  first  place,  by  the  trade,  and  operated  by 
the  honest  and  straightforward  co-operation  of  the  trade 
with  the  authorities.  But  the  case  is  entirely  different, 
it  seems  to  me,  when  you  begin  to  propose  to  manufacture 
in  bond.  That  is  an  idea  one  has  that  it  is  the  only  way 
out  of  the  difficulty.  But  some  reference  was  made  in  the 
article  in  the  G.  cb  D.  which,  I  think,  is  printed  on  page  8 
of  the  pamphlet,  in  which  they  give,  in  smaller  type,  from 
the  official  point  of  view,  the  present  fiscal  practice  as  to 
manufacturing  in  bond.  Here  we  have  what  we  may  take 
as  the  official  desire.  I  believe  this  is  taken  from  what 
is  called  the  semi-official  journal — '  The  Revenue  Re- 
view.' " 

Mr.  MacEwan  indicated  that  it  was  not. 

Mr.  Tyrer  :  "Well,  I  do  not  think,  in  any  true  sense  of 
the  term,  that  it  is  official,  and  it  should  not  be  regarded 
as  such,  although  it  may  contain  a  good  deal  of  matter 
which  is 

Semi-officially  Inspired, 

or  information  floating  about  in  various  departments.  In 
fact,  such  information  is  of  a  kind  that  would  come  to 
a  man  in  such  a  position  as  the  Editor  is.  But,  after  all 
is  said  and  done,  this  is  not  an  official  argument,  and  while 
it  reads  as  discouraging — whatever  the  object  of  the  article 
was,  it  reads  as  if  it  was  a  discouragement — I  really  don't 
agree  that  it  is  so.  I  might  vary  its  language,  but  it  does 
not  really  read  to  me  as  a  discouragement.  It  reads  only 
as  a  series  of  signals  along  the  line  which  may  guide  us 
and  give  us  pause  and  thought.  There  is  nothing  that 
cannot  be  got  over  by  arrangement  on  the  one  hand, 
and  by  the  utilisation  of  what,  I  believe,  exists  on  the 
other.  There  may  be  evidences  to  the  contrary,  but  I 
believe  honestly  that  the  opinions  of  the  higher  authorities 
of  the  Revenue  of  the  general  traders  who  have  a  reputa- 
tion to  maintain  among  their  fellows  was  never  higher 
than  it  is  now.  And  I  have  reason  for  believing — your 
Chairman  can  testify  to  it — that  we  have  had  evidences 
very  recently  of  the  opinion  in  which  the  trade  that  we 
here  represent  is  held  in  high  quarters.  If  that  is  the 
case,  we  have  not  difficulties  to  surmount  that  would  pre- 
sent themselves  under  other  conditions.  The  question  of 
our  bona  fides  will  not  exist  again — at  least,  I  do  not  think 
it  will.  But  it  comes  to  this  :  How  are  you  going  to 
satisfy  the  conditions  which  Mr.  Howaid  has  referred  to 
as  to  expenses  ?  Assuming  the  Revenue  authorities  say, 
'  We  will  let  you  do  this  provided  you  manufacture  in 
bond  in  various  large  centres — in  Birmingham,  Manchester, 
Liverpool,  Glasgow  or  Edinburgh,  and  London.'  Now, 
who  is  going  to  provide  for  the  supervision,  who  is  to 
supervise  the  manufacture,  who  is  going  to  get  over 

The  Difficulty  of  Private  Formulae  ? 

These  matters  are  very  easy  to  get  over  if  you  will  trust 
one  another  and  trust  someone.  But  then,  again,  the 
question  will  arise  as  to  the  direction  of  a  large  factory 
in  bond.  There  is  in  one  of  these  articles  a  suggestion 
of  the  enormous  expense  which  would  fall  upon  the  small 
man.  Very  well.  The  small  man  must  look  upon  the 
larger  man  with  less  envy  than  he  usually  does,  and  the 
larger  capitalist  must  drop  all  his  private  conceit  for  once. 
He  must  work  for  the  good  of  the  country,  and  leave  the 


country  better  for  the  good  of  the  trade.  The  object, 
of  course,  is  to  prevent  the  locking  up  of  capital  and  to 
save  interest.  After  all,  the  relation  of  the  quantity  of 
spirit  used  in  spirituous  preparations,  and  required  and 
used  in  the  paiticular  industries,  although  large  to  us, 
looking  at  it  in  a  moderate  way,  is  not  large  when  we  look 
at  the  gigantic  quantities  shown  by  statistics  and  some 
of  the  facts  which  occasionally  come  out  in  trade-papers 
and  documents  connected  with  the  spirit  industry  from 
the  distillers'  point  of  view.  These  considerations  should 
not  be  forgotten.  But  that  notwithstanding,  when  all  the 
difficulties  that  exist  have  been  removed,  and  those  other 
points  ensured — first,  the  getting  of  permission  to  do  it ; 
secondly,  the  paying  of  the  expenses  ;  thirdly,  the  dropping 
of  our  little  individuality  and  our  working  collectively — ■ 
there  would  remain  the  next  point,  whether  the  expense 
is  not  more  than  the  interest  on  the  locked-up  capital. 
I  do  not  know  that  I  have  said  anything  that  is  discourag- 
ing, but  my  own  belief  is  with  Mr.  Webb,  that  manufac- 
turing in  bond  is  an  object  for  which  we  must  strive  ;  and 
I  am  honestly  of  opinion  that  with  the  same  kind  of  care, 
tact,  and  perseverance  as  we  exercised  in  the  industrial- 
spirit  matter,  we  shall  attain  it — yes,  even  with  less  diffi- 
culty than  in  that  case."  After  referring  to  Mr.  Howard's 
remarks  on  industrial  alcohol,  Mr.  Tyrer  said  he  had  a 
profound  conviction  that  there  would  be  no  real  difficulty 
in  the  way  of  securing  manufacture  and  storage  in  bond. 
"The  basis  of  that  conviction,"  he  went  on  to  say,  "is 
not  general  experience  or  conversations  that  one  hears  in 
the  trains  or  in  travelling  otherwise,  or  general  ideas  that 
one  reads  in  the  papers ;  but  on  the  profound  belief  that 
the  authorities  are  sincerely  desirous  to  do  what  they 
can  for  the  traders  of  the  country.  The  idea  of  '  Britain 
for  the  Britons  '  has  gone  further  than  you  imagine.  I 
base  my  hopes  for  the  accomplishment  of  what  we  aim  at 
on  the  tactful  approach  we  make  the  subject,  and  the  fact 
that  the  authorities  are  not  alienated  from  us,  but 
drawn  to  us." 

Wholesale  Druggists'  Views. 

Mr.  Ayscough  Thompson  :  "  I  am  very  glad  to  note  that 
the  general  consensus  of  opinion  is  in  favour  of  manufac- 
turing in  bond.  That  is  what  we  all  ought  to  aim  at.  As 
one  or  two  speakers  said,  if  we  cannot  get  that,  we  may 
get  permission  to  store  in  bond.  In  this  there  should  not 
be  any  great  difficulty.  It  will  only  mean  an  amplifica- 
tion of  the  method  in  force  with  regard  to  the  use  of 
industrial  alcohol,  which  seems  to  work  very  well  indeed. 
I  could  not  quite  follow  Mr.  Tyrer  when  he  referred  to 
one  large  central  establishment  under  Government  control 
in  large  towns,  where  such  manufacture  should  be  carried 
on.  I  thought  that  what  we  are  to  endeavour  to  do  is  to 
manufacture  in  bond  ourselves — that  is,  each  one  of  us 
whose  business  is  of  sufficient  importance  to  manufacture 
in  bond.  Of  course,  as  in  the  case  of  industrial  alcohol, 
it  will  be  hedged  with  all  sorts  of  difficulties  and  some 
little  trouble.  I  do  not  see  why  it  should  not  at  the  end 
work  as  well  as  the  method  for  industrial  alcohol.  Would 
any  reference  be  made  in  the  representations  that  we  are' 
putting  before  the  Department  as  to  the  manufacture  of 
certain  alkaloids  where  the  use  of  pure  alcohol  would  be 
a  distinct  advantage  to  the  manufacturer?  " 

The  Chairman  :  You  have  that  permission  now.  You 
can  use  pure  alcohol  for  alkaloids.  There  is  already  that 
pel-mission — if  you  can  show  that  industrial  alcohol  is 
unsuitable. 

In  reply  to  the  Chairman,  Mr.  MacEwan  stated  that  in 
the  manufacture  of  saccharin  the  process  is  not  conducted 
in  bond  until  a  certain  stage  is  reached  ;  then  it  is  finished 
and  stored  in  bond ;  just  as  in  the  case  of  spirits,  the 
materials  used  do  not  come  within  the  purview  of  the 
Revenue  until  the  malt  is  mashed. 

Mr.  Webb  :  I  should  refer  to  one  point.  For  many 
vears  you  have  been  able  to  manufacture  tincture  of  orange 
in  bond  as  compounded  British  spirits,  I  think  that  is  the 
term.  We  ourselves  have  made  the  tincture  in  bond  as  an 
experiment,  and  it  went  through  perfectly  well.  If  that 
can  be  done  under  such  a  licence  there  is  no  reason  what- 
ever why  other  tinctures  should  not  be  so  manufactured. 

Mr.  Tyrer  :  Mr.  Webb  puts  that  as  a  precedent,  does  he 
not? 
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The  Chairman  :  It  has  only  been  manufactured  in  a 
public  bonded  warehouse.  I  had  a  long  discussion  with 
the  Chief  Supervisor,  and  that  was,  it  seemed,  the  only 
difficulty  that  he  has  in  his  mind.  What  we  want  is  to 
manufacture  in  certain  private  warehouses  in  bond.  And 
what  they  are  prepared  to  recognise,  apparently — and  with- 
out any  difficulty,  I  should  think — is  the  manufacture  of 
these  things  in  public  bonded  warehouses.  That  was  the 
opinion  expressed  recently. 

Mr.  Webb  :  Manufacturing  as  well  as  storing  ? 

A  Committee  Appointed. 

The  Chairman  :  Yes.  But  we  want  to  go  further  than 
public  bonded  warehouses.  May  I  move:  "That  this 
meeting  is  practically  unanimous  that  we  should  do  our 
best  to  put  before  the  Treasury  the  necessity  for  having 
the  manufacture  and  storage  of  alcoholic  preparations  in 
.bond,  and  that  we  appoint  a  committee  representing 
various  interests  of  the  sub-sections  of  this  Section  to 
probably  draft  a  memorandum  to  present  to  the  Treasury 
and  the  Excise  and  Customs  on  the  subject  ".?  I  will  move 
that  from  the  chair  if  someone  will  support  it. 

Mr.  Webb  :  I  should  be  pleased  to  second  that,  Mr. 
Chairman. 

Mr.  Tyrer  :  It  so  far  agrees  with  my  view  of  the  case 
that  I  support  it  very  heartily. 

The  Chairman  :  With  regard  to  the  committee  itself, 
how  would  it  do  to  have  the  present  committee  and  add  to 
it  representatives  of  chemical  and  essence  manufacturers 
.■and  of  the  perfumery  houses?  Mr.  Stevenson  might  re- 
present essences. 

Mr.  Stevenson  :  I  would  rather  not  act.  My  time  is  so 
taken  up  that  I  do  not.  think  I  could  get  away  to  attend  the 
meetings. 

The  Chairman  :  Then  will  you  suggest  someone  else  for 
the  essence  trade  ? 

Mr.  Stevenson  :  I  do  not  care  who  it  is. 

The  Chairman  :  I  would  suggest  for  the  perfumery  sub- 
section Mr.  Barrett.  We  are  manufacturers  of  essences 
ourselves. 

Mr.  Stevenson  :  I  think  we  had  better  leave  it  in  your 
hands. 

The  Chairman  :  As  a  provision  I  would  put  down  the 
name  of  Mr.  James  Bush.  Then  it  is  understood  that  the 
negotiations  shall  take  the  form  of  endeavouring  to  obtain 
in  the  first  instance  the  manufacture  and  storage  of 
spirituous  preparations  in  bond,  and  that  the  committee 
really  cover  the  essence  trade,  the  perfumery  trade,  the 
wholesale  druggist,  and  the  chemical  manufacturer. 

The  constitution  of  the  committee  is  as  follows  :  John  C 
Umney  (Chairman),  Eugene  V.  Barrett,  Jas.  M.  Bush, 
■Chas..  Alex.  Hill,  D.  Lloyd  Howard,  E.  J.  Millard,  T.  D. 
Morson,  Thomas  Tyrer,  E.  A.  Webb.  The  committee  of  the 
'Society  of  Chemical  Industry  includes  Messrs.  Thomas  Tyrer 
((the  Convener),  W.  F.  Reid  (the  President),  A.  Gordon 
tSalamon,  Sir  Boverton  Redwood,  Mr.  C.  G.  Cresswell  (the 
Secretary  of  the  Society). 
■  Mr.  H.  E.  Stevenson,  F.C.S.  (Baifs  Bros.  &  Stevenson, 
Tjtd.),  asked  what  the  effect  would  be  if  manufacturers 
-could  manufacture  and  store  in  bond  in  their  own 
premises. 

The  Chairman  :  It  would  mean  an  alteration  of  building 
walls,  locked  doors,  and  so  on.  That  makes  the  distinc 
tion  between  a  large  manufacturer  and  a  small  one,  and 
may  lead  to  some  discontent. 

Mr.  Howard  :  The  committee  will  have  in  mind  that  we 
are  covering  a  wide  ground,  but  there  are  certain  tinctures 
-where  there  is  no  spirit  used.  Then  you  have  certain  cases 
-where  the  spirit  is  altogether  lost.  You  have  other  cases 
where  the  spirit  is  changed,  and  apart,  too,  from  the  ques- 
tion whether  it  is  merely  used  as  a  solvent  and  recovered 
by  distillation.  The  use  of  stills  will  have  to  be  carefully 
considered,  because  the  still  is  a  thing  which  we  regard 
•with  extreme  dread.  We  know  the  unhappiness  that  arose 
over  some  of  the  older  ones — the  distilled- water  stills — 
and  it  is  quite  possible  we  might  find  greater  facilities  for 
making  tinctures  where  there  is  no  still  on  the  premises  than 
for  making  tinctures  where  there  is  a  still.  I  mention  that 
as  a  suggestion  to  you.  The  committee  might  bear  in  mind 
when  they  are  making  their  investigations  and  asking  what 


can  be  done,  that  it  is  quite  possible  there  might  be  a 
distinction  made  in  some  way. 

Mr.  W.  Stevenson  :  There  would  not  be  the  same  neces- 
sity to  recover  spirit  if  it  was  duty- tree. 

Mr.  Howard  :  I  think  you  might  let  it  go  in  that  case — 
only  you  will  have  to  account  for  it,  you  know.  They  are 
very  unhappy  about  wasting  industrial  alcohol.  They 
always  want  to  know  what  becomes  of  it,  and  very  pro- 
perly so. 

Mr.  Tyrer  :  I  should  like  to  say  that  Mr.  Stevenson 
quite  rightly  understood  what  I  said,  and  not  only  what 
I  said,  but  what  I  meant.  Now,  do  you  think  it  is  in  the 
least  likely,  does  any  one  imagine,  that  Birmingham  would 
like  to  submit  to  any  arrangement  which  did  not  in  some 
way  or  other  fit  it?  But  the  effect  goes  further  north. 
If  you  have  manufacture  in  bond  in  Liverpool,  you  will 
require  to  go  further  north  still.  Something  will  have 
to  be  done  in  the  way  of  subdivision.  I  make  these 
observations  in  reply  to  Mr.  Stevenson;  for,  after  all  is 
said  and  done,  that  is  what  we  will  have  to  do  and  be 
prepared  for  and  to  meet  in  order  to  mitigate  that  evil 
referred  to  by  Mr.  Howard— the  distinction  between  the 
:apitalist  and  the  smaller  man. 

The  Chairman  :  I  think 'we  are  all  practically  agreeu, 
and  I- move  that  the  committee  be  appointed. 

This  was  agreed  to.  ,       ,,.       ,.  . 

The  Chairman  :  Mr.  Tyrer  has  quoted  from  this  article 
in  The  Chemist  and  Druggist  as  indicating  an  opposite 
side  to  our  own.  But  the  case  of  the  C.  &  D.  is  summed 
up  in  the  latter  part  of  that  article.  The  point,  is  im- 
portant. There  is  one  sentence  here  at  the  bottom  of  the 
second  column  on  page  8  : 

When  for  Revenue  purposes  they  touch  an  article  so 
important  as  alcohol  and  appreciate  its  value  to  such  an 
extent  that  manufacturing  processes  are  jeopardised,  manu- 
facturers have  a  moral  claim  to  special  consideration. 
(Applause.)    I  think  that  puts  our  case  in  a  nutshell; 
upon  that  we  wish  to  base  the  whole  of  our  argument. 
And  the  last  paragraph  asks  : 

Whv  should  manufacturing  industries  which  use  alcohol 
as  a  vehicle  in  the  preparation  of  articles  which  are  not 
intoxicants  be  penalised? 
This  concluded  the  discussion. 

Proposed  Australian  Standards  for  Food  and  Drugs. 

The  Chairman  said  that  there  had  been  circulated 
among  members  of  the  Section  by  the  Chairman  of  the 
Proprietary  Sub-section  a  reprint  from  the  Chemist  and 
Druggist  of  Australasia"  dealing  with  the  proposed 
standards  for  the  Commonwealth  for  food  and  drugs 
So  far  the  proposal  had  not  reached  an  acute  stage,  and 
he  did  not  think  they  could  then  deal  with  it  m  detail. 
He  suggested  that  the  Standing  Committee  on  druggists 
interests  and  the  proprietary  articles'  interests  should 
watch  the  whole  matter.-  , 

Mr  Kenningham  (Condy's  Fluid)  remarked  that  he 
could  not  add  to  the  statement  made  by  Mr.  Umney 
At  the  same  time  he  thought  the  subject  was  one  which 
called  more  for  the  attention  of  the  Section  than  ot  the 
Proprietary  Articles  Committee.  The  resolutions  con- 
tained the  only  information  before  them  making  the  case 
of  the  Commonwealth  known.  Indeed,  members  of  the 
Section  were  very  much  in  the  position  of  the  people  out 
there  The  resolutions,  of  course,  would  deal  with  the 
articles  on  the  market  out  there.  When  more  definite 
points  cropped  up  they  could  be  dealt  with.  He  repeated 
that  the  matter  was  largely  one  for  the  Chemical  Section 
of  Commerce  as  well  as  for  the  Proprietary  Articles  Com- 

™  A^Member  inquired  what  resolutions  13.  14,  and  15  re- 
ferred to  as  they  were  not  mentioned  in  the  reprint. 

The  Chairman  replied  that  there  were  no  details  to 
hand  from  which  the  information  desired  could  be  given. 

New  Import  and  Export  Rates. 

The  Assistant  Secretary  read  the  following  report  on 
the  new  import  and  export  rates  in  the  Port  of  London  : 

At  a  meetin°-  of  the  Section  held  on  June  29,  it  was  reported 
that  negotiations  had  taken  place  between  representatives 
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of  the  Section  and  the  Port  "of  London  Authority  with  regard 
to  the  proposed  maximum  port  rates  on  drugs  and  chemicals. 
It  will  be  remembered  that  after  hearing  the  representatives 
of  the  Section,  the  Port  Authority  consented  to  alter  the 
maximum  rates  as  originally  proposed  by  them  to  figures  that 
involved  reductions  of  the  maximum  rate  varying  on  the 
various  items  between  30  and  40  per  cent.  These 
alterations  were  confirmed  by  Lord  St.  Aldwyn  in  his  report 
to  the  Board  of  Trade  issued  under  date  April  18,  1910  ;  and  on 
April  25,  1910,  a  Bill  was  promoted  in  Parliament  by  the 
Board  of  Trade  to  confirm  the  Provisional  Order  and 
Schedule.  This  Bill  was  read  a  second  time  in  June  last,  and 
was  referred  to  a  Select  Committee  of  the  House  of  Commons 
on  July  5.  It  passed  the  House  of  Commons  on  July  21,  and 
was  read  a  second  time  in  the  House  of  Lords  on  July  28,  and 
received  Royal  Assent  on  August  3,  1910. 

The  maximum  rates  as  amended  and  agreed  with  the  Sec- 
tion are  now,  therefore,  the  statutory  maximum  rates,  and  the 
following  observations  on  the  provisions  of  the  Act  may  be 
useful  to  members.  The  maximum  rates  of  the  original 
schedule  as  suggested  by  the  Port  of  London  Authority  were 
estimated  to  produce  about  750,000?.  annually,  and  it  was 
stated  by  the  representatives  of  the  Port  Authority  that  these 
original  maximum  rates  would  allow  the  Port  Authority  to 
impose  actual  rates  which  would,  generally  speaking,  not 
exceed  50  per  cent,  of  the  maximum  rates.  During  the 
inquiry,  however,  numerous  reductions,  exemptions,  and 
abatements  were  sanctioned  ;  and  consequently  when  the  Bill 
to  confirm  the  Order  and  Schedule  was  before  the  House  of 
Commons,  a  second  calculation  of  the  yield  of  the  maximum 
rates  was  issued  by  the  Port  Authority  showing  that  the  total 
was  reduced  to  about  500,000/.  It  should  therefore  be  borne 
in  mind  that  the  idea  which  prevailed  about  the  period  of 
Lord  St.  Aldwyn' s  inquiry  that  the  actual  rates  would  not 
exceed  50  per  cent,  of  the  maximum  rates  will  be  qualified 
by  the  reductions,  exemptions,  and  abatements  which  have 
been  subsequently  made  in  the  maximum  rates.  For  instance, 
it  is  now  calculated  bv  the  Port  Authority  that  the  sum  which 
yielded  by  the  application  of  the  maximum  rates  would 
be  about  500,000/.  ;  the  Port  Authority  are  inferentially  en- 
titled to  levy  330,000/.  per  annum,  and  it  is  obvious  that  this 
sum  would  not  be  provided  if  the  actual  rates  are  limited  to 
50  per  cent,  of  the  maximum. 

The  special  exemptions  and  rebates  which  are  provided  for 
by  the  Act  independently  of  the  alterations  made  in  the 
actual  schedule  rates  will  be  found  in  Section  4,  second  para- 
graph, and  Sections  6  and  7  of  the  Order.  These  provide  that 
the  actual  rates  to  be  charged  on  goods  exported  abroad  from 
the  Port  of  London,  and  on  imports  and  exports  coastwise, 
shall  not  exceed  half  the  actual  rates  for  the  time  being  levied 
on  goods  imported,  and  by  Section  9  that  transhipment 
goods  shall  be  entirely  exempted  from  all  port  rates. 

In  Section  5  there  are  provisions  directing  the  Port  of 
London  Authority  in  very  general  terms  to  observe  relations 
between  the  import  rates  on  raw  materials  and  articles  manu- 
factured therefrom,  and  also  requiring  them  in  equally  vague 
and  qualified  language  not  to  impose  an  unfair  burden  on  the 
portion  of  the  trade  which  uses  the  river  and  not  the  docks. 
(It  seems  unlikely  that  any  special  provisions  will  be  made 
under  this  section  at  the  outset.) 

Clause  10  also  indicates  that  the  Port  Authority  may  make 
any  special  exemptions  and  rebates  which  they  consider  to  be 
necessary  for  the  preservation  of  the  water-borne  trade,  the 
re-export  trade,  or  anv  other  trade.  The  Act  contains  lengthy 
provisions  on  the  subject  of  the  collection  and  payment  of 
port  rates,  which  can  be  summarised  for  the  use  of  the  Section 
if  desired. 

The  Port  Authoritv  have  published  a  notice  to  the  effect 
that  the  port  rates  will  be.  collected  as  from  November  1  next, 
and  that  the  list  of  actual  rates  will  be  published  some  days 
in  advance  of  this  date.  They  are  required,  under  the  Act, 
to  then  put  the  list  on  sale  at  a  price  not  exceeding  Is.  per 
copy. 

The  Chairman  remarked  that  the  report  showed  that 
the  Port  Authority  could  not  give  50  per  cent,  off  certain 
rates. 

Geraniol  Standard  for  Ceylon  Citronella  Oil. 

The  Chairman  said  this  subject  came  in  as  a  report 
from  the  London  Chamber  of  Commerce  to  the  Ceylon 
Chamber  of  Commerce  in  Colombo.  Hitherto  the  test 
applied  to  Ceylon  citronella  oil  was  the  Schimmel  one, 
which  allows  from  10  to  15  per  cent,  sophistication.  He 
suggested  in  1906  that  the  geraniol  standard  should  be 
recommended.  He  had  letters  in  his  possession  from  the 
largest  users  in  the  world  saying  that  they  thoroughly 
agreed  with  such  a  movement.  In  order  to  make  this  clear 
to  the  authorities  in  Ceylon,  he  proposed  : 


"  That  the  London  Chamber  of  Commerce  wishes  to  com- 
municate to  the  Ceylon  Chamber  of  Commerce  the  wish  of 
the  members  of  its  section  interested  in  the  manufacture  of 
citronella  oil  that  the  geraniol  standard  be  recommended 
to  those  interested  in  this  important  industry  in  that 
island." 

Mr.  Millard,  in  seconding  the  proposition,  said  the 
adoption  of  the  standard  named  would  be  a  great 
advantage. 

This  was  all  the  business.

Neralteine.— This  new  remedy  is  the  subject  of  a  German 
patent  (209695).  It  is  the  sodium  salt  of  2>ethoxyphenyl- 
aminomethyl-sulphonic  acid.  It  is  prepared  by  dissolving 
para-phenitidin  in  alcohol,  and  treating  the  solution  with 
formic  aldehyde,  and  afterwards  with  sodium  bisulphite. 
It  forms  white  crystalline  needles,  soluble  in  10  parts  of  water. 
It  is  stated  to  be  a  strong  antirheumatic  and  antipyretic. 

New  Remedies.-2'fo7a,)ie?ie  is  a  thiozonide  of  linalyl 
acetate,  of  the  formula  C,JJ!0O2S3.  It  is  recommended  for 
gynaecological  practice  in  the  form  of  vaginal  tampons. 
Hcxamcthylene-tctraminc-guaiacol  is  an  addition  compound 
of  hexamethylene-tetramine  and  guaiacol  in  the  form  of  long- 
white  needles.  It  is  prepared  by  adding  formaldehyde  to 
a  solution  of  guaiacol  in  ammonia.  It  is  recommended  as  a 
tasteless  form  of  guaiacol. 

A  New  Reaction  for  Copper.— According  to  Uhlenhuth. 
a  solution  of  diamido-anthraquinone  sulphonate  in  dilute 
alkalies  forms  a  very  delicate  reagent  for  salts  of  copper. 
The  reagent  is  prepared  by  dissolving  0.5  gram  of  the  sul- 
phonate in  500  c.c.  of  water  and  adding  40  c.c.  of  one-thirc? 
normal  alkali.  A  drop  or  two  of  this  solution  added  to  a 
solution  of  a  copper  salt  gives  an  intense  blue  colour,  which  is- 
sufficiently  delicate  to  detect  1  part  of  copper  in  5,000,000  parts 
of  water. 

Asurol.— Asurol  is  a  double  salt  of  sodium  and  mercury- 
salicylate  of  mercury  in  chemical  combination  with  amido- 
oxyisobutyrate  of  sodium.  It  is  prepared  by  the  action  of 
amido-aci'ds  on  the  alkaline  salts  of  oxymercurosalicylic  acid. 
It  forms  a  yellow  amorphous  powder,  soluble  in  water,  in- 
soluble in  organic  solvents.  The  mercury  is  not  precipitated 
at  ordinary  temperatures  by  alkalies  nor  by  ammonium  sul- 
phide. It  is  stated  to  be  quite  non-irritant  in  the  form  of 
subcutaneous  injections  in  cases  of  syphilis. 

Artificial  Camphor.— E.  Darmois  ("  Comptes  Rend.," 
1910.  150,  p.  925)  states  that  he  has  succeeded  in  preparing  arti- 
ficial camphor  with  an  optical  activity  nearly  equal  to  that  of 
the  natural  product  by  working  at  relatively  low  temperatures. 
Oil  of  turpentine,  freed  from  the  portion  distilling  above 
165°  O,  was  converted  into  pinene  hydrobromide,  from  which 
borneol  was  obtained  by  means  of  its  magnesium  derivative. 
Any  dibornvl  formed  was  separated  by  distilling  the  borneol 
with  steam,  and  the  borneol  was  purified  by  re-crystallisation 
from  petroleum  .spirit.  On  oxidation  the  borneol^ from 
Aleppo  pine  gave  a  camphor  with  rotatory  power  of  [a?,i  -  +49° 
[natural  camphor,  [a]j=-r57°].  French  oil  of  turpentine 
yielded  a  camphor  with  an  optical  rotation  of  [a\-  -45  . 
A  lower  temperature  for  working  may  possibly  give  a  product 
identical  with  natural  camphor. 

Alkaloidal  Reactions.— Schaer  has  examined  ("  Arch, 
der  Pharm.,"  1910,  458)  the  colour-reactions  of  various  alka- 
loids with  a  solution  of  hydrogen  peroxide  (30  per  cent.)  1  part 
in  strong  sulphuric  acid  'l0  parts.  A  number  of  alkaloids  do- 
not  give  any,  or  at  all  events  but  a  slight,  characteristic- 
reaction.  Such  are  atropine,  cocaine,  aconitine,  and  pilo- 
carpine. Quinine  in  very  minute  quantities  gives  an  intense_ 
canary-yellow  colour,  which,  on  the  addition  of  a  trace  of 
potassium  ferricyanide,  becomes  an  intense  orange.  _  Cin- 
chonine  and  cinchonidine  give  no  colour.  Strychnine  gives  a 
very  stable  purple-red  colour.  Brucine  gives  an  intense  red- 
yellow.  Colours  with  the  opium  alkaloids  are  marked,  but 
not  at  all  characteristic.  Berberine  gives  a  cherry-red,  which 
soon  turns  brown.  Hydrastine  gives  a  chocolate  colour, 
which  is  very  characteristic.  Colour-reactions  are  never  of  the 
highest  value,  but  in  dealing  with  bodies  so  similarly  consti- 
tuted as  are  many  of  the  alkaloids,  it  is  sometimes  useful  to- 
take  advantage  of  such  reactions,  which  in  a  few  cases  are 
really  characteristic,  and  are  at  least  frequently  confirmatory.

Business 
is  being  done  in  caustic  soda  for  1911  delivery  on  the  basis- 
of  10/.  2s.  bd.  for  76  to  77  per  cent,  and  9/.  7s.  bd.  per  ton  for 
70  to  72  per  cent,  on  rails.  Lancashire.  Caustic  potash,  un- 
altered. It  is  reported  that  the  formation  of  the  Russian- 
Potash-carbonate  Syndicate  of  Manufacturers  has  strength- 
ened the  position  a  good  deal;  but  a  Manchester  firm  is  still 
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open  to  sell  90  to  92  per  cent,  refined  Russian  at  161.  per  ton 
•c.i.f.  U.K.  ports,_net  cash,  and  on  spot  at  167.  10.s.  to  111.  per 
ton.  Soda-crystals  are  lower  for  next  year's  delivery — 50s. 
per  ton  on  rails,  works.  Demand  for  glycerin  continues  brisk 
for  distilled  grade,  but  crude  is  rather  quiet  owing  to  the 
high  figures  asked,  and  also  because  refiners  have  covered 
their  needs  for  some  time  to  come.  Sulphate  of  copper 
remains  quiet,  as  also  white  powdered  arsenic.  There  is 
more  doing  in  farina,  both  prompt  and  forward.  Sulphate 
of  ammonia  brisk,  at  12l.  16s.  id.  to  121.  lis.  6d.  per  ton  on 
6-ails,  Manchester.  Italian  green  olive-oil  soap  has  been  ad- 
vanced 11.  per  ton  for  forward  contracts. 

Continental  Drug  and  Chemical  Markets. 

Aesenic  is  now  quoted  at  m.30  per  100  kilos,  for  sublimed 
and  at  rn.42  in  lump.  The  low  prices  are  due  to  the  sharp 
.competition  from  abroad,  together  with  the  fact  that  demand 
for  industrial  purposes  has  fallen  off. 

Balsam,  Canada. — The  high  value  has  fallen  since  the  arrival 
of  the  new  crop.  Competition  among  dealers  has  reduced 
the  price  to  m.6.25  per  kilo.,  though  it  is  probable  that  a 
further  reduction  may  take  place. 

Camphob. — In  consequence  of  cheaper  offers  on  Japanese 
account  the  Camphor  Syndicate  reduced  prices  on  Septem- 
ber 24  by  21.  to  161.  5s.  per  100  kilos,  for  deliveries  of  a 
miinimum  of  250  kilos,  for  immediate  acceptance.  Supplies 
for  future  delivery  are,  it  is  added  in  a  Hamburg  report,  not 
being  sold. 

Caenacba  Wax. — The^  situation  is  unchanged  and  dull. 
Some  considerable  foreign  orders  were  recently  covered  at 
present  prices.  Sandy  grey  is  quoted  at  m. 277. 50  to  m.280  per 
100  kilos,  ex  warehouse,  while  fatty  grey,  owing  to  more 
abundant  offers  from  second-hands,  is  obtainable  at  m.274  to 
-m.275  ex  warehouse.  Yellow  is  practically  cleared  out.  Only 
small  quantities  of  the  middling  qualities  are  to  be- had  at 
m.350  to  m.400,  and,  as  further  supplies  can  hardly  be  expected 
this  year,  buyers  will  have  to  content  themselves  as  far  as 
possible  with  the  better  fatty  grey  qualities  as  substitutes. 

Preanger  Bond. 

According  to  the  "  Indische  Mercuur  "  of  August  23,  the 
annual  meeting  of  the  Preanger  Bond  was  held  at  Bandoeng 
on  July  18  last.  As  usual,  no  Press  representatives  were 
admitted,  but  a  short  statement  of  the  proceedings  appeared 
subsequently  in  "  Preangerbode,"  from  which  it  appears  that 
Heer  Duperron  was  elected  President  and  Heor  Van  Riems- 
•dijk  Secretary.  The  Dutch  East  India  Government  has 
written  to  the  Bond  with  reference  to  the  suggestion  that  no 
•more  bark  should  be  delivered  from  the  Government  cin- 
chona-plantations to  the  Bandoeng  factory  unless  the  direc- 
tors of  the  latter  agree  to  join  the  proposed  cinchona 
syndicate,  to  the  effect  that  at  present  they  see  no  reason 
for  considering  the  matter.  The  President  suggested  that 
this  evasive  answer  was  probably  due  to  the  fact  that  the 
■Government  was  waiting  the  result  of  the  meeting  which 
bad  been  arranged  for  August  16  between  the  new  Director  of 
Agriculture,  Heer  Lovink,  and  the  cinchona-planters.  In 
this  connection  it  may  be  mentioned  that  at  the  meeting  in 
question  Heer  Lovink  urged  the  planters  to  make  every 
possible  effort  to  ensure  effectual  co-operation  with  the 
"Government,  and  to  this  end  a  small  committee,  consisting 
of  Heeren  Lovink,  Van  Riemsdyk,  Buss,  and  Dinger,  was 
appointed.  Steps  have  been  taken  by  the  Bond  to  give  effect 
to  the  proposal  that  a  prize  of  500fl.  should  be  offered  for  the 
•discovery  of  a  satisfactory  method  for  the  estimation  of 
quinine  in  cinchona  ;  but  Professor  Van  Romburg  and  Dr. 
Schoorl,  who  were  asked  to  decide  upon  the  processes  sub- 
mitted by  competitors,  have  written  to  say  that  they  consider 
the  prize  absurdly  small,  and  that  at  least  2,000fl.  should  have 
'been  offered.  It  was  decided  that  a  reply  should  be  sent  to 
the  effect  that  what  was  needed  was  a  trustworthy  method  of 
analysis  based  on  existing  processes,  and,  since  this  would 
•entail  no  new  work,  it  was  considered  that  the  prize  offered 
■was  quite  adequate,  and  that  the  officials  of  the  Bond  were 
now  making  arrangements  to  raise  the  necessary  funds. 
Heer  Van  Riemsdvk  quoted  some  further  analyses  showing 
the  necessity  for  the  introduction  of  a  uniform  method,  and 
stated  that  the  analyses  made  in  Europe  were,  on  the  whole, 
far  lower  than  thev  should  be.  The  other  matters  discussed 
were  not  of  general  interest. 

Java  Coca. 

Reference  has  already  been  made  in  the  C.  c0  D.  to  Dr.  de 
Jong's  proposals  to  monopolise  the  production  of  coca  and 
•cocaine  in  Java.  A  recent  number  of  "  Teysmannia  "  con- 
tains a  letter  that  Dr.  de  Jong  has  received  from  a  corre- 
spondent in  Germany  discussing  the  formation  of  a  Trust 
among  the  coca-nlanters.  The  facts  contained  in  the  letter 
are  briefly  as  follows  :  The  world's  consumption  of  cocaine 
is  12,000  to  15,000  kilos,  per  annum,  a  large  part  of  the  raw 
material  coming  from  South  America.  Owing  to  lack  of  com- 
bination among  the  producers  there  and  to  the  existence 


of  an  understanding  among  the  cocaine-makers  in  Europe, 
the  price  for  crude  South  American  cocaine  is  practically 
controlled  by  the  latter,  and  has  fallen  in  recent  years  from 
m.410  to  m.170  per  kilo.,  calculated  on  the  actual  cocaine 
present,  and  at  the  moment  the  price  is  from  m.180  to  m.200 
per  kilo.  This  fall  has  been  produced  by  the  Cocaine  Con- 
vention allowing  crude  cocaine  to  accumulate  until  the  pro- 
ducers were  forced  to  sell  at  very  low  rates.  It  is  considered 
that. the  same  fate  will  overtake  the  Java  planters  unless  they 
take  steps  to  prevent  a.  similar  pressure  being  applied  to 
them.  At  present  everything  is  favourable  for  joint  action 
on  the  part  of  the  Java  planters  since  the  Convention  of 
Cocaine-manufacturers  has  dissolved,  and  under  present 
conditions  South  American  cannot  compete  with  that  made 
from  Java  coca-leaves,  so  that  everything  indicates  that  a 
combination  of  Java  planters  could  secure  complete  control 
of  the  cocaine-market.  This  state  of  things  would  best  be 
brought  about  by  selling  the  cocaine  made  in  Java  at  m.170 
to  m.180  per  kilo'.,  at  which  price  European  makers  could  not 
compete.  A  working  agreement  should  be  made  with  the 
factory  in  Europe  now  using  Java  leaves  as  a  raw  material. 
Difficulties  might  be  experienced  with  one  prominent  German 
cocaine-maker  who  owns  coca-plantations  in  Java,  but  as  his 
output  of  leaves  does  not  meet  his  own  requirements,  an 
arrangement  c6uld  probably  be  effected.  Low  prices  would 
have  to  be  maintained  for  a  year  or  eighteen  months,  but 
after  that  they  could  probably  be  gradually  raised  to  about 
m.400  per  kilo,  in  three  or  four  years.  The  cost  of  a  plant 
for  extracting  cocaine  is  estimated  at  m.20,000,  and  of  a  fac- 
tory large  enough  to  produce  10,000  kilos,  of  pure  cocaine  per 
annum  at  another  m.20,000.  The  necessary  capital  should  be 
provided  by  the  planters  themselves,  so  that  they  may  have 
complete  control,  though  an  important  French  firm  is  stated 
to  be  willing  to  provide  the  necessary  capital,  in  which  case 
Dr.  de  Jong's  correspondent,  who  describes  himself  as  having 
given  up  cocaine-manufacture  owing  to  the  present  low 
prices,  offers  to  undertake  the  management  of  the  factory  and 
to  make  preliminary  trials  in  his  own  plant. 

Ceylon  Camphor. 

There  is  no  doubt  that,  planted  in  favourable  conditions,  the 
camphor-tree  grows  quickly  and  well  in  Ceylon,  writes  the 
"  Ceylon  Observer."  It  is  not  the  growth  of  the  trees,  but  the 
extraction  of  the  camphor,  that  has  formed  the  obstacle  to  the 
progress  of  the  industry.  There  are  several  not  inconsider- 
able areas  in  various  parts  of  Ceylon  growing  vigorously  and 
ready  to  yield  camphor  as  soon  as  the  planter  knows  how  to 
extract  it.  Our  contemporary  was  shown  in  a  merchant's 
office  in  Colombo  not  long  ago  some  results  of  attempts  to 
distil  camphor  from  leaves  and  twigs  made  on  an  estate  up- 
country.  They  were  very  poor ;  in  fact,  the  experiments 
might 'be  proclaimed  a  distinct  failure.  The  best  camphor 
produced  in  Ceylon  was  that  made  some  four  years  ago  by  the 
late  Mr.  Frank  Hunter.  It  was  very  fair  for  an  initial 
attempt,  but  was  valued  considerably  below  the  market  price. 
If  cultivation  increases,  Ceylon  will  soon  have  to  consider  the 
question  of  getting  expert  advice  to  instruct  planters  in  the 
manufacture  of  camphor ;  but  this  is  very  difficult  to  obtain. 

Linseed  and  Soya.Oils. 

The  great  scarcity  of  linseed  oil  is  causing  much  anxiety 
among  consumers.  The  paint-trade  has  for  some  time 
been  making  a  rather  large  use  of  substitutes  more  or  less 
satisfactory;  but  in  wagon-sheet  making,  oilcloths,  etc., 
there  is  nothing  to  take  the  place  of  pure  linseed  oil.  Two 
factors  are  at  work  to  produce  this  rather  unusual  state 
of  things — viz.,  first,  the  actual  failure  of  the  seed-supply  ; 
and,  secondly,  the  occupation  of  many  of  the  crushing-mills 
with  the  soya-bean.  The  latter  appears  to  have  been  a  very 
profitable  venture  for  many  mills,  and  managers  have  aban- 
doned linsce-d-crushing  in  its  favour.  Linseed  oil  is  now  60 
high  that  the  producing  of  it  ought  to  be  again  very  profitable  ; 
but  mills'  are  known  to  have  contracted  ahead  for  delivery  of 
soya  oil,  and  perhaps  many  of  them  cannot  now  find  an 
opportunity  to  return  to  linseed.  The  imports  of  seed  are  so 
far  very  small,  being  not  more  than  about  60  per  cent,  of 
last  year's  supply.  The  present  quotation  for  linseed  oil  is 
higher  than  it  has  been  for  about  twenty  years,  and  nearly 
100  per  cent,  higher  than  it  was  at  this  time  last  year.  Many 
people  in  the  market  assert  that  it  will  yet  go  to  501.  per  ton  ; 
but  the  level  now  reached  has  its  dangers,  and  consumers,  as 
a  rule,  will  be  very  chary  of  buying  for  stock. 

Alizarin  Production. 

At  the  general  meeting  of  the  Buckau  Chemical-works 
(Chemische  Fabrik  Buckau),  Magdeburg,  recently,  the  chair- 
man stated  that  the  preliminary  difficulties  in  the  pro- 
duction of  alizarin  had  been  quite  overcome,  and  they  were 
now  anticipating  a  profitable  business.  The  company  is 
issuing  m. L000.000  new  capital,  as  new  plant  will  be  required. 
It  is  rather  surprising  (says  the  "  Manchester  Guardian  ") 
that  the  manufacture  of  alizarin  should  have  remained  so  long 
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in  so  few  hands,  for  all  the  patents  in  connection  with  its 
production  expired  years  ago.  The  Society  of  Chemical  In- 
dustry, Basle,  after  making  alizarin  for  some  time,  ceased 
its  manufacture  in  1886.  At  present  the  only  firms  engaged 
in  the  industry  are  the  Bayer  Co.  (Elberfeld),  the  Badische 
Co.  (Ludwigshafen),  Meister  Lucius  &  Briining  (Hochst), 
Messrs.  Wedekind  (Uerdingen),  and  the  British  Alizarin  Co. 
(Silvertown).  The  price  some  years  ago  is  said  to  have  been 
unprofitable  to  makers,  falling  considerably  below  6d.  per  lb. 
(20  per  cent,  paste),  but  about  ten  years  ago  the  above- 
mentioned  firms  formed  the  alizarin  ring,  and  the  price  was 
advanced  to  7(7.  per  lb.,  which  it  is  to-day.  No  announcement 
has  yet  been  made  as  to  whether  the  new  producer  will  enter 
the  r<  ring,"  or  whether  a  fight  is  to  be  made  for  the  trade. 

Candelilla  Wax. 

As  small  consignments  of  this  wax  have  been  offered  for 
sale  recently  in  London  and  other  European  centres,  it  is  of 
interest  to  note  that,  according  to  the  Bulletin  of  the  Colonial 
Museum  at  Haarlem  for  July  1910,  a  company  has  been 
formed  at  Monterey,  in  Mexico,  for  the  exploitation  of  the 
plant  Pedilanthus  Pavonis,  belonging  to  the  Buphorbiacece, 
from  which  the  wax  is  obtained.  The  plant  is  said  to  grow 
wild  in  the  northern  part  of  Mexico  and  the  adjoining  por- 
tions of  the  United  States.  It  is  a  small  bush,  2^  ft.  to  4  ft. 
high,  which  is  covered  in  all  parts  by  a  thin  layer  of  wax. 
A  process  for  extracting  this  wax  was  devised  by  Senor 
Pacius,  of  Monterey,  which  gives  on  a  large  scale  a  yield  of 
3j  to  4  per  cent.  The  cost  of  machinery  sufficient  to  produce 
500  lb.  of  wax  per  day  is  given  as  about  495?.,  and  that  of 
producing  the  wax  as  14?.  14s.  per  ton,  the  selling-price  being 
117?.  10s.  per  ton.  The  material  is  said  to  be  suitable  for  the 
manufacture  of  candles,  varnishes,  phonographic  plates,  and 
electric  insulators.  The  wax  is  described  as  hard,  light- 
coloured,  and  of  high  melting-point,  and  is  said  to  be 
superior  to  Carnauba  wax  in  remaining  perfectly  white.

Beyrout. 

According  to  an  Austrian  Consular  report  from  Beyrout 
covering  trade  for  1909,  the  sources  of  imports  into  that 
district  have  changed  little  during  the  year.  Germany  still 
leads  the  way  as  far  as  alkaloids  are  concerned ;  on  the  other 
hand,  France  continues  to  supply  most  of  the  essential  oils, 
extracts,  and  a  large  number  of  pharmaceutical  specialities. 
Herbs  and  leaves,  as  well  as  medicinal  oils,  are  largely  sup- 
plied from  Italy,  though  to  some  extent  England,  Sweden,  and 
Norway  compete  as  exporters;  cod-liver  oil  is  shipped  via 
Hamburg  and  Marseilles.  Quinine  and  quinine  salts  are 
supplied  by  Great  Britain,  as  well  as  borax  and  a  number 
of  chemicals.  Natural  essences  are  imported  from  Italy,  and 
Austria  has  recently  come  to  the  front  for  imports  of  synthetic 
perfumes.  Imports  of  perfumery  amounted  to  a  total  value 
of  from  100,000f.  to  130,000f.  during  1909,  France  supply- 
ing most  of  the  finest  quality,  ordinary  qualities  being 
supplied  by  Germany,  and  to  a  lesser  degree  by  Austria. 
With  regard  to  soap,  a  considerable  increase  in  the  total 
imports  is  notified,  these  rising  from  1,300  quintals  in  1908 
(i.e.  130  tons)  to  3,000  quintals  in  1909,  despite  a  considerable 
local  industry  in  soapmaking.  Common  soaps  are  supplied 
from  Marseilles  to  the  extent  of  half  of  the  total  imports  of 
40.000  to  60,000  kilos.,  England,  Germany,  and  Hungary 
'following-.  The  French  product  is  sold  at  50c.  per  kilo., 
and  the  English,  packed  in  boxes  of  20  oz..  at  40c  Austria- 
Hungary  chiefly  send  glycerin  toilet-soaps,  the  yearly  imports 
amounting  to  8.000  dozen.  The  total  imports  of  toilet-soaps 
amount  to  10.000  dozen,  vivid  coloured  packages  and  strongly 
perfumed  being  in  great  demand,  rose  and  violet  having 
preference.

A  New  Adulterant. 

By  Ernest  J.  Parry,  B.Sc,  F.I.C. 


A  LTHOUGH  geraniol,  with  more  or  less  citrohelloJ, 
still  forms  the  staple  adulterant  of  otto  of  rose, 
numerous  other  bodies  are  being  employed  at  the  present 
time  for  sophisticating  this  oil.  The  addition  of  the 
above-named  liquid  alcohols  has  the  effect  of  raising  the 
specific  gravity  and  refractive  index,  and  lowering  the 
melting-point,  as  well  as,  to  some  extent,  covering  the 
characteristic  sweet  odour  of  the  pure  otto  of  rose. 
Numerous  compositions  are  sold  to  the  peasant-adulter- 
ators in  order  to  rectify  these  defects,  and  so  enable  an 
adulterated  otto  to  pass  a  superficial  examination,  which 
goes  no  further  than  the  determination  of  the  physical 
constants  of  the  sample.  Most  of  these  take  the  form  of 
alcohol  containing  a  very  small  amount  (about  1  to  S  per 
cent.)  of  some  odorous  constituent.  The  alcohol  reduces 
the  specific  gravity  and  refractive  index,  and  raises  the 
so-called  melting-point  (which  is  in  reality  the  tempera- 
ture at  which  the  hydrocarbon  stearoptene  becomes  in- 
soluble ;  and  as  it  is  less  soluble  in  alcohol  than  is  the 
liquid  portion  of  otto  of  rose,  the  addition  of  alcohol 
causes  the  temperature  at  which  the  stearoptene  separates 
to  be  higher). 

The  small  amount  of  odoriferous  substance  is  care-, 
fully  chosen  to  restore  the  sweet  odour  of  the  natural 
otto.  Mixtures  of  phenyl-ethyl  alcohol  and  vanillin  are 
common  ;  but  I  have  recently  succeeded  in  obtaining  from 
a  peasant  a  sample  of  an  entirely  new  substance.  It 
is  in  the  form  of  a  colourless  liquid  of  sp.  gr.  0.813  at  30°; 
optically  inactive,  refractive  index  1.3655  at  20°,  and  con- 
taining suspended  crystals  of  paraffin.  It  has  an  odour 
somewhat  recalling  orange.  It  was  found,  after  -separ- 
ating the  crystals,  to  consist  of  about  95  per  cent,  of 
alcohol  and  5  per  cent,  of  a  liquid  of  sp.  gr.  about  0.835, 
and  refractive  index  at  20°= 1.4226.  Its  odour  suggested 
that  it  was  either  nonyl  or  decyl  aldehyde,  both  of  which 
bodies  are  prepared  artificially,  and  probably  form  adul- 
terants of  terpeneless  orange  oil.  An  oxime  was  prepared 
which  melted  at  67.5°,  or,  after  recrystallisation,  at  68.5°. 

This  body  is,  therefore,  either  nonyl  or  decyl  aldehyde ; 
the  physical  characters  of  the  two  are  very  similar,  and 
with  so  small  a  quantity  as  was  at  my  disposal  it  is  impos- 
sible to  say  which  of  the  aldehydes  the  adulterant  is.  It 
is  probably  nonyl  aldehyde,  as  this  body  has  been  found  as 
a  natural  constituent  of  German  rose  oil  by  Messrs. 
Schimmel  &  Co. 


Rosettol :  A  Synthetic  Otto. 

We  have  frequently  pointed  out  that  the  adulteration  of 
otto  of  rose  by  some  distillers  is  detrimental  to  the  Bulgarian 
industry,  because  compounders  of  the  best  perfumes  must 
have  otto  of  constant  composition  and  free  from  sophistica- 
tion. They  cannot  risk  using  ottos  whose  composition  varies 
from  year  to  year  according  to  the  will  of  the  sophisticator, 
especially  now  that  knowledge  of  the  composition  of  otto  is 
so  intimate  that  it  is  possible-  to  make  synthetically  an  otto 
which  can  always  be  of  definite  composition.  We  have  before 
us  an  example  of  the  synthetic  chemist's  power  in  "  Rosettol," 
which  is  compounded  by  Messrs.  Wright,  Layman  &  Umney, 
Ltd.,  Southwark,  London,  S.E.,  from  the  known  constituents 
of  rose  otto  except  the  stearoptene.  It  is  therefore  a  mobile 
liquid,  the  odour  being  almost  indistinguishable  from  natural 
otto — indeed,  so  close  is  it  that  some  rose-water  which  we  made 
with  it  (5  drops  to  the  pint)  has  been  declared  by  several 
pharmacists  to  be  exquisite.    "  Rosettol  "  is  15s.  per  oz.

Oils. 

Sir, — Under  "  Oils"  in  the  British  Pharmacopoeia  oil  of 
cade  and  phosphorated  oil  are  the  only  oils  described  as 
liquids.  Oil  of  theobroma  is  describe^  as  a  solid,  and  oil 
of  rose  as  a  semi-solid,  although  in  the  Pharmacopoeia  of 
the  United  States  of  America  the  latter  is  described  as  a 
"  pale  yellowish,  transparent  liquid."  This  in  the  U.S. P., 
however,  seems  to  be  contradicted  twice,  for  in  the  first 
part  of  the  monograph  it  states:  "When  dispensed  it' 
should  be  completely  liquefied  by  warming,"  and  after- 
wards :  "  The  congealing  point  should  be  between  18°  and 
22°  C."  In  the  British  Pharmacopoeia,  in  the  descriptions 
of  some  of  the  oils  cubic  centimetres  are  mentioned,  from 
which  it  is  gathered  that  the  oils  are  liquids.  In  other 
descriptions,  however,  there  is  nothing  to  indicate  to  the 
young  student  of  pharmacy  whether  the  oil  is  liquid  or 
solid.  In  the  U.S. P.  the  only  instance  of  an  oil  not  being 
described  as  either  a  liquid  or  solid  is  oleum  betulag,  but 
this  is  probably  due  to  the  fact  that  it  is  described  as 
having  the  same  properties  as  oleum  gaultherise,  which  is 
called  a  liquid.  Yours  truly,

Is  the  Minor  worth  the  Trouble  ? 

Sir, — Nowadays  that  competition  is  so  keen,  and  that 
pharmacy  is  being  so  much  mixed  up  with  other  lines  of 
business,  and  drug-stores  are  increasing  (we  have  two  drug- 
stores to  every  chemist's  shop  in  Birmingham),  the  above 
question  is  perplexing.  I  am  a  Minor  student,  studying 
and  worrying,  and  when  I  look  round  and  see  flourishing 
drug-stores  calling  themselves  "chemical  specialists," 
"  consulting  druggists,"  etc.  I  ask  myself  the  question,  Is 
the  Minor  worth  the  trouble  ?  What  protection  has  a 
qualified  chemist  from  the  "chemical  specialists"  and 
"consulting  druggists,"  who  are,  I  see,  even  naming  their 
....  C 
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shops  pharmacies?  I  suppose  they  "think  that  they  have  a 
better  right  to  the  term  than  drapers.  What  prospects  are 
there  for  a  man  after  spending,  say,  100/.,  and  nine  months' 
hard  study,  when  he  has  to  face  the  "  consulting  druggist," 
who  can  sell  almost  everything  that  a  chemist  stocks  ?  Why 
not  have  registered  druggists  in  England  same  as  they  have 
in  Ireland  ?  Pharmaceutical  chemists  in  Ireland  are  care- 
fully protected  so  that  the  druggists  do  not  dispense 
doctors'  prescriptions.  In  England  any  drug-store  can 
dispense  a  prescription  so  long  as  it  contains  no  scheduled 
poison.  I  think  that  in  England  we  should  have  the  drug- 
trade  divided  as  in  Ireland — i.e.,  qualified  pharmaceutical 
chemists,  who  are  the  only  persons  allowed  to  dispense,  and 
registered  druggists,  who  are  allowed  to  retail  all  kinds  of 
drugs,  but  not  to  dispense  prescriptions.  I  think  that  the 
Minor  examination  at  the  present  time  is  not  worth  the 
trouble,  and  consequently  am  about  to  end  my  studies, 
and,  perhaps,  become  a  "  chemical  specialist."  I  should 
like  to  know  the  opinion  of  any  readers  who  are  interested.

Lanoline  Lotion. 

I  have  the  following  prescription  to  make  up  : 

Acid,  boric  gr.  x. 

Cocain.   mur.    gr.  | 

"Lanoline,"  B.W.  ...    q.s. 

Aq.  dest.        ...    ...  3j. 

Mitte  5vllj- 

Will  you  tell  me  how  to  deal  with  the  lanoline  ?  I  have 
tried  using  10  grains  melted  and  mixed  with  warm  water, 
but  on  cooling  it  separates  in  oily  globules.  What  is  the 
intention  of  the  prescriber?

[One  cannot  say  with  any  certainty  what  is  the  prescriber'a 
intention  here.  Although  lanoline  takes  up  water,  water 
does  not  take  up  lanoline.  The  prescription  does  not  say 
whether  a  lotion  or  an  ointment  is  desired.  If  it  were  made 
up  with  lanoline  sufficient  to  take  up  the  water  and  form  an 
ointment,  the  prescriber  would  have  little  ground  for  com- 
plaint against  the  compounder.  The  excess  of  water,  how- 
ever, would  lead  one  to  assume  that  a  lotion  is  required  to 
be  made.  Lanoline  being  insoluble  in  water,  it  can  only  bo 
diffused  in  the  lotion  by  means  of  some  outside  agent;  and 
as  there  is  nothing  to  indicate  for  what  purpose  the  lotion  is 
to  be  used,  the  agent  selected  should  be  fairly  bland.  In 
the  circumstances  we  think  2j  per  cent,  of  lanoline  a  reason- 
able quantity  to  use.  Dissolve  the  boric  acid  and  cocaine 
muriate  in  hot  water,  and  use  the  solution  to  make  a  mucilage 
of  tragacanth,  1  grain  or  li  grain  to  the  fluid  ounce ;  then 
place  the  proper  quantify  of  lanoline  in  a  warm  mortar  and 
rub  it  down  with  about  a  minim  of  a  strong  tincture  or  liquid 
extract  of  quillaia  for  each  grain  of  lanoline,  then  gradually 
add  with  trituration  the  hot  mucilage,  and  strain.  This  makes 
a  serviceable  if  not  very  elegant  lotion.]

Diary,"  1910,  before  writing  about  your  difficulty. 

/.  L.  I.  (41/32). — Applications  for  old-age  pensions  should 
be  made  to  the  local  Inland  Revenue  office. 

Royal-warrant  Holder  (41/56).— Those  who  held  Royal 
warrants  of  appointment  to  the  Prince  of  Wales  (now 
George  V.)  should  write  to  the  Secretary,  Board  of  Green 
Cloth,  Buckingham  Palace,  London,  in  regard  to  reappoint- 
ment. 

Subscriber  (44/31). — Tke  30s.  mentioned  in  the  Diary  is  the 
minimum  cost  for  the  registration  of  a  trade-mark.  If 
there  is  any  opposition  there  are  additional  fees,  and  in  no 
case  is  any  fee  refunded.  If  you  have  no  experience  of  trade- 
mark registration  you  would  be  well  advised  to  entrust  the 
work  to  an  agent. 

L.P.S.I.  (41/55). — You,  as  a  pharmaceutical  chemist,  are 
entitled  to  trade  as  such,  and  to  compound  medical  pre- 
scriptions ;  but  your  friend  the  associate  druggist  is  not. 
You  do  not  say  that  you  are  in  partnership  with  him,  or  an 
employe,  or  that  the  drug-department  in  his  shop  is  your 
business ;  but  in  any  case,  if  your  friend  profits  from  the 
compounding  and  selling  of  medical  prescriptions,  he  in- 
fringes the  Act. 

.Sunbeam  (45/10). — A  preparation  for  the  hair  containing 
4  per  cent,  of  tincture  of  nux  vomica  is  a  Part  2  poison,  and 
must  be  labelled  "  Poison."  It  is  doubtful  whether  the 
same  proportion  of  tincture  of  cantharides  brings  the  pre- 
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paration  within  the  Schedule.  "  Glyn-Jones  "  considers 
"that  "  all  preparations  and  admixtures  containing  tincture 
of  cantharides  "  are  in  Part  2,  although  the  Schedule  speci- 
fies merely  "  vesicating  liquid  preparations  or  admixtures  of 
tincture  of  cantharides."  In  the  circumstances,  it  is  advis- 
able to  treat  the  preparation  as  a  scheduled  poison. 

Cereal  (42/21).— The  brand  used  by  "  G.  W.  E."  is  not  the 
same  as  yours,  and  there  is  no  means,  except  an  action  at 
law,  of  getting  to  know  the  official  view  of  the  use  of  such 
■exclusive  descriptions  as  that  employed  with  your  corn-cure, 
because  the  Board  of  Customs  and  Excise  do  not  undertake 
to  say  whether  a  medicine  is  exempt  or  not  as  a  known, 
admitted,  and  approved  remedy.  We  have  referred  to  the 
book  mentioned  on  your  label,  and  do  not  find  in  it  a  formula 
for  "  Blank  Corn-cure."  There  are  many  formulae  for  corn- 
cures,  and  it  is  right  to  describe  these  by  the  names  given  in 
the  book ;  but  the  appropriation  to  them  of  a  description 
implying  an  exclusive  right  or  title  to  vending  the  same 
excludes  the  preparation  from  the  exemption. 

Lex  (46/17)  puts  the  following  case:  A  ordered  3  1-lb. 
bottles  of  sweet  spirit  of  nitre  from  a  wholesale  house,  B, 
who  sent  in  error  three  Winchesters  (along  with  other  drugs, 
consigned  as  "  Drugs  ").  A  returned  two  of  these  (consigned 
as  "  Drugs  ")  :  these  were  broken  in  transit.  A  has  made  a 
claim  on  the  railway  company,  who  absolutely  deny  liability, 
saying  that  sweet  spirit  of  nitre  can  only  be  accepted  for 
conveyance  at  owner's  risk.  Who  is  liable — A,  B,  or  the 
railway  company  ?  [The  railway  company  is  right,  and  is 
not  liable.  Recently  railway  companies  have  been  most 
^particular  in  regard  to  the  carriage  of  spt.  aether,  nit.,  and 
refuse  to  carry  more  than  1  lb.  of  the  spirit  at  a  time  in  a 
mixed  parcel  of  drugs.  A  is  technically  liable  for  the  loss  of 
the  spirit,  which  was  B's  property,  and  he  should  endeavour 
"to  compromise  the  matter  with  B.j 

Ten  Years'  Header  (45/18). — (1)  The  High  Court  decision 
in  The  Pharmaceutical  Society  v.  Smith  was  to  the  effect 
"that  an  unqualified  person  may  take  orders  for  poisons  and 
transmit  the  orders  to  the  maker  or  vendor  of  such  poisons 
for  delivery  by  him  direct  to  the  customer.  The  person 
taking  the  order  may  receive  commission  on  the  goods  with- 
out infringing  the  Pharmacy  Act :  if.  however,  he  handles 
"the  poison  in  any  way,  he  is  liable  to  prosecution  under 
Section  15  of  the  1868  Act.  (2)  Any  person  who,  not  being  a 
registered  chemist,  has  served  an  indentured  apprenticeship 
to  a  chemist,  is  entitled  to  sell  "  known,  admitted,  and 
approved  remedies  "  unstamped.  His  indentures  of  appren- 
ticeship should  be  submitted  to  the  local  supervisor  of 
Customs  and  Excise.  (3)  It  is  not  improbable  that  such  a 
description  as  Pharmaceutical  Depot  "  used  by  an  un- 
qualified person  keeping  open  a  retail  shop  would  be  regarded 
by  the  Pharmaceutical  Council  as  an  infringement  of  Sec- 
tion 12  of  the  1852  Act.  (4)  The  use  of  the  company  descrip- 
tion mentioned  by  you  would  probably  bring  you  into  con- 
flict with  the  company  of  similar  name.  (5)  If  Tom  Brown, 
an  unqualified  person,  purchases  the  business  of  "  Smith, 
Chemist,"  and  continues  to  use  Smith's  name  and  title, 
adding  merely  his  own  or  an  assumed  name,  he  infringes 
Section  15  of  the  1868  Act.  (6)  You  will  find  all  you  want  in 
"  Pharmaceutical  Formulas."  (7)  Get  the  C.  <£•  D.  Schedule 
of  Poisons  card.

— The  pre-eminence  of 
the  malt-extract  made  in  Great  Britain  is  due  in  a  measure 
to  the  use  of  barley  grown  in  this  country,  which  is  particu- 
larly adapted  for  extraction.  The  process  of  manufacture 
has"  been  described  in  The  Chemist  and  Druggist — e.g., 
September  6,  1890.  where  Mr.  J.  C.  TJmney  gave  the  method 
and  points  to  be  observed  in  the  manufacture. 


Ideal  (32/3). — We  cannot  undertake  to  work  out  formulas 
for  disinfectants  to  meet  particular  co-efficiency  requirements. 

Nemo  (29/61). —Green  Ointment. — The  old  green  elder- 
ointment  is  made  as  follows  : 

Fresh  elder-leaves  ...       ...       ...    4  lb. 

Mutton  suet   ...    1  lb. 

Lard    ...    8  lb. 

Boil  until  the  leaves  are  crisp  and  all  the  water  is  dissi- 
pated, leaving  the  fats  clear;  then  strain. 

A  simpler  formula  for  a  green  ointment  is  to  mix  5  parts  of 
chlorophyll  with  1,000  parts  of  lard.  There  is  no  green 
colouring-matter  that  is  better  to  use  than  chlorophyll,  as  it 
is  non-poisonous. 

W.  F.  (29/72).— Hair-dyes.—  There  is  a  good  selection  of 
recipes  for  these  in  "  Pharmaceutical  Formula?." 

Anchor  (Brisbane)  (15/45).— The  copper  in  the  hair-dye 
formula  helps  the  process  by  forming  a  black  sulphide,  but 
it  is  not  indispensable.  More  spirit  can  be  added  if  the 
solution  decomposes  too  quickly,  and  the  addition  of  a  little 
ammonia  quickens  the  dyeing-process.

M.  (30/6) —Worms  in  Lawns.— The  method  of 
killing  these  was  described  in  the  C.  &  D.,  August  20,  p.  329. 

O.  W.  G.  (247/50).— South  African  Plant.— We  published 
during  1908  some  notes  on  South  African  plants  of  medicinal 
value,  but  do  not  find  among  them  one  called  "  docker."

B.  B.  (11/49).— Cedar-wood  Oil  for  use  with  oil-immersion 
lenses  in  microscopic  work  is  thickened  by  evaporating  in 
vacuo. 

E.  C.  T.  (28/25).— Name  on  Pharmacy -pot.— We  do  not  recog- 
nise the  name  "  Aregon  "  ;  it  may  be  intended  for  aerugo 
(verdigris). 

F.  D.  (Budapest)  (244/35).— Anti-oxidiser  used  for  protect- 
ing gold  and  silver  during  the  operation  of  soldering  consists 
of  boric  acid  1  part,  yellow  ochre  4  parts,  ground  into  a 
cream  with  water.  The  flux  is  made  by  rubbing  powdered 
borax  to  a  cream  with  water.

19.4,  and  N20H,  13.8) 
refer  to  the  number  of  grams  of  caustic  alkali  required  to 
saponify  100  grams  of  the  respective  oil.  Obviously  N20H 
is  a  misprint  for  NaOH.  The  more  common  mode  of  ex- 
pressing the  saponification-value  of  an  oil  is  the  figure  repre- 
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senting  the  number  of  grams  of  the  oil  saponified  by  1  litre 
of  normal  potassium-hydrate  solution  (i.e.,  olive  oil  about 
190).  In  the  former  mode  of  expression  a  fixed  quantity  of 
oil  is  the  standard  of  reference,  while  in  the  latter  case  it  is 
the  amount  of  alkali  which  is  constant  and  the  oil  the  variable 
factor.

W.  J.  (36/51).— Books  on  the  Hair.— Leftwich's  "  Pre- 
servation of  the  Hair  "  (Simpkin,  Is.) :  C.  T.  Jackson,  "  Prac- 
tical Treatise  on  the  Diseases  of  the  Hair  and  Scalp  "  (9s.)  : 
Leonard's  The  Hair :  Its  Growth,  Care,  Diseases,  and 
Treatment  ",  (7s.  6d.). 

A.  O.  L.  (41/70). — Salad-dressing.— There  are  present  in 
your  sample,  milk,  olive  oil,  wine-vinegar,  and  salt,  with 
probably  a  little  mustard  and  pepper.  You  should  experi- 
ment on  these  lines,  using  unsweetened  condensed  milk,  and 
we  should  be  glad  if  you  would  acquaint  us  with  the  result 
of  your  work,  as  we  have  lately  had  several  inquiries  for  a 
good  salad-dressing. 

D.  J.  O.  (43/13). — Tobacco  for  Worms  in  Cattle. — We  can- 
not trace  the  article  to  which  you  refer.  The  internal  use  of 
tobacco  is  no  longer  practised  unless  as  an  antidote  for 
strychnine.  Externally  tobacco-washes  are  employed,  but 
in  dogs  symptoms  of  poisoning  are  often  shown  when  infusion 
of  tobacco  is  applied  to  the  skin. 

O.  Co.  (16/64). — Pork-pie  Jelly  Preservative.  —  This 
appears  to  contain  paraformaldehyde  with  some  diluent,  such 
as  crystalline  cane-sugar.  You  do  not  say  what  proportion  is 
employed,  but  care  is  required  in  using  such  a  strong  anti- 
septic in  food. 

Eucalyptus  (30/37). — Baldness  (its  causes  and  treatment). — 
Premature  loss  of  hair,  or  alopecia,  judging  from  the  adver- 
tisement columns  of  newspapers  and  magazines,  appears  to 
be  one  of  the  commonest  diseases  of  the  present  era.  Taking 
the  same  literature  as  our  guide,  it  must  also  be  one  of  the 
easiest  diseases  to  cure :  so  it  is — sometimes.  Some  cases 
of  baldness  are  due  to  transient  causes,  usually  some  form 
of  acute  disease,  such  as  typhoid  and  syphilis,  and,  with  the 
natural  or  assisted  cure  of  the  original  disease,  tend  to  get 
well  of  themselves.  Naturally  the  local  treatment  of  such 
cases  resolves  itself  into  the  prescribing  of  a  "  placebo," 
preferably  a  placebo  which  is  pleasing  to  the  eye,  the  nose, 
and  the  tactile  nerve-endings.  The  number  of  cures  effected 
by  such  treatment  is  infinitely  greater  than  the  number 
cured  by  really  vigorous  medicinal  treatment,  for  the  very 
simple  reason  that  the  cases  suitable  for  the  latter  class  of 
treatment  are  essentially  chronic  cases  dependent  on  con- 
stantly acting  organic  causes.  What,  then,  are  the  commonest 
organic  causes,  apart  from  the  transient  causes  just  referred 
to,  which  the  common  sense  of  the  pharmacist  with  a  little 
knowledge  of  "  toilet  "  pharmacy  may  well  deal  with  without 
further  direction  ?  The  first  is  heredity,  and  the  second  is 
seborrhcea.  In  the  hereditary  cases,  which  are  due  to 
atrophy  of  the  hair  bulbs,  very  little  can  be  done  beyond  using 
a  mild  hair-wash  with  a  little  oil  in  it,  such  as  Erasmus 
Wilson's  hair-lotion,  washing  the  head  twice  a  week,  and 
perhaps  massaging  the  scalp.  Seborrhcea  is  one  of  the  com- 
monest organic  causes  of  premature  loss  of  hair.      It  is

These  undoubtedly  stimulate  the  activity  of  the 
h^r  folheW  Alopecia  areata  is  that  form  of  baldness  in 
which  the  hair  falls  out  in  patches.  Probably  in  some  cases 
it  has  a  nervous  origin,  while  in  others  it  is  undoubtedly 
microbic  in  origin,  as  shown  by  several  recorded  epidemics 
in  schools  and  institutions.  In  young  people  it  generally  gets 
well  naturally,  but  in  older  patients  it  is  most  resistant  to 
treatment  and  often  incurable.

Retrospect  of  Fifty  Years  Ago. 

Reprints  from  "The  Chemist  and  Druggist,"  October  is,  i860. 


A  Nest  of  Official  Chemists. 

In  the  Fourth  Report  of  the  Commissioners  of  Inland 
Revenue,  just  issued  for  the  information  of  Parliament,  Mr. 
Phillips,  the  Government  Analyst  to  the  Excise,  discourses 
in  glowing  terms  upon  the  rise  and  progress  of  his  depart- 
ment He  tells  us  that  since  the  date  of  his  last  report,  24 
examiners  have  been  instructed  in  the  laboratory,  making  a 
total  of  85  who  have  thus  had  the  opportunity  of  becoming 
acquainted  with  the  scientific  modes  of  detecting  adultera- 
tions. The  number  of  samples  analysed  during  the  year  just 
ended  was  9,631,  and  there  were  at  least  5,000  distillations, 
16,000  weighings,  and  upwards  of  7,000  papers  reported 
upon.  .  .  Concerning  the  labours  of  this  nest  of  official 
chemists  upon  snuff,  pepper,  coffee,  beer,  hops,  tea,  chicory, 
distillers'  wash,  wood-spirit,  etc.,  we  might  not  be  disposed  to 
make_  many  remarks,  did  we  not  feel  that  this  Excise  labora- 
tory in  Somerset  House,  as  at  present  managed,  bids  fair  to 
grow  into  an  institution  detrimental  to  the  chemical  pro- 
fession. It  attempts  to  do  that  from  within  which  ought  to 
be  done  from  without :  and  it  takes  away  one  of  the  chances 
of  lucrative  employment  which  every  professor  of  analytical 
chemistry  has  a  right  to  look  forward  to.  Competent  chemists 
cannot  be  forced,  like  cucumbers,  in  a  Government  hot-house; 
and  even  if  they  could,  excisemen  should  not  be  trained  at 
the  public  expense  to  take  the  places  which  ought  to  be  thrown 
open  to  the  profession.  If  the  chemical  department  of  the- 
Inland  Revenue  is  a  necessary  part  of  the  obnoxious  Excise 
system,  its  prizes — large  or  small — should  be  offered  to  com- 
petent chemists.

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Minor  Experiences. 


Kap  (151/65)  describes  below  how  he  passed  the  Minor 
successfully  and  economically  : 

Prior  to  coming  to  London  I  had  done  very  little  reading-up 
of  the  Minor  subjects,  with  the  exception  of  chemistry.  Being 
successful  in  my  application  for  a  part-time  berth,  I  had 
mornings  from  10  a.m.  and  afternoons  free  to  attend  college, 
for  my  services  receiving  board  and  lodging,  which  is  usually 
a  very  heavy  item.  My  next  task  was  to  decide  upon  a  suit- 
able college,  which  proved  to  be  no  easy  matter.  Eight 
months  later  I  was  summoned  to  attend  at  Galen  Place,  and 
was  duly  sent  off  to  Chemistry,  where  I  was  given  the  follow- 
ing paper  : 

1.  Estimate  the  strength  of  potassium  bromide,  grams  per  litre,  in 
Solution  No.  16. 

2.  Prepare  a  sample  of  oxyearbonate  of  bismuth  from  the  metal 
bismuth  provided. 

3.  Identify  the  substance  marked  A. 

In  the  volumetric  work  I  made  100  c.c.  of  clecinormal  solution 
of  silver  nitrate  by  dissolving  1.7  gram  of  silver  salt  in  100  c.c. 
of  distilled  water,  and  ran  this  into  the  solution  of  potassium 
bromide,  using  potassium  chromate  as  indicator.  I  made 
two  titrations,  and  wrote  out  a  neat  report,  working  by  the 
factor  method.  The  oxycarbonate  of  bismuth  was  prepared 
by  dissolving  the  metallic  bismuth  in  dilute  nitric  acid  with 
the  aid  of  heat,  evaporating  to  low  bulk,  and  pouring  into  a 
solution  of  ammonium  carbonate.  A  bulky  white  precipitate 
was  obtained,  which  was  collected  on  a  filter,  but  there  was 
not  sufficient  time  to  wash  and  dry  it  thoroughly.  The  sub- 
stance for  identification  proved  to  be  a  salt  of  lead,  but  time 
also  prevented  me  finding  the  acidulous  radicle.  However, 
knowing  that  what  I  had  done  was  done  correctly,  I  had  some 
pleasure  in  looking  forward  to  the  afternoon's  work.

The  preparations  were  finished  by  4.30  p.m.,  and  I  drew  the 
examiner's  attention  to  what  appeared  to  be  an  overdose  of 
belladonna  in  the  suppositories.  The  following  day  I  re- 
ceived notice  to  present  myself  for  the  oral  part  of  the 
examination.    My  first  subject  was 

Materia  Medica  with  Mr.  Wright,  who  handed  me  the 
following  specimens  to  recognise :  Arnica-rhizome,  gum 
acacia,  Barbadoes,  Socotrine,  and  Cape  aloes  (with  distin- 
guishing tests),  eucalyptus  leaves  and  oil  (how  obtained,  and 
tests  for  purity),  capsicum-fruit,  belladonna-leaves  (fresh  and 
dried  specimens,  also  the  preparations  of  belladonna,  with 
strengths  and  from  what  part  of  plant  prepared),  gelsemium- 
root,  and  several  others.  Finally  point- out  on  a  map  the 
habitats  of  many  of  them. 

Botany  followed.  Given  a  pear  for  recognition.  What 
order?  Give  the  distinguishing  characters  between  the  N.O. 
Rosacea  and  lianunculacece,  also  characters  of  the  Solanaccce. 
Then  followed  a  twig  of  the  horse-chestnut.  What  were  the 
markings  ?  Leaf-scars.  Questions  on  respiration,  transpira- 
tion, and  assimilation  were  asked,  and,  in  conclusion,  the 
recognition  of  the  following  slides:  T.S.  of  a  dicot.  stem; 
ovary  of  a  lily  ;  tracheids  with  bordered  pits ;  epidermis  of 
leaf,  with  stomata.  State  the  kind  of  ovules  in  the  lily,  and 
also  the  placentation.    I  was  next  ordered  to  go  to 

Prescription-reading  with  Mr.  Goldby,  who  gave  me  two 
prescriptions  to  translate  into  full  Latin,  one  containing  frac- 
tions of  a  grain,  both  quite  ordinary  ones  which  you  would 
expect  to  come  across  in  business.  Then  followed  about 
thirty  doses,  and  finally  three  calculations,  viz.  :  Oij.  of  a 
solution  of  hyd.  perch.,  strength  1  in  2,000  (wt.  in  wt.)  ;  4  oz. 
of  ointment  containing  2£  per  cent,  of  iodoform  ;  250  c.c.  of 
solution  of  iodine,  5  per  cent.  The  calculations  were  dictated 
to  me,  so  I  asked  if  I  might  see  the  sign  used  in  the  case  of  the 
ointment,  so  that  I  might  distinguish  between  the  ounce 
avoirdupois  and  apothecaries'  weight.  The  examiner  kindly 
informed  me  that  he  didn't  think  he  would  have  the  pleasure 
of  seeing  me  again  for  the  Minor,  and  I  am  pleased  to  say 
his-  prediction  was  correct. 

At  the  conclusion  I  took  the  liberty  of  asking  Mr.  Goldbv 
bow  ho  would  calculate  for  Oj.  of  a  solution  1  in  1,000  (wt.  in 


wt.  not  stated)— whether  1  gram  in  1,000  grains  or  1  grain  in 
1,000  minims-to  which  he  very  kindly  replied  1  grain  in 
l,UUU  grains.  1  mention  this  as  students  are  not  agreed  upon 
the  point,  and  also  to  show  how  willing  examiners  are  to 
explain  any  little  intricacies  of  the  kind. 

Chemistry,  with  Mr.  Le  Sueur,  proved  to  be  the  most  diffi- 
cult subject  of  the  lot.  "  Write  down  all  the  preparations  of 
mercury  you  know,"  was  the  first  command.  I  wrote  down  the 
formula?  of  about  six,  in  which  a  slip  in  writing  the  formula 
of  mercury  perchloride  as  Hg.Cl  instead  of  HgCL  evoked 
questions  on  the  valency  of  the  elements.  The  preparation  of 
several  mercurials,  and  also  of  metallic  mercury,  followed 
Then  give  formulas  of  all  the  iron  ores  you  know,  and  how 
is  the  metal  obtained  ?  Formula?  for  oxides  of  copper,  and  how 
are  they  prepared?  How  would  you  make  iodic  acid? 
Source,  formulae,  and  preparation  of  borax?  What  is 
glycerin?  How  is  it  prepared?  State  effect  of  heat  upon 
glycerin.  What  is  ether,  and  how  would  you  obtain  it? 
Formula  for  formic  acid.  Show  its  relation  to  acetic  acid. 
How  prepare  hydrocyanic  acid?  Formulas  and  preparation 
of  potassium  ferrocyanide  and  potassium  ferricyanide. 
What  is  Fehling's  solution  ?  How  is  it  prepared,  and  what  is 
the  effect  of  sugar  upon  it  ?  How  many  oxides  of  sulphur  are 
there,  and  how  are  they  prepared?  How  do  antimony  and 
bismuth  occur,  and  how  would  you  obtain  the  elements?  I 
felt  relieved  when  I  was  ordered  to  go  to 

Pharmacy.— Write  down  all  the  preparations  of  belladonna 
and  their  strengths.  How  is  ext.  belladonna}  made?  Then 
questions  on  the  processes  of  maceration  and  percolation. 
State  the  ingredients  of  tr.  gent.  co.  and  tr.  benz.  co.  Give 
the  strengths  of  various  lamella?  and  injections.  1  was  then 
shown  the  following  apparatus  :  Reflux  condenser.  Distilla- 
tion apparatus,  consisting  of  flask,  sand  bath,  Liebig's  con- 
denser, receiver,  etc.  Could  a  Liebig's  condenser  be  used 
as  a  reflux  condenser?  What  B.P.  preparations  could  be 
prepared  with  this  apparatus  ?  How  would  you  prepare  spt. 
eet'h.  nit.  ?  and  estimate  its  strength  ?  What  would  be  the 
effect  of  connecting  a  Sprengel's  pump  to  the  receiver  of  the 
distilling-apparatus  ?  A  percolator  was  shown  next.  How 
would  you  pack  _  a  percolator  ?  Could  the  percolation  be 
stopped  when  desired  ?  .  Sundry  other  apparatus  were  shown, 
and  finally  a  desiccator  :  state  its  uses  and  give  the  principles 
underlying  them.  I  was  then  told  I  could  go.  Shortly  after- 
wards I  was  called  up  and  received  the  congratulations  of  the 
President,  and  later  was  presented  with  a  piece  of  paper, 
which  is  anything  but  a  credit  to  the  Society,  especially  when 
you  take  into  consideration  the  high  examination-fee.  The 
examiners  were  very  courteous  and  fair,  quite  different  from 
what  I  had  been  led  to  expect  by  the  reports  of  other  students. 
My  advice  to  Minor  candidates  is  to  keep  cool,  to  be  very 
careful  in  checking  any  calculations,  to  treat  the  examiners 
with  that  respect  which  is  due  to  them,  and,  if  they  know  their 
work  at  all  well,  I  feel  sure  success  will  attend  them.  The 
total  cost  was  as  follows  :  College  fee,  12Z.

C.  A.  (136/45)  records  his  afternoon's  experience  at  the 
Apothecaries'  Assistants'  examination  in  London,  where  he 
made  an  unsuccessful  appearance.    The  examination  started 
promptly  at  2  p.m.  (he  says),  the  first  subject  being 
Practical  Pharmacy,  and  the  paper  as  follows  :

In  preparing  the  mixture  I  rubbed  the  quinine  sulphate  down 
in  a  mortar  and  labelled  the  bottle  "  Shake."  In  making  the 
enema,  I  rubbed  the  starch  in  a  mortar,  with  cold  water,  into 
a  thin  paste,  then  dissolved  the  chloral  hydrate  in  a  measure, 
and  made  up  to  the  required  quantity.  I  did  not  think  of 
making  a  mucilage  of  the  starch  by  boiling  with  water  until  I 
had  left  the  room.  For  this  reason  I  obviously  failed  to  satisfy 
the  examiner.  I  was  then  asked  the  dose  of  ferri  amnion, 
cit.  and  ferri  quin.  cits    What  is  Dover's  powder  ?    State  the 
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dose  and  how  much  opium  would  15  grains  contain  ?  The 
examiner  asked  me  what  preparations  chloral  hydrate  entered 
into.  On  replying  syrup  of  chloral,  he  asked  me  the  dose  of 
the  syrup.  Whot  is  chloral  hydrate  incompatible  with,  and 
what  was  formed  ?  I  answered  alkalies,  chloroform  being 
liberated.  Questions  on  the  solubility  of  chloroform  and  its 
specific  gravity  ended  this  subject. 

On  entering  the  room  for  Chemistry,  I  found  four  examiners 
there,  of  whom  two  took  this  subject.  The  examiner  asked 
me  what  I  had  made  in  the  syllabus.  I  gave  a  long  list,  and 
he  asked  me  how  I  made  copper  nitrate.  What  is  the  gas 
evolved,  and  did  I  notice  the  evolution  of  the  gas  ?  I  answered, 
"  No  ";  and  said  that  nitric  oxide  is  a  colourless  gas,  which, 
on  coming  in  contact  with  air,  is  converted  into  nitrogen 
peroxide,  a  reddish-brown  gas.  Is  nitrogen  peroxide  soluble 
in  water,  and  how  are  nitric  oxide  and  nitrous  oxide  collected  ? 
How  would  you  prepare  nitrous  oxide  ?  I  was  also  asked  the 
preparation  of  nitric  acid  ;  what  is  the  residue  left  after  the 
reaction  ?  I  answered  sodium  hydrogen  sulphate.  How 
would  I  convert  it  into  di-sodium  sulphate  1  The  last  question 
was,  How  should  chloroform  be  made  ?  After  an  interval  of 
about  half  an  hour  I  entered  the  same  room  again  for 

MatebIa  Medica. — Here  I  had  to  recognise,  and  give  the 
preparations  and  doses  of,  the  following  drugs  :  Gentian-root, 
ipecacuanha-root,  ergot,  naale-fern  rhizome,  calumba-roct, 
cubebs,  opium,  quinine  sulphate,  carbolic  acid,  and  mercury. 
Also  the  dose  of  ipecacuanha-wine  as  an  expectorant  and  as 
an  emetic.  State  the  preparations  of  ergot.  What  alkaloids 
does  opium  contain,  and  what  preparations  do  you  know 
containing  morphine?  What  is  quinine?  Give  the  prepara- 
tions containing  mercury  with  the  percentage  and  dose.  What 
is  the  best  way  of  administering  carbolic  acid?  I  replied, 
"  As  sodium  sulphocarbolate  or  in  pill  form."  The  examiner 
asked  me  the  Pharmacopaial  names  for  Fowler's  solution  and 
Donovan's  solution,  and  also  the  dose  and  strength.  Dose 
and  syoonvm  for  iiq.  amnion,  acet.  I  was  asked  how  I  should  ' 
dispense  male  fern,  and  also  potassium  iodide,  potassium 
bromide,  or  phcnazone  with  spt.  seth.  nit.  _  What  is  the  dose 
of  castor  oil  ?  I  was  successful  in  chemistry  and  materia 
medica,  but  have  to  present  myself  again  for  practical  phar- 
macy.

Colonial  and  Foreign  News. 

Key  West  Sponges. — The  sponge-industry  has  fallen 
off  considerably  at  Key  West,  Florida,  in  the  past  few 
years ;  it  has  more  or  less  drifted  to  Tarpon  Springs,  on  the 
west  coast  of  Florida,  and  the  catch  is  usually  made  by 
Greek  divers,  of  whom  quite  a  large  number  have  settled 
there.  However,  in  the  past  year  (1909)  a  few  vessels 
owned  at  Key  West  still  engaged  in  this  enterprise,  and 
have  procured  amounts  to  the  value  of  approximately 
$75,000.  This  catch  was  made  around  the  adjoining  Keys  > 
these  sponges  are  shipped  to  New  York  for  distribution. 

Internal  Bactericides. — A  Swedish  pharmacist,  Dr. 
Hilmer  Cederberg,  of  Hagastroem,  has  asked  the 
Swedish  Government  for  a  grant  of  7,000  kronen 
to  continue  his  re-searches  for  the  production  of  an 
anti-bacteriological  preparation.  As  a  result  of  ex- 
periments, Dr.  Cederberg  claims  to  be  on  the  eve 
of  producing  an  internal  bactericide  which  will  have 
the  advantage  of  destroying  micro-organisms  without  being' 
hurtful  to  the  patient.  The  arsenical  preparations,  which 
have  hitherto  attracted  most  attention  (compounds  of 
alkyls  and  aryls,  such  as  dimethylarsenic  acid,  methyl- 
arsenic  acid,  and  dioxydaminoarsenic  benzol — "  Ehrlich 
Hata's  606"),  have  had  a  reducing  influence  which,  while 
killing  the  microbe,  affect  the  health  of  the  patient.  Dr. 
Cederberg  is  endeavouring  to  find  an  antiseptic  which 
will  not  have  any  injurious  effect,  and  claims  to  have  dis- 
covered two  such  powerful  and  safe  preparations,  which 
he  has  named  toluo-nitrosol  and  xylo-nitrosol. 

Duealumin". — Mr.  H.  B.  Weeks,  the  chief  chemist  of 
Vickers,  Sons  &  Maxim's  Works,  Barrow,  has  discovered 
an  alloy  which,  while  being  slightly  heavier  than  pure 
aluminium,  is  as  strong  as  steel,  and  can  be  rolled,  drawn, 
stamrjed,  extended,  or  forged  at  suitable  temperatures.  It 
was  less  corrodable  than  other  high  aluminium  alloys. 
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
